Every  corporation,  association  or  society  doing  —shau  report 
business  as  herein  defined  shall  annually,  on  or  before  the  first  commls^'^*^* 
day  of  March,  report  to  the  insurance  commissioner  the  names 
and  addresses  of  its  president,  secretary  and  treasurer,  or  other 
officers  answering  thereto,  and  shall  make  such  further  state- 
ments of  its  membership  and  financial  transactions  for  the  year 
ending  on  the  preceding  thirty-first  day  of  December,  with 
other  information  relating  thereto,  as  said  commissioner  may 
deem  necessary  to  a  proper  exhibit  of  its  business  and  stand- 
ing ;  and  the  commissioner  may  at  any  other  times  require 
any  further  statement  he  may  deem  necessary  to  be  made 
relating  to  such  corporation.' 

Sect.  2.     This  act  shall  take  effect  when  approved.

lars.    Said  companies  shall  also  pay  on  or  before  the  first  day  _^^gg 
of  May,  annually,  a  tax  of  two  per  cent  upon  all  premiums  "^^^^o'- 
received  in  excess  over  losses  actually  paid  during  the  year,  on 
contracts  made  in  the  state  and  over  rebates  on  premiums 
allowed  to  persons  guaranteed.     Said  tax  to  be  assessed  and  ^^^^^  assessed 
paid  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  section  sixty-one  of  ^^^  ^"^' 
chapter  six  of  the  Revised  Statutes.' 

Sect.  2.     This  act  shall  take  effect  when  approved.

6  the  brakes  upon,  moves  or  sets  in  motion  any  railroad  car  on 
the  track  or  side  track  of  any  railroad  in  this  state,  shall  be 
punished  by  imprisonment  not  exceeding  two  years,  or  by 
fine  not  exceeding  five  hundred  dollars,  and  shall  also  be 
liable  to  the  corporation  injured,  in  an  action  of  trespass  for 
the  amount  of  injury  so  done,  and  for  a  further  sum  not 
exceeding  in  all  three  times  such  amount,  as  the  jury  deems 
reasonable.

An  Act  to  regulate  the  sale  of  goods  marked  "Sterling,"  "Sterling  Silver,"  "Coin** 

or  "Coin  Silver." 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  Hotise  of  Itepresentatnee 
in  Legielature  assembled*  as  follows : 

Sect.  1.  A  person  who  make^  or  sells,  or  offers  to  sell 
or  dispose  of,  or  has  in  his  possession  with  intent  to  sell 
or  dispose  of,  any  article  of  merchandise  marked,  stamped  or 
branded  with  the  words  "sterling,*'  or  ''sterling  silver,**  or 
encased  or  enclosed  in  any  box,  package,  cover  or  wrapper 
or  other  thing  in  or  by  which  the  said  article  is  packed, 
inclosed  or  otherwise  prepared  for  sale  or  disposition,  having 
thereon  any  engraving  or  printed  label,  stamp,  imprint, 
mark  or  trade-mark,  indicating  or  denoting  by  such  marking, 
stamping,  branding,  engraving  or  printing,  that  such  article 
is  silver,  sterling  silver,  or  solid  silver,  unless  nine  hundred 
and  twenty-five  one-thousandths  of  the  component  parts  of 
the  metal  of  which  the  said  article  is  manufactured  are  pure 
silver,  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor. 

Sect.  2.  A  person  who  makes  or  sells  or  offers  to  sell  or 
dispose  of,  or  has  in  his  possession  with  intent  to  sell  or  dis- 
pose of  any  article  of  merchandise  marked,  stamped  or 
branded  with  the  words  "coin,"  or  "coin  silver,"  or  encased 
or  inclosed  in  any  box,  package,  cover  or  wmpper  or  other 
thing  in  or  by  which  the  said  article  is  packed,  inclosed  or 
otherwise  prepared  for  sale  or  disposition,  havipg  thereon 
any  engraving  or  printed  label,  stamp,  imprint,  mark  or 
trade-mark,  indicating  or  denoting  by  such  marking,  stamp- 
ing, branding,  engi'aving  or  printing,  that  such  article  is  coin 
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-or  coin  sUver,  unless  nine  hundred  one-thousandths  of  the  ^-^^*      ^ 
component  pai'ts  of  the  metal  of  which  the  said  article  is 
manufactured  are  pure  silver,  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a 
misdemeanor. 

Sect.  3.     Whoever  violates  the  provisions  of  either  of  penalty  for 
the  precedinfi^  sections  shall  forfeit  a  sum  not  exceedins^  one  preceding

hundred  dollars  for  each  offense,  the  same  to  be  recovered  on 
complaint  before  any  trial  justice,  police  or  municipal  court 
in  the  county  in  which  said  offense  is  committed.

five  dollars  for  the  oflense  and  ten  dollars  for  each  salmon  or 
land-locked  salmon  and  one  dollar  for  each  and  every  other 
fish  so  taken,  caught,  killed  or  destroyed ;  and  when  such 
prohibited  implements  or  devices  are  found  in  use  or  operation 
they  are  forfeit  and  contraband,  and  any  person  finding  them 
in  use  may  destroy  them.'

Chapter  10. 

An  Act  to  amend  section  one  of  chapter  one  hundred  and  forty-four  of  the  Revised 

statutes,  relating  to  State  Pensions. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  Souse  of  Jtepresentatives 
in  Legislature  assembled^  as  follows : 

Section  one  of  chapter  one  hundred  and  forty-four  of  the 
revised  statutes,  granting  state  pensions,  is  hereby  amended 
by  adding  next  after  the  clause  *'on  the  quota  of  Maine,**  in 
the  third  line,  the  following  words  :  *and  any  person  not  on 
the  quota  of  Maine,  who  has  served  in  the  army  or  navy  of 
the  United  States  in  said  war,  and  who  was  a  resident  of  this 
state  at  date  of  enlistment,  and  at  time  of  making  application 
for  pension  shall  have  been  a  resident  of  the  state  at  least 
five  years,'  so  that  said  section  when  amended,  shall  read  as 
follows : 

'Sect.  1.  Any  person  who  has  served  by  enlistment  in 
the  army  or  navy  of  the  United  States,  in  the  war  of  eighteen 
hundred  and  sixty-one,  on  the  quota  of  Maine,  and  any  per- 
son not  on  the  quota  of  Maine,  who  has  served  in  the  army 
or  navy  of  the  United  States  in  said  war,  and  who  was  a  resi- 
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dent  of  this  state  at  date  of  enli.^tment,  and  at  time  of  making  Chap,     11 
application  for  pension  shall  have  l)een  a  resident  of  the  state 

at  least  five  years,  and  who  has  been  disabknl  by  wounds  or 

»  *■ 

other  injury  received  in  said  service,  in  the  line   of  duty,  is 
entitled  to  a  pension  from  the  state  of  Maine,  not  exceeding 
eight  dollars  a  month  ;  i)rovided,  that  such  soldier  or  seaman  -proviso, 
is  unable,  from  his  own  resources  and  the  United  States  i>en- 
sion,  to  obtain  a  livelihood.'

Section  forty-five  of  chapter  one  hundred  and  twenty-four  sec.4fi,  ch. 
of  the  reWsed  statutes  is  herel)y  amended,  so  that  the  same  amended, 
shall  read  as  follows  : 

*Sect.  45.     It  shall  be  the  duty  of  sheriffs,  deputy  sheriffs,  Duty  of 
police  officers,  constables  and  agents  appointed  under  the  pro-  prosecute  for 
visions  of  section  forty-six  of  this  chapter,  to  investigate  all 
cases  of  cinielty  to  animals  coming  to  their  knowledge,  and  to 
cause  offenders  to  ])e   prosecuted  in   all  cases  in  which  the 
offense  may  appear  to  be  of  a  sufficiently  aggravated  nature 
to  require  prosecution,  and  all  fines  imposed  for  the  punish-  —fines, how 
ment  of  such  offenses,  shall  be  paid  over  to  the  county  treasurer     *^  "* 
of  the  county  in  which  the  offense  may  have  been  committed.

for  the  service  of  a  warrant  for  arrest ;  provided,  however, 
that  aU  claims  of  such  agents  for  such  travel  and  services  shall 
first  be  audited  and  approved  by  the  county  commissioners  of 
the  county  liable  to  pay  the  same.'

An  Act  to  amend  chapter  seyenteen  of  the  Public  Laws  of  eighteen  hundred  and 
eighty-seven,  relating  to  the  protection  of  the  Alewive  Fishery. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  Souse  of  Representatives 
in  Legislature  assembled^  as  follows : 

Sect.  1.  Section  one  of  chapter  seventeen  of  the  public 
law^s  of  the  year  eighteen  hundred  and  eighty-seven  is  hereby 
amended  by  striking  out  the  w^ords  "a  line  drawn  east  and 
west  across  said  river  at  a  point  one-half  mile  south  of  Goose 
Rock  so  called,'*  in  the  third,  fourth  and  fifth  lines  and  insert- 
ing in  their  place  the  words  'the  bridge  between  the  villages 
of  Newcastle  and  Damariscotta,'  and  by  striking  out  the 
word  ^'twenty"  in  the  eighth  line  and  inserting  in  its  place 
the  words  ' two  hundred '  so  that  when  amended,  the  w^hole 
section  shall  read  as  follows : 

'Sect.  1.  Whoever  shall  const  met,  set,  maintain,  or  use 
any  net,  weir,  seine,  or  other  machine  or  deface,  in  the 
waters  of  the  Damariscotta  river,  northerly  of  the  bridge 
between  the  villages  of  Newcastle  and  Damariscotta,  for  the 
purpose  of  taking  or  catching  ale^vive8,  or  whoever  shall  tnke 
or  catch  any  alewives  within  said  limits,  except  by  hook  and 
line,  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  of  two  hundred  dollars  for 
each  offense ;  all  nets,  weirs,  seines,  or  other  machine  or 
device,  prohibited  as  aforesaid,  shall  be  deemed  forfeited  and 
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contraband,  and  anj'  member  of  the  fish  committee  of  the  Chap.     14 
towns  of  Newcastle  or  Nobleboro  finding  them  in  such  use, 
may  destroy  them.' 

Sect.  2.     This  act  shall  take  effect  when  approved.

Chapter  18. 

An  Act  additional  to  chapter  forty-nine  of   the  Revised  Statutes,  relating  to 

Insurance. 

Be  it  endcted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives 
in  Legislature  assembled^  as  follows : 

Sect.  1.  No  fire  insurance  company  shall  issue  fire  insur- 
ance policies  on  property  in  this  state,  other  than  those  of 
the  standard  form  herein  set  forth,  except  as  follows : 

I.  A  company  may  print  on  or  in  its  policies  its  name^ 
location,  and  date  of  incorporation,  the  amount  of  its  paid 
up  capital  stock,  the  names  of  its  officers  and  agents,  the 
number  and  date  of  the  policy,  and,  if  it  is  issued  through 
an  agent,  the  words,  'this  policy  shall  not  be  valid  until 
countersigned  by  the  duly  authorized  agent  of  the  company 
at 

II.  A  company  may  print  or  use  in  its  policies,  printed 
forms  of  description  and  specification  of  the  property 
insured. 

III.  A  company  insuring  against  damage  by  lightning 
may  print,  in  the  clause  enumerating  the  perils  insured 
against,  the  additional  words,  'also  any  damage  by  lightning, 
whether  fire  ensues  or  not,'  and,  in  the  clause  providing  for 
an  apportionment  of  loss  in  case  of  other  insui-ance,  the 
words,  'whether  by  fire,  lightning  or  both.' 

IV.  A  company  incorporated  or  formed  in  this  state  may 
print  in  its  policies,  any  provisions  which  it  is  authoiized  or 
required  by  law  to  insert  therein ;  and  any  company  not 
incorporated  or  formed  in  this  state  may,  with  the  approval 
of  the  insurance  commissioner,  so  print  any  provision 
required  by  its  charter  or  deed  of  settlement  or  by  the  laws 
of  its  own  state  or  country,  not  contrary  to  the  laws  of  this 
state  ;  provided,  that  the  insurance  commissioner  shall  require 
any  provision  which,  in  his  opinion,  modifies  the  contract  of 
insurance  in  such  way  as  to  affect  the  question  of  loss,  to  be 
appended  to  the  policy  by  a  slip  or  rider  as  hereinafter  pro- 
vided. 

V.  The  blanks  in  said  standard  form  may  be  filled  in 
print  or  writing. 

VI.  A  company  may  write  upon  the  margin  or  across  the 
face  of  a  policy,  or  write,  or  print  in  type  not  smaller  than

Bills  of  exchange,  notes,  accounts,  evidences  and  securities 
of  property  of  every  kind,  books,  wearing  apparel,  plate, 
money,  jewels,  medals,  patterns,  models,  scientific  cabinets 
and  collections,  paintings,  sculpture  and  curiosities  are  not 
included  in  said  insured  property,  unless  specially  mentioned. 

Said  propeity  is  insured  for  the  term  of  ,  beginning  on 
the  day  of  ,  in  the  year  eighteen  hundred  and  ,  at 
noon,  and  continuing  until  the  day  of  ,  in  the  year 
hundred  and  ,  at  noon,  against  all  loss  or  damage  by  fire

the  knowledge,  advice,  agency,  or  consent  of  the  insured, 
be  so  altered  as  to  cause  an  increase  of  such  risks,  or  if, 
without  such  assent,  the  said  property  shall  be  sold,  or  this 
policy  assigned,  or  if  the  premises  hereby  insured  shall 
become  vacant  by  the  removal  of  the  owner  or  occupant,  and

In  case  of  any  loss  or  damage  under  this  polic}',  a  state- 
ment in  writing,  signed  and  sworn  to  by  the  insured,  shall  be 
forthwith  rendered  to  the  company  setting  forth  the  value  of 
the  property  insured,  the  interest  of  the  insured  therein,  all 
other  insurance  thereon,  in  detail,  the  purposes  for  which 
and  the  persons  by  whom  the  building  insured,  or  containing 
the  property  insured,  was  used  and  the  time  at  which  and 
manner  in  which  the  fire  originated,  so  far  as  known  to  the 
insured.  The  company  may  also  examine  the  books  of 
account  and  vouchers  of  the  insured,  and  make  extracts  from 
the  same. 

In  case  of  any  loss  or  damage,  the  company,  within  sixty 
days  after  the  insured  shall  have  sulmiitted  a  statement,  as 
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provided  in  the  preceding  clause,  shall  either  pay  the  amount  Chap.  18 
for  which  it  shall  be  liable,  which  amount  if  not  agreed  upon 
shall  be  ascertained  by  award  of  referees  as  hereinafter  pro- 
vided, or  replace  the  property  with  other  of  the  same  kind 
snd  goodness,  or  it  may,  within  fifteen  days  after  such  state- 
ment is  submitted,  notify  the  insured  of  its  intention  to  rebuild 
or  repair  the  premises,  or  any  portion  thereof  separately 
insured  by  this  policy,  and  shall  thereupon  enter  upon  said 
premises  and  proceed  to  rebuild  or  repair  the  same  with 
reasonable  expedition.  It  is  moreover  understood  that  there 
can  be  no  abandonment  of  the  property  insured  to  the  com- 
pany, and  that  the  company  shall  not  in  any  case  be  liable 
for  more  than  the  sum  insured,  with  interest  thereon  from  the 
time  when  the  loss  shall  become  payable,  as  above  provided. 

If  there  shall  be  any  other  insurance  on  the  property  insured, 
whether  prior  or  subsequent,  the  insured  shall  recover  on  this 
policy  no  greater  proportion  of  the  loss  sustained  than  the  sum 
hereby  insured  bears  to  the  whole  amount  insured  thereon. 
And  whenever  the  company  shall  pay  any  loss,  the  insured 
shall  assign  to  it,  to  the  extent  of  the  amount  so  paid,  all 
rights  to  recover  satisfaction  for  the  loss  or  damage  from  any 
person,  town,  or  other  corporation,  excepting  other  insurers; 
or  the  insured,  if  requested,  shall  prosecute  therefor  at  the

If  this  policy  shall  be  made  payable  to  a  mortgagee  of  the 
insured  real  estate,  no  act  or  default  of  any  person  other  than 
such  mortgagee  or  his  agents,  or  those  claiming  under  him, 
shall  affect  such  mortgagee's  right  to  recover  in  case  of  loss 
on  such  real  estate ;  provided,  that  the  mortgagee  shall,  on 
demand,  pay  according  to  the  established  scale  of  rates  for 
any  increase  of  risks  not  paid  for  by  the  insured ;  and  when- 
ever this  company  shall  be  liable  to  a  mortgagee  for  any  sum 
for  loss  under  this  policy,  for  which  no  liability  exists  as  to 
the  mortgagor,  or  owner,  and  this  company  shall  elect  by 
itself,  or  with  others,  to  pay  the  mortgagee  the  full  amount 
secured  by  such  mortgage,  then  the  mortgagee  shall  assign 
and  transfer  to  the  companies  interested,  upon  such  payment, 
the  said  mortgage,  together  with  the  note  and  debt  thereby 
secured. 

This  policy  may  be  canceled  at  any  time  at  the  request  of 
the  insured,  who  shall  thereupon  be  entitled  to  a  return  of  the 
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Q^AP.     18  portion  of  the  above  premium  remaining,  after  deducting  the 

customary  monthly  short  rates  for  the  time  this  policy  shall 
have  been  in  force.  The  company  also  reserves  the  right, 
after  giving  written  notice  to  the  insured,  and  to  any  mort-

charged  with  crime  to  be  removed  to  any  jail  where  such 
alteration  or  pro\dsion  for  classification  has  been  made,  and 
the  expense  of  the  removal  and  keeping  of  such  convicts  or 
person  shall  be  paid  by  the  county  from  which  such  convict 
or  persons  is  removed,  and  they  may  require  the  keeper  of 
said  jail  to  keep  a  calendar,  with  such  statistics  in  relation  to 
his  jail  as  they  may  deem  useful  for  future  reference.  Said 
inspectors  may  remove  prisoners  from  jails  where  no  arrange- 
ments have  been  made  for  the  labor  of  convicts,  to  some  work 
jail,  and  when  any  jail  has  a  larger  number  of  convicts,  either 
in  custody  or  at  labor  than  can  be  well  accommodated,  they 
may  remove  a  portion  of  them  to  any  other  jail  where  better 
accommodations  can  be  afforded.  Any  jail  where  arrangements 
have  been  made  or  shall  be  hereafter  made  for  the  labor  of 
convicts  committed  for  any  special  crime,  or  class  of  crimes, 
at  any  special  kind  of  labor,  shall  be  deemed  a  work  jail. 
For  the  removal  of  convicts  as  aforesaid,  the  inspectors  may 
issue  precepts  to  any  oflScer  qualified  to  serve  precepts  in 
criminal  cases  in  his  county,  to  cause  such  removal,  whether 
such  service  is  performed  in  whole  or  in  part  in  one  or  more 
counties,  and  the  expense  of  removal  shall  be  paid  by  the 
county  in  which  such  convicts  were  sentenced.  The  inspec- 
tors shall  make  a  report  of  the  condition  of  all  the  prisons  to 
the  governor  and  council  by  the  thirtieth  day  of  November 
annually.'

An  Act  to  authorize  Licensed  Taxidermists  to  receive  and  have  in  posnession  Fish 
and  Game,  or  parts  thereof,  for  the  purpose  of  mounting  the  same. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives 
in  Legislature  assembled^  as  follows  : 

Sect.  1.  The  commissioners  of  inland  fisheries  and  game 
may,  upon  application,  issue  a  license  to  such  persons  as  tax- 
idermists, who,  in  their  judgment,  are  skilled  in  that  art,  of 
good  reputation  and  friendly  to  the  fish  and  game  laws  of 
this  state.  For  such  license  the  applicant  shall  pay  into  the 
state  treasury  the  sum  of  five  dollars,  to  be  credited  as  addi- 
tional to  the  funds  appropriated  by  the  state  to  inland  fisher- 
ies and  game,  and  be  in  force  for  three  years  from. the  date 
of  its  issue,  unless  sooner  revoked.  Such  licensee  may  at 
all  times  have  in  his  possession  at  his  place  of  business,  fish 
and  game,  or  parts  thereof,  lawfully  caught  or  killed  in  open

The  commissioners  may  order  the  county  attor- 
ney to  bring  an  action  of  debt  in  the  supreme  judicial  court 
in  the  county  where  the  land  lies,  in  the  name  of  the  county, 
to  collect  such  unpaid  taxes  with  interest.  The  writ  shall  run 
against  the  person  to  whom  the  property  was  assessed  and  all 
persons  unknown  who  have  any  interest  therein.  The  county 
attorney  shall  file  notice  of  lis  pendens  as  provided  by  law  in 
the  proper  registry  of  deeds  and  shall  enter  the  writ  in  court. 
The  court  shall  order  notice  to  the  defendants  named  therein 
and  to  all  persons  unknown,  and  in  addition  to  the  usual  judg- 
ment against  defendants,  shall  also  render  judgment  in  rem 
against  the  property  assessed,  to  be  enforced  by  sale  on  execu- 
tion. When  the  officer  sells  real  estate  on  such  execution  he 
shall  sell  the  least  undivided  fractional  part  thereof,  that  any 
person  bidding  will  take  and  pay  the  amount  due  on  the 
execution  with  all  necessary  charges  for  sale,  and  he  shall 
deed  to  the  purchaser  such  part  so  sold  to  him  subject  to 
redemption  according  to  law,  and  the  deed  shall  be  construed 
to  convey  a  right  of  entry  and  seizin  in  such  part,  in  com- 
mon and  undivided,  of  the  property  assessed. 

Sect.  8.  When  real  estate  is  sold  under  this  act,  the  deed 
shall  be  deposited  with  the  county  treasurer ;  and  any  person 
having  an  interest  therein  may  redeem  by  paying  the  amount 
due  thereon  with  interest  at  twenty  per  cent,  .within  one  year 
from  the  time  of  sale ;  w^hereupon  the  county  treasurer  shall 
cancel  the  deed.  If  not  redeemed  at  the  expiration  of  the 
year,  the  county  treasurer  shall  deliver  the  deed  to  the  pur- 
chaser. The  lien  of  the  tax  expires  within  fifteen  months 
from  the  time  of  sale  unless  the  deed  is  recorded  within  that 
time. 

Sect.  9.  So  far  as  applicable,  sections  thirty-six,  thirty- 
seven,  thirty-eight,  ninety-nine  and  one  hundred  and  one,  of 
chapter  six  of  the  revised  statutes,  with  the  amendments 
thereto,  apply  to  proceedings  under  this  act.  Sections  seventy- 
two  and  seventy-seven  of  said  chapter  six  shall  not  apply  to 
taxes  assessed  under  this  act. 

Sect.  10.     This  act  shall  take  effect  when  approved.

No  person  shall  by  himself,  his  serv^ant,  or  saieof 
agent  of  any  other  person  or  corporation,  manufacture  for  candy,  for- 
sale,  or  knowingly  sell  or  offer  to  sell,  any  candy  adulterated 
by  the  admixture  of  terra  alba,  barytes,  talc,  or  any  other 
mineral  or  metallic  substance,  or  by  poisonous  colors  or 
flavors,  or  containing  brandy,  whiskey,  rum,  wine  or  any 
alcoholic  liquor  in  liquid  form  or  other  ingredients  deleterious 
or  detrimental  to  health. 

Sect.  2.     Xo   person   shall   by  himself,  his   servant,    or  saie  of  brandy 

and  other 

agent  of  any  other  person  or  coq^oration  offer  for  sale  any  ^TJR"»^p^" 
candy   under  the  name  of  brandy,  whiskey,  rum  or  wine 
drops. 

Sect.  3.     Whoever  violates  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  Penalty  for 
act  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  not  exceeding  one  hundred  ^^°^*"°'*- 
dollars  nor  less  than  fifty  dollars.

relating  to  Forcible  Entry  and  Detainer.

Section  two  of  chapter  ninety-four  of  the  revised  statutes,

When  the  record  title  of  real  estate  is  encum- 
bered by  an  undischarged  mortgage,  and  the  mortgagor  and 
those  having  his  estate  in  the  premises  have  been  in  uninter- 
rupted possession  of  such  real  estate  for  twenty  years  after  the 
expiration  of  the  time  limited  in  the  mortgage  for  the  full  per- 
foraiance  of  the  conditions  thereof ;  he  or  the^  ,  or  any  person 
having  a  freehold  estate,  vested  or  contingent  in  possession, 
reversion  or  remainder,  in  the  land  originally  subject  to  the 
mortgage  or  in  any  undivided  or  any  aliquot  part  thereof,  or 
any  interest  therein  which  may  eventually  become  a  freehold 
estate,  or  any  person  who  has  conveyed  such  land  or  any  such 
interest  therein  with  covenants  of  title  or  warranty,  may 
apply  to  the  supreme  judicial  court  by  petition,  setting  forth 
the  facts,  and  asking  for  a  decree  as  hereinafter  provided; 
and  if  after  notice  to  all  persons  interested  as  provided  in 
section  four,  no  evidence  is  offered  of  any  payment  within

Where  any  property  in  this  state  dedicated  and  ordained 
for  pious  uses,  has  no  proper  or  legal  custodian,  so  that  it  is 
becoming  wasted  and  the  utility  thereof  is  lost,  upon  the 
application  of  any  person  or  religious  society  interested  in 
having  such  property  preserved  and  applied  to  the  uses  for 
which  it  was  originally  intended,  the  attorney  general  shall 
file  a  bill  in  equity,  in  the  nature  of  an  information,  against 
such  property  and  all  persons  interested  therein,  praying  for 
the  appointment  of  tnistees  to  care  for  such  property  and  for 
the  proper  application  and  disposition  thereof,  and  the  court 
may  order  such  notice  as  seems  proper,  and  may  appoint 
receivers  or  trustees  therefor,  and  upon  final  decree,  may 
order  the  care,  custody,  sale,  application  or  disposal  of  such 
property  as  will  besf  serve  the  purposes  for  which  it  was 
originally  intended.  The  court  may  convey  or  transfer  such 
property  to  any  religious  body  to  be  held  and  applied  for  the 
purposes  of  such  trust  as  the  court  may  declare  ;  and  it  shall 
have  fall  power  to  treat,  care  for  and  dispose  of  the  same  in 
furtherance  of  such  pious  uses  as  may  seem  best  suited  to  the 
case  and  situation.

It  is  made  the  duty  of  tax  collectors,  police  officers 
and  constables  to  prosecute  for  violations  of  the  provisions  of 
this  act  in  their  respective  towns,  and  to  report  such  violations 
promptly  to  the  assessors  for  the  purpose  of  computing  and 
certifying  such  local  license.  Municipal  courts  and  trial 
justices  shall  have  concurrent  jurisdiction  with  the  supreme 
judicial  and  superior  courts  of  all  complaints  and  prosecutions 
under  this  act.' 

Sect.  7.  Section  fifteen  of  said  act  is  hereby  amended  by 
adding  at  the  end  of  said  section  the  following  words  :  'Xo 
itinerant  vendor  shall  be  relieved  or  exempted  from  the  pro- 
visions and  requirements  of  this  act  by  reason  of  associating

The  words  'itinerant  vendors'  for  the  purposes 
of  this  act  shall  be  construed  to  mean  and  include  all  persons, 
both  principals  and  agents,  who  engage  in  a  temporary  or 
transient  business  in  this  state,  either  in  one  localitv  or  in 
traveling  from  place  to  place  selling  goods,  wares  and  mer- 
chandise, and  who,  for  the  purposes  of  caiTying  on  such  busi- 
ness, hire,  lease  or  occupy  any  building  or  structure  for  the 
exhibition  and  sale  of  such  goods,  wares  and  merchandise. 
No  itinerant  vendor  shall  be  relieved  or  exempted  from  the 
provisions  and  requirements  of  this  act  by  reason  of  associat- 
ing himself  temporarily  with  any  local  dealer,  trader  or  mer-

Chapter  13S. 

An  Act  to  amend  chapter  one  hundred  and  thirty-four  of  the  Public  Acts  of  eigh-^ 
teen  hundred  and  thirty-four,  entitled  "An  Act  to  establish  a  Munieipal  Court  in 
the  city  of  Bath"  as  amended  by  chapter  one  hundred  and  sixty-seven  of  the 
Public  Acts  of  eighteen  hundred  and  thirty-five,  as  amended  by  section  eleven 
of  the  city  charter  of  the  city  of  Bath. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives^ 
in  Legislature  assembledy  as  follows  : 

Sect.  1.  Chapter  one  hundred  and  thirty-four  of  the 
public  acts  of  eighteen  hundred  and  thirty-four  entitled  **An 
Act  to  establish  a  municipal  court  in  the  town  of  Bath,''  and 
as  amended  by  chapter  one  hundred  and  sixty-seven  of  the 
public  acts  of  eighteen  hundred  and  thirty-five,  and  as 
amended  by  section  eleven  of  the  city  charter  of  the  city  of 
Bath,  is  hereby  further  amended,  so  that  the  same  when 
amended,  shall  read  as  follows  : 

'Sect.  1.  A  municipal  court  is  hereby  established  in  and 
for  the  citv  of  Bath  and  the  towns  of  Woolwich,  Arrowsic, 
Georgetown,  Phippsburg  and  West  Bath  in  the  county  of 
Sagadahoc,  which  shall  be  called  the  Bath  Municipal  Court 
and  have  and  use  a  seal  on  all  original  processes,  and  shall 
consist  of  one  judge  who  shall  be  appointed,  commissioned 
and  qualified  as  provided  by  the  law  and  constitution  of  the 
state.  Said  judge  shall  be  a  member  of  the  bar  of  Sagadahoo 
county  and  shall  reside  during  his  continuance  in  office  in  the 
city  of  Bath,  and  who  shall  receive  from  said  city  an  annual 
salary  of  eight  hundred  dollars  per  year  to  be  paid  him  in 
quarterly  payments.  Said  salary  shall  be  in  full  for  all  the 
fees  and  emoluments  of  the  office.  The  present  judge  shall 
continue  in  office  until  the  end  of  the  term  for  which  he  was 
appointed.  The  said  judge  shall  enter,  or  cause  to  be 
entered  on  the  docket  of  said  court  all  civil  and  criminal 
actions,  with  full  minutes  of  the  proceedings  in  and  disposi- 
tion  of  the  same,  which  docket  shall  be  at  all  times  open  to 
inspection ;  and  he  shall  perform  all  other  duties  required  of 
similar  tribunals  in  this  state. 

•Sect.  2.  Said  court  shall  exercise  jurisdiction  over  all 
such  matters  and  things,  civil  and  criminal  within  the  county 
of  Sagadahoc  as  trial  justices  may  exercise  and  under  similar 
restrictions  and  limitations,  and  concurrent  jurisdiction  with 
trial  justices  in  cases  of  forcible  entry  and  detainer  in  said 
county  and  exclusive  jurisdiction  in  all  such  matters  and  things 
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when  both  parties  interested,  or  any  plaintiff  and  a  person  sum-  C^^^*  13^ 
moned  as  trustee  resides  in  the  city  of  Bath  or  either  of  the 
towns  named  in  section  one  of  this  act,  and  over  all  offenses 
committed  against  the  ordinances  and  by-laws  of  said  city, 
though  the  penalty  thereof  ntiay  accrue  to  said  city  and  towns 
and  in  the  prosecution  on  any  such  ordinances  or  by-laws  or  any 
special  law  of  the  state  relating  to  said  city  or  to  either  of 
said  towns,  such  by-law,  ordinance  or  special  law  need  not 
be  recited  in  the  complaint  or  process,  nor  the  allegations 
therein  be  more  particular  than  in  prosecutions  on  a  public 
statute,  and  over  all  such  criminal  offenses  within  the  limits

supreme  judicial  court  in  all  peraonal  actions  where  the  debt 
or  damage  demanded  exclusive  of  costs  is  over  twenty  dol- 
lars and  not  over  one  hundred  dollars,  and  in  all  actions  of 
replevin  under  chapter  ninety-six  of  re\nsed  statutes,  when  it 
appears  that  the  sum  demanded  for  the  penalty,  forfeiture  or 
damages,  or  the  value  of  the  goods  replevined,  does  not 
exceed  one  hundred  dollars,  and  any  defendant  or  any  person 
summoned  as  trustee  reside  in  the  county  of  Sagadahoc,  but 
this  jurisdiction  shall  not  include  proceedings  under  the 
divorce  laws,  nor  jurisdiction  over  actions  in  which  the  title 
to  real  estate  according  to  the  pleadings  filed  in  the  case  by 
either  party  is  in  question  except  as  provided  in  chapter 
ninety-four,  sections  six  and  seven  of  the  revised  statutes. 

'Sect.  3.     Said  court  shall  have  concurrent  jurisdiction  concurrent 
with  the  supreme  judicial  court  in  the  county  of  Sagadahoc,  wfth 
of  all  offenses  not  required  by  the  constitution  or  any  statute  *ii  offenses  to

to  be  answered  for  on  a  presentment  or  indictment  of  a  grand  by  indictment, 
jury,  and  may  punish  by  fine  not  exceeding  one  hundred  dol- 
lars or  by  imprisonment  for  a  term  less  than  one  year,  and  of 
all  other  offenses  over  which  such  jurisdiction  is  or  may  be 
granted  not  herein  specified. 

'Sect.  4.  If  any  defendant  in  any  action  in  said  court 
where  the  amount  claimed  in  the  writ  exceeds  twenty  dollars 
or  his  agent  or  attorney  shall  on  the  return  day  of  the  writ, 
file  in  said  court  his  pleadings  and  a  motion  asking  that  said 
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cause  be  removed  to  the  supreme  judicial  court,  and  deposit 
with  the  judge  the  sum  of  two  dollars  for  copies  and  entry 
and  entry  fee  in  said  supreme  court,  to  be  taxed  in  his  costs, 
if  he  prevails  the  said  action  shall  be  removed  into  the  supreme 
judicial  court  for  said  county.  The  judge  shall  forthwith 
cause  certified  copies  of  the  writ,  officer's  return  and  defen- 
dant's motion  to  be  filed  in  the  clerk's  office  of  said  supreme 
court  within  ten  days,  and  shall  pay  the  entry  fee  thereof, 
and  said  action  shall  be  entered  on  the  docket  of  the  follow- 
ing term,  unless  said  court  shall  then  be  in  session,  when  it 
shall  be  entered  forthwith  and  shall  be  in  order  for  trial  at 
that  term.

In  any  action  in  which  the  plaintiff  recovers  not 
over  twenty  dollars  debt  or  damage,  the  costs  to  be  taxed 
shall  be  the  same  as  before  trial  justices  except  that  the  plain- 
tiff shall  have  two  dollars  for  his  writ ;  where  the  defendant 
prevails  in  any  action  in  which  the  sum  claimed  in  the  writ  is 
not  over  twenty  dollars  or  property  the  value  of  which  does 
not  exceed  that  sum,  he  shall  recover  two  dollars  for  his 
pleadings  and  other  costs  as  before  trial  justices.  In  actions

Any  person  aggrieved  at  any  judgment  or  sen- 
tence of  said  court  may  appeal  to  the  supreme  judicial  court 
in  the  same  manner  as  from  a  judgment  or  sentence  of  a  trial 
justice,  and  all  such  appeals  shall  be  in  order  for  trial  at  the 
first  term  of  said  appellate  court  after  such  appeal  is  taken. 
Final  judgments  where  the  anjount  in  controversy  exceeds 
twenty  dollars  in  said  municipal  court,  may  be  examined  in 
the  supreme  judicial  court  on  a  writ  of  error  or  on  a  petition

'Sect.  8.  Said  court  is  hereby  authorized  to  administer  powenand 
oaths,  render  judgments,  issue  executions,  certify  copies  of  ^  ^' 
its  records,  punish  for  contempt  and  compel  attendance  as  in 
the  supreme  judicial  court,  and  to  make  all  such  rules  and 
regulations,  not  repugnant  to  law,  as  may  be  necessary  and 
proper  for  the  administration  of  justice,  and  to  facilitate  its 
business. 

•Sect.  9.  Price  of  blank  writs  with  the  summonses,  with  Fees, 
the  seal  of  the  court,  signed  by  the  judge  or  recorder  shall  be 
four  cents,  and  all  other  fees  in  civil  cases  shall  be  the  same 
as  are  taxable  by  a  trial  justice  except  as  otherwise  provided 
in  sections  four  and  five  of  this  act.

'Sect.  12.  The  records  of  said  court  and  of  the  municipal 
couit  as  formerly  existing  in  said  city  shall  be  deposited  with 
and  kept  by  the  judge,  and  said  municipal  court  shall  have 
jurisdiction  thereof  and  full  power  and  authority  to  issue  and 
renew  executions  and  other  processes  and  carry  into  effect 
the  judgments  and  decrees  heretofore  rendered  by  said  former 
municipal  court,  and  to  ceitify  and  authenticate  the  records 
thereof,  and  shall  for  reasonable  fees  giunt  and  certify  copies 
of  the  records  of  both  courts  when  required,  which  shall  be 
evidence  of  the  contents  of  such  records  in  any  legal  proceed- 
ings, and  have  the  same  legal  and  probative  force  and  effect 
as  those  of  the  supreme  judicial  court.

An  Act  to  compel  Husbands  and  Fathers  to  contribute  to  the  support  of  Wives 

and  Children.

Whenever  a  man,  having  a  wife,  a  minor  child,  or  both^ 
residing  in  this  state,  and  from  whom  he  lives  apart,  and 
being  of  sufficient  ability,  or  being  able  to  labor  and  provide 
for  them,  willfiilly  and  without  reasonable  cause,  refuses  or 
neglects  to  provide  suitable  maintenance  for  them,  the 
supreme  judicial  court  in  the  county  where  the  wife  or  chil- 
dren reside,  on  petition  of  the  wife  for  herself,  and  for  such 
children,  or  of  such  children  by  their  guardian,  after  such 
notice  to  the  husband  or  father  as  it  may  order,  and  hearing, 
may  order  him  to  contribute  to  the  support  of  his  wife,  if  the 
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separation  was  without  her  fault,  and  to  the  support  of  such  Chap.  137 
children,  such  sums  payable  weekly,  monthly   or  quarterly, 
as  is  deemed  reasonable  and  just,  and  may  enforce  obedience 
by  appropriate  decrees.

relating  to  Intelligence  Offices. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives 
in  Legislature  assembled^  as  follows  : 

Section  six  of  chapter  thirty-five  of  the  revised  statutes  of 
this  state  is  hereby  amended  by  adding  thereto  the  following 
words :  'The  keeper  of  an  intelligence  office  shall  not  retain 
any  sum  of  money  in  excess  of  one  dollar  from  a  person  seek- 
ing employment  through  the  agency  of  such  intelligence 
office,  unless  employment  of  the  kind  sought  for  is  actually 
furnished.  The  keeper  of  a  licensed  intelligence  office  shall 
cause  two  copies  of  this  act  printed  in  type  of  sufficient  size 
to  be  legible  and  easily  read,  to  be  conspicuously  posted  in 
each  room  used  or  occupied  for  the  puiposes  of  such  intelli- 
gence office.  Whoever  violates  the  provisions  of  this  act 
shall  have  the  license  revoked,  and  shall  be  punished  by  fine 
not  exceeding  twenty  dollars  for  each  offense,'  so  that  said 
section  as  amended,  shall  read  as  follows :

day  that  it  is  so  kept.  The  keeper  of  an  intelligence  office 
shall  not  retain  any  sum  of  money  received  from  a  person 
seeking  employment  through  the  agency  of  such  intelligence 
office,  unless  employment  of  the  kind  sought  for  is  actually 
furnished.  The  keeper  of  a  licensed  intelligence  office  shall 
oause  two  copies  of  this  act,  printed  in  type  of  sufficient  size 
to  be  legible  and  easily  read,  to  be  conspicuously  posted  in 
«ach  room  used  or  occupied  for  the  purposes  of  such  intelli- 
gence office.  Whoever  violates  the  provisions  of  this  act  —penalty, 
shall  have  the  license  revoked,  and  shall  be  punished  by  fine 
not  exceeding  twenty  dollars  for  each  offense.'

An  Act  to  amend  section  one  of  chapter  seyenty-flve  of  the  Beyised  Statutesy  relat- 
ing to  Title  by  Descent,  and  to  establish  the  rights  of  Widows  and  Widowers  in 
the  real  estate  of  deceased  Husbands  and  Wives. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives 
in  Legislature  assembled,  as  follows  : 

Sect.  1.     Section  one  of  chapter  seventy-five  of  the  revised  Bec.i,ch.76, 
statutes  is  hereby  amended,  so  as  to  read  as  follows  :  amended. 

*Sect.  1.  The  real  estate  of  a  person  deceased  intestate,  Bales  of 
being  subject  to  the  payment  of  debts,  including  a  wood  lot 
or  other  land  used  with  the  farm  or  dwelling-house  although 
not  cleared,  but  excepting  wild  lands  of  which  he  dies  seized, 
and  wild  lands  conveyed  by  hmi,  though  afterwards  cleared, 
descends  according  to  the  following  rules  : 

•I.  If  he  leaves  a  widow  and  issue,  one-third  to  the  widow. 
If  no  issue,  one-half  to  the  widow.  And  if  no  kindred,  the 
whole  to  the  widow.  And  to  the  widower  shall  descend  the 
same  shares  in  his  wife's  real  estate.  There  shall  likewise 
descend  to  the  widow  or  widower  the  same  share  in  all  such 
real  estate  of  which  the  deceased  was  seized  during  coverture, 
and  which  has  not  been  barred  or  released  as  herein  provided.

If  no  such  issue,  father,  mother,  brother  or  sister,  it 
descends  to  his  next  of  kin  in  equal  degree ;  when  they  claim 
through  different  ancestors,  to  those  claiming  through  a 
nearer  ancestor,  in  preference  to  those  claiming  through  an 
ancestor  more  remote. 

VII.  When  a  minor  dies  unmarried,  leaving  property 
inherited  from  either  of  his  parents,  it  descends  to  the 
other  children  of  the  same  parent,  and  the  issue  of  those 
deceased ;  in  equal  shares  if  all  are  of  the  same  degree  of 
kindred ;  otherwise,  according  to  the  right  of  representation. 

VIII.  If  the  intestate  leaves  no  widower,  widow  or  kin- 
dred, it  escheats  to  the  state.* 

Sect.  2.  Except  as  hereinafter  provided,  the  right  of 
widows  to  dower  in  the  real  estate  of  their  deceased  hus- 
bands, and  the  right  of  widowers  as  tenant  by  the  courtesy  in 
the  real  estate  of  their  deceased  wives  are  hereby  abolished. 
Section  fourteen  of  chapter  one  hundred  and  three  of  the 
revised  statutes  is  hereby  repealed.

Sect.  8.  If  the  wife  of  the  grantor  or  mortgagor  of  lands 
heretofore  conveyed  or  mortgaged  has  not  released  or  barred 
her  right  of  dower  in  the  same,  she  shall  be  entitled,  as 
against  the  grantee  or  mortgagee  and  those  claiming  under 
him,  to  her  right  of  dower  only,  as  now  existing.

The  term 
net  municipal  indebtedness  of  cities  and  districts  as  used  in 
this  section,  shall  be  construed  to  include  in  the  case  of  either 
not  only  all  bonds  which  are  a  direct  obligation  of  the  cities, 
but  also  all  bonds  of  the  districts  or  boards  within  the  same 
as  above  enumemted,  exclusive  of  any  such  debt  created  for 
a  water  supply  and  of  the  amount  of  any  sinking  fund  avail- 
able in  the  reduction  of  such  debt;  in  the  first  mortgage 
bonds  of  any  completed  railroads  of  the  states  above  named, 
together  with  New  Jersey,  and  in  the  first  mortgage  bonds  of 
the  Central  Pacific,  Union  Pacific  and  Northern  Pacific  Rail- 
roads, and  in  the  railroad  bonds  of  this  state ;  in  the  stock 
of  any  dividend  paying  railroad  in  New  England ;  and  in  the 
stock  and  mortgage  bonds  of  any  other  railroad  leased  to 
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such  dividend  paying  railroad,  upon  terms  guaranteeing  the  Chap.  161 
payment  of  a  regular  stated  dividend  upon  the  stock  of  such 
leased  road  and  the  interest  on  its  bonds ;  in  the  stocks  of 
any  railroad  company  of  this  state,  unincumbered  by  mort- 
gage ;  but  no  bonds  of  street  railroads  excepting  those  already 
constructed  in  this  state,  shall  be  purchased,  unless  an  amount 
of  capital  stock  equal  to  thirty-three  and  one-third  per  cent 
of  the  mortgage  debt  shall  have  been  paid  in,  in  cash,  and 
expended  upon  the  road,  evidenced  by  a  certificate  of  the 
railroad  commissioners,  filed  in  the  ofSce  of  the  secretary  of 
state,  that  said  per  centage  has  been  so  paid  in  and  expended, 
in  addition  to  the  amount  of  the  bonded  debt ;  in  the  mort- 
gage bonds  of  any  water  company  in  this  state  and  New 
Hampshire  actually  engaged  in  supplying  to  any  city  or 
cities,  town  or  towns,  village  or  villages  or  other  municipal 
corporations,  water  for  domestic  use  and  for  the  extinguish- 
ment of  fires,  whenever  such  company  is  earning  more  than 
its  fixed  charges,  interest  on  its  debts,  and  its  running 
expenses ;  in  the  stock  and  bonds  of  any  other  corporations 
incoqwrated  under  authority  of  this  state,  which  earn  and

fifty  dollars.  Any  person,  firm  or  coiporation  violating  the 
provisions  of  section  one  of  this  act,  shall  on  conviction  pay 
a  fine  not  exceeding  fifty  dollars  for  the  first  offense,  and  for 
a  second  offense  a  sum  not  exceeding  one  hundred  dollars ;

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erected  in  its  streets  by  any  parties  authorized  by  law  so  to  Chap.     17 
do.     Every  law,  act,  ordinance,  resolve  or  order  of  the  city  -laws  and

council,  excepting  rules  and  orders  of  a  parliamentary  char-  how  made. 
acter,  shall  be  presented  to  the  mayor.  If  not  approved  by 
him  he  shall  return  it  with  his  objections,  in  writing,  at  the 
next  stated  session  of  the  city  council,  which  shall  enter  the 
objections  at  large  on  its  journal,  and  proceed  to  reconsider 
the  same.  If  upon  such  reconsideration  it  shall  be  passed 
by  vote  of  two -thirds  of  all  the  members  of  the  board  of 
aldermen,  it  shall  have  the  same  force  as  if  approved  by  the 
mayor.  In  case  of  vacancy  in  the  mayor's  office,  this  section 
shall  not  apply  to  any  act  of  the  council.  In  case  the  mayor 
fails  to  either  sign  or  return  the  bill  at  the  next  session,  then 
it  becomes  a  law  as  though  he  had  signed  it. 

Sect.  5.  The  city  clerk  shall,  before  entering  upon  the  cierkshaube 
duties  of  his  office,  be  sworn  to  the  faithful  discharge  thereof,  '^°^' 
He  shall  have  care  of  all  journals,  records,  papers  and  docu-  — dnUes  of. 
ments  of  the  city ;  and  shall  deliver  all  journals,  records, 
papers  and  documents,  and  other  things  entrusted  to 
him  as  city  clerk  to  his  successor  in  office.  He  shall  be 
clerk  of  the  city  council,  and  do  such  acts  in  his  said 
capacity  as  the  city  council  may  lawfully  and  reasonably 
require  of  him.  He  shall  perform  all  the  duties  and 
exercise  all  the  powers  by  law  incumbent  upon,  or 
vested  in  the  town  clerk  of  the  town  of  Dexter.  He  shall 
attend  all  meetings  of  the  city  council,  and  keep  a  journal  of 
its  acts,  votes  and  proceedings.  He  shall  engross  all  of  the 
ordinances  passed  by  the  city  council  in  a  book  provided  for 
the  purpose,  and  shall  add  proper  indexes,  which  book  shall 
be  deemed  a  public  record  of  such  ordinances.  He  shall  issue 
to  every  person  who  is  appointed  to  any  office  by  the  mayor, 
or  elected  to  any  office  by  the  city  council,  a  certificate  of 
such  appointment  or  election.  He  shall  give  notice  of  time 
and  place  of  regular  ward  meetings.  In  case  of  the  tem- 
porary absence  of  the  city  clerk,  the  city  council  may  elect  a 
clerk,  pro  tempore,  with  all  the  powers,  duties  and  obliga- 
tions of  the  city  clerk,  who  shall  be  duly  qualified.

At  the  »«•!«»  o«c«"- 
first  election  thereof  under  this  act,  three  persons  shall  be 
elected  assessors,  one  of  whom  shall  be  elected  for  one  }'ear,  -terms. 
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one  for  two  years  and  one  for  three  years,  and  at  each  subse- 
quent election  one  assessor  shall  be  elected  for  three  years, 
each  of  whom  shall  continue  in  office  until  some  other  pei'son 
shall  have  been  elected  and  qualified  in  his  place.  Three 
overseera  of  the  poor  shall  be  elected  in  the  same  manner  as 
are  the  assessors,  and  shall  hold  office  the  same  time,  and  all 
subsequent  elections  of  these  officers  shall  be  in  the  same 
manner  as  all  subsequent  elections  of  assessors.  The  city 
council  may  elect  an  assistant  assessor  in  each  ward, 
whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  furnish  the  assessors  with  all 
necessary  information  relative  to  persons  and  property 
taxable  in  his  ward.  He  shall  be  sworn  or  affirmed  to  the 
faithful  performance  of  his  duty.  All  taxes  shall  be  assessed, 
apportioned  and  collected  in  the  manner  prescribed  by  the 
laws  of  this  state  relative  to  town  taxes,  except  as  herein 
modified,  and  the  city  council  may  establish  further  or  addi- 
tional provisions  for  the  collection  thereof  and  of  interest 
thereon.  The  city  council  may  also  elect  a  city  solicitor, 
whose  salary  shall  not  exceed  fifty  dollars. 

Sect.  7.  The  city  council  shall  annually  as  soon  after  its 
organization  as  may  be  convenient,  elect  by  ballot  a  city 
clerk,  and  a  city  treasurer  who  shall  be  the  collector  of  taxes, 
and  who  shall  hold  their  offices  for  the  current  municipal  year 
following  their  election  and  until  their  respective  successors 
shall  be  elected  and  qualified  ;  provided,  however,  that  either 
of  the  officera  named  in  this  section  may  be  removed  at  any 
time  by  the  city  council  for  sufficient  cause.  Vacancies  in  the 
above  named  offices  may  be  filled  by  ballot  of  the  city  council 
at  any  time.  The  compensation  of  the  officers  named  in  this 
section  shall  be  fixed  by  vote  of  the  city  council,  and  the  offi- 
cial fees  by  them  received  shall  be  paid  in  to  the  city  treasurer. 
If  it  is  deemed  expedient  by  the  city  council,  the  offices  of  city 
clerk  and  city  trea.surer  may  be  held  by  the  same  pereon.  The 
treasurer  of  the  citv  shall  also  be  the  collector  of  taxes  for  said 
city,  with  all  the  powers  of  collectors  of  taxes  under  the  laws 
of  this  state.  He  shall  be  stvled  treasurer  and  collector,  and 
shall  give  but  one  bond  to  be  approved  by  the  city  council  for 
the  faithful  performance  of  his  duties ;  and  may  appoint  assis- 
tants and  deputies  as  provided  by  law.  All  warrant.s  directed 
to  him  l>v  the  assessors  and  municipal  offioers  sihall  run  to 
him  and  his  successior  in  office,  and  shall  be  in  the  form  pre- 
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scribed  by  law,  changing  such  parts  only  as  by  this  act  are  Chap.  17 
required  to  be  changed.  The  method  of  keeping,  vouching  "^'^^©■o'- 
and  settling  his  accounts  shall  be  subject  to  such  rules  and 
regulations  as  the  city  council  may  establish.  Said  treasurer 
and  collector  shall  collect  all  such  uncollected  taxes  and 
assessments,  in  whatever  year  assessed,  as  may  be  collected 
during  his  term  of  office ;  and  at  the  expiration  of  said  term 
his^powers  as  collector  shall  wholly  cease ;  all  sales,  distresses, 
and  all  other  acts  and  proceedings,  lawfully  commenced  by  him 
as  such  treasurer  and  collector,  may  be  as  effectually  contin- 
ued and  completed  by  his  successor  in  office  as  though  done 
by  himself ;  and  all  unreturned  waixants,  which  would  oth- 
erwise be  returnable  to  him,  shall  be  returned  to  his  success- 
or in  office. 

Sect.  8.     There  shall  be  annually  elected  by  the  city  coun-  ^^^^^^ 
cil  a  street  commissioner,  who  shall  give  bonds  to  the  city  in  ggSfbe"***"*' 
the  sum  of  one  thousand  dollars,  with  such  sureties  as  the  city  SnnuSiy. 
council   shall  approve,   for  the  faithful  performance  of  his 
duty,  and  shall  receive  such  compensation  as  the  city  council 
«hall  establish  and  he  shall  be  removable  at  their  pleasure ; 
and  if  said  office  shall  become  vacant  by  death,  resignation 
or  otherwise,  they  shall  forthwith  elect  another  person. 

I.  It  shall   be  the   duty  of  the   street   commissioner  to  -duties, 
superintend  the  general  state  of  the  streets,  roads,  bridges, 
sidewalks  and  lanes  in  the  city ;  to  attend   to  the  repairs  of 

the  same,  and  to  remove  sidewalks  when  they  are  dangerous 
to  travelers ;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  commissioner  to 
cause  permanent  bounds,  monuments  or  land  marks,  to  be 
erected  at  the  termini  and  angles  of  all  highways  and  streets 
now  located,  or  that  may  hereafter  be  located  by  the  council, 
or  altered  or  widened  as  provided  by  statute,  and  shall  cause 
plans  thereof  to  be  made  and  filed  with  the  city  clerk  when 
required,  after  the  passage  of  an  order  by  the  city  council. 
He  shall  make  all  contracts  for  lal)or  and  material,  subject  to 
the  approval  of  the  city  council,  and  give  notice  to  the  mayor 
or  to  any  police  officer,  or  constable,  of  any  obstruction  or 
encroachment  on  the  streets.  He  shall  superintend  the  build- 
ing and  repaire  of  all  sewers,  drains  or  reservoirs,  and  make 
contracts  for  labor  and  material  for  the  same,  su])ject  to  the 
approval  of  the  city  council. 

II.  He  shall  perfonn  such  duties  in  his  said  office  as  the  shaii  be  under 
city  council  may  require,  and  shall  at  all  times  obey  the  direc-  council. 
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tions  of  the  city  council,  or  its  committee  in  the  performance 
of  his  official  duties. 

III.  He  shall  certify  all  accounts  and  bills  contracted  in 
the  discharge  of  his  official  duties,  to  the  city  council  for  their 
examination  and  allowance  at  each  regular  meeting  of  the 
council. 

IV.  No  person  or  corpomtion  authorized  by  the  city 
council  to  dig  up  any  public  street  or  sidewalk  in  said  city, 
shall  begin  such  digging  before  furnishing  to  the  street  com- 
missioner security  satisfactory  to  him,  to  restore  such  street 
or  sidewalk  to  its  original  condition. 

Sect.  9.  The  city  council  first  elected  under  this  act,  shalU 
as  soon  after  its  organization  as  may  be  convenient,  elect  by 
ballot  three  persons,  legal  voters  of  said  city,  to  constitute  a 
board  of  managers  of  ancient  burying  grounds,  and  the  public 
cemeteries  of  said  city,  to  sei've,  one  for  three  years,  one  for 
two  years,  and  one  for  one  year  from  the  second  Monday  of 
March  then  next  ensuing,  and  until  their  respective  successors 
shall  be  elected,  and  thereafter  the  city  council  shall  annually 
on  the  second  Monday  of  March  in  the  same  manner  elect 
one  person,  a  legal  voter  of  said  city  to  serve  on  said  board 
of  managers  for  three  years  then  next  ensuing,  and  until  his 
successor  is  chosen.  The  said  board  shall  have  charge  and 
control  of  the  public  cemeteries  and  burial  places  belonging 
to  said  city,  and  shall  serve  without  pay.  The  board  shall 
keep  deposited  at  the  office  of  the  city  clerk,  a  correct  record 
of  its  proceedings,  which  shall  be  open  to  public  inspection. 

Sect.  10.  The  city  council  may,  by  the  affirmative  vote 
of  two-thirds  of  all  its  members,  establish  by  ordinance,  a 
police  department  to  consist  of  a  chief  of  police  and  such 
other  officers  and  men  as  it  may  prescribe,  and  may  make 
regulations  for  the  government  of  the  department.  Until  a 
department  of  police  shall  be  established  in  accordance  with 
the  provisions  of  this  act,  the  mayor  shall  have  the  appoint- 
ment, control  and  direction  of  the  police  force  of  the  city. 

Sect.  11.  The  city  council  may  establish  a  fire  depart- 
ment for  said  city,  to  consist  of  a  chief  engineer  and  such 
assistant  engineers  and  other  officers  and  men  as  it  may  pre- 
scribe, and  it  may  make  regulations  for  the  government  of 
the  department. 

Sect.  12.  The  city  council  shall  establish,  by  ordinance, 
the  regular  salaries  or  remuneration  of  the  officers  established 
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by  this  act,  in  case  the  same  is  not  fixed  herein,  and  of  such  v^hap.     17 
other  offices  as  may  be  hereafter  established,  and  after  the 
first  municipal  year  no  ordinance  of  the  council  changing  any 
such  salary  or  remuneration  shall  take  effect  until  the  munici- 
pal year  succeeding  that  in  which  thfi  ordinance  is  passed. 

Sect.  13.     In  case  any  ordinance,  order,  resolution  or  Appropria- 
tions, now 

vote  mvolves  the  appropriation  or  expenditure  of  money  to  ™*^n"d 
an  amount  which  may  exceed  one  hundred  and  fifty  dollars, 
the  lajring  of  an  assessment,  or  the  granting  to  a  person  or 
corporation  of  any  right  in,  over  or  under  any  street  or 
other  public  ground  of  said  city,  the  affirmative  votes  of  a 
majority  of  all  the  members  of  the  city  council  shall  be  nec- 
essary for  its  passage.  Every  such  ordinance,  order,  resolu- 
tion or  vote  shall  be  read  twice  with  an  interval  of  at  least 
three  days  between  the  two  readings  before  being  finally 
passed,  and  the  vote  upon  its  final  passage  shall  be  taken  by 
roll  call.  No  sum  appropriated  for  a  specific  purpose  shall 
be  expended  for  any  other  purpose,  and  no  expendi- 
ture shall  be  made,  nor  liability  incurred  by  or  in 
behalf  of  the  city,  until  an  appropriation  has  been  duly 
voted  by  the  city  council,  sufficient  to  meet  such  expenditure 
or  liability,  together  with  all  unpaid  liabilities  which  are  pay- 
able out  of  such  appropriation ;  provided,  however,  that,  aft;er 
the  expiration  of  the  financial  year,  and  until  the  passage  of 
the  regular  annual  appropriations,  liabilities  payable  out  of  a 
regular  appropriation  to  be  contained  therein  may  be  incurred 
to  an  amount  not  exceeding  one-quarter  of  the  total  of  such 
appropriations  for  the  preceding  year.

The  aldermen  shall  not  be  entitled  to  receive 
any  salary  or  other  compensation  during  the  year  for  which 
they  are  elected  for  their  services  nor  be  eligible  to  any 
office  of  profit  or  emolument,  the  salary  of  which  is  payable  by 
the  city  during  said  term,  and  all  departments,  boards,  officers 
and  committees  acting  under  the  authority  of  the  city  and 
entrusted  with  the  expenditure  of  public  money,  shall  expend 
the  same  for  no  other  purpose  than  that  for  which  it  is  appro- 
priated and  shall  be  accountable  therefor  to  the  city  in  such 
manner  as  the  city  council  may  direct. 

Sect.  18.  All  officers  of  the  police  and  health  depart^ 
ments  shall  be  appointed  by  nomination  by  the  mayor,  and 
confirmed  by  the  aldermen,  and  may  be  removed  by  the  city 
council  for  good  cause.  All  other  subordinate  officers  shall 
be  elected  by  the  city  council  and  may  be  removed  by  the 
council  for  cause.  Except  as  otherwise  specially  provided  in 
this  act,  all  subordinate  officers  shall  be  elected  annually  on 
the  second  Monday  of  March,  or  as  soon  thereafter  as  may 
be,  and  their  term  of  office  shall  be  for  one  year,  and  until 
others  are  qualified  in  their  place. 

Sect.  19.  The  municipal  court  of  Dexter,  established  in 
and  for  the  town  of  Dexter,  by  private  and  sjwcial  laws  of 
eighteen  hundred  and  eighty-three,  chapter  two  hundred  and 
sixty,  and  amended  by  private  and  special  laws  of  eighteen 
hundred  and  eighty-seven,  chapters  one  hundred  and  sixty-nine 
and  one  hundred  and  ninety,  shall  remain  in  and  for  the  city 
of  Dexter,  with  its  powers,  duties,  and  jurisdiction  of  crimi- 
nal offenses,  and  civil  actions,  unchanged,  except  it  shall  have 
exclusive  original  jurisdiction  of  all  offenses  committed  against 
the  ordinances  and  by-laws  of  said  city  of  Dexter. 

Sect.  20.  The  superintending  school  committee  of  the 
town  of  Dexter  consisting  of  five  members,  whose  terms  of 
office  expire,  one  in  March,  eighteen  hundred  and  ninety-five, 
two  in  March,  eighteen  hundred  and  ninety-six  and  two  in 
March,  eighteen  hundred  and  ninety-seven,  shall  be  continued 
as  the  superintending  school  committee  of  the  city  of  Dexter. 
Upon  the  expiration  of  the  terms  of  the  members  of  said 
committee  and  thereafter  at  its  annual  meeting  to  elect  sub- 
ordinate city  officers,  the  city  council  shall  elect  a  person  to 
fill  the  place  of  each  member  whose  term  expires,  who  shall 
hold  office  for  three  years.

An  Act  to  amend  an  act  entitled  "An  Act  to  establish  a  Board  of  Police  of  the  City 
of  Biddeford,  approved  March  twenty-eight,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and 
ninety-three. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives 
in  Legislature  assembled^  as  follows  : 

Sect.  1.  Section  two  of  chapter  six  hundred  and  twenty- 
five  of  the  private  laws  of  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and 
ninety-three  is  hereby  amended  by  striking  out  in  the  ninth 
and  tenth  lines  the  words,  ** except  as  may  herein  be  other- 
wise provided,"  so  that  said  section  as  amended,  may  read  as 
follows : 

'Sect.  2.  Said  board  of  police  of  the  city  of  Biddeford 
shall  have  authority  to  appoint,  establish  and  organize  the 
police  force  of  said  city,  including  the  marshal  and  deputy 
marshal,  and  to  remove  the  same  for  cause  and  make  all 
needful  rules  and  regulations  for  its  goveniment,  control  and 
efficiency.

The  marshal,  deputy  marshal 
and  police  officers  appointed  by  said  board  of  police,  hereby 
created  shall  have  and  exercise  within  the  limits  of  said  city 
all  the  common  law  and  statutorj'^  powera  of  constables,  and 
all  the  powers  given  to  police  officers  by  the  statutes  of  the 
state,  and  the  city  charter,  ordinances,  by-laws  and  regula-

Each  town  shall  henceforth 
bear  all  expenses  for  the  support  of  schools  and  the  care  and 
maintenance  of  all  roads  and  bridges  within  its  respective 
limits. 

Sect.  4.  The  school  houses  and  lots,  books,  apparatus 
and  other  school  appliances,  owned  by  the  town  of  Goulds- 
boro under  the  law  of  one  thousand  ei2:ht  hundred  and  nine- 
ty-three,  abolishing  the  school  district  system,  shall,  hereafter, 
belong  to  the  town  in  whose  territoiy  they  are  located.  All 
other  property  of  the  town  of  Gouldsboro,  both  real  and  per- 
sonal, including  the  town  house  and  lot,  town  common  or 
landing,  road  machines  and  the  books  and  records,  shall 
belong  to  said  town  of  Gouldsboro. 

Sect.  5.  The  records  and  papers  of  the  town  of  Goulds- 
boro shall  hereafter  l)e  retained  by  said  town  of  Gouldsboro, 
and  each  town  shall  have  access  to  same. 

Sect.  6.  Said  town  of  Winter  Harbor  is  hereby  author- 
ized, at  a  town  meeting  legally  called  therefor,  to  enter  into 
a  contract  with  any  duly  organized  water  companies,  for  the 
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supply  of  water   for   all    domestic,   sanitary,    niunici|)al  and   Cfiap.     72 
commercial    purposes,  and   for  such    exemption  from  public 
burden  as  may  be  ajrreed  upon,  and  such  contract  when  made, 
shall  be  legal  and  binding  upon  all  parties  thereto. 

Sect.  7.     Until  a  new  apportionment  of  the  state  shall  be  Representa- 
tnade,  the  town  of  Gouldsboro  and  the  town  of  Winter  Har-  tionmSS!^" 
bor  shall   remain   in    the  same  representative  district  with 
which  the  town  of  Gouldsboro  is  now  classed. 

Sect.  8.  Any  justice  of  the  peace  in  the  county  of  pirst  meeting, 
Hancock  may  issue  his  warrant  to  any  legal  voter  in  the  town  °^  *^*  ®  • 
of  Winter  Harbor  directing  him  to  notify  the  inhabitants 
thereof  to  meet  at  a  time  and  place  specified  in  said  warrant, 
giving  at  least  seven  days'  notice  therefor,  for  the  choice  of 
town  officers,  and  to  transact  such  business  as  towns  are 
Authorized  to  do.

An  Act  to  amend  chapter  two  hundred  eighty-one  of  the  Private  and  Special  Laws 
of  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  ninety-one,  as  amended  by  chapter  five  hun- 
dred seventy  of  the  Private  and  Special  Laws  of  one  thousand  eight  hundred 
and  ninety-three,  relating  to  fishing  in  McOraw  and  other  ponds  in  Kennebec 
county. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives 
in  Legislature  assembled^  as  follows : 

Sect.  1.  Section  one  of  chapter  two  hundred  and  eighty- 
one  of  the  private  and  special  laws  of  eighteen  hundred  and 
ninety-one,  as  amended  by  chapter  five  hundred  and  seventy 
of  the  private  and  special  laws  of  eighteen  hundred  and 
ninety-three,  is  hereby  further  amended,  so  as  to  read  as  fol- 
lows : 

'Sect.  1.  No  land-locked  salmon  or  trout  shall  be  taken 
by  any  peraon  in  any  way  whatever,  from  any  stream  tribu- 
tary to  any  of  the  following  named  ponds  situated  in  the 
counties  of  Kennebec  and  Somerset;  McGraw,  Ellis,  East, 
North,  Great,  Long  and  Snow  ponds.' 

Sect.  2.  Section  two  of  said  chapter  two  hundred  and 
eighty-one  of  the  private  and  special  laws  of  eighteen  hun- 
dred and  ninety-one  is  hereby  amended  by  inserting  after  the 
word  '*perch"  in  the  first,  third,  fifth,  sixth,  seventh  lines  the 
words  'or  black  bass,'  so  that  said  section  as  amended,  shall 
read  as  follows : 

*Sect.  2.  No  person  shall  take  any  white  perch  or  black 
bass  from  either  of  the  ponds  or  streams  named  in  section 
one,  for  the  purpose  of  sale ;  and  any  person  taking  white 
perch  or  black  bass  from  either  of  said  ponds  or  streams  in 
any  manner  whatever,  for  the  purposes  of  sale,  or  who  offers 
white  perch  or  black  bass  so  taken  for  sale,  or  w^ho  sells  or  in 
any  manner  disposes  of  white  perch  or  black  bass  so  taken, 
for  profit  to  himself  or  another,  or  ships  said  white  perch  or 
black  bass  so  taken  to  any  person  outside  of  this  state,  shall 
be  punished  by  a  fine  of  ten  dollars  for  each  fish  so  taken, 
sold,  offered  for  sale  or  shipped,  as  hereinbefore  prohibited. 
The  same  to  be  recovered  on  complaint  before  any  trial  jus- 
tice, police  or  municipal  court,  in  either  of  said  counties  of 
Kennebec  or  Somerset,  one-half  to  the  complainant  and  one- 
half  to  the  county  in  which  said  complaint  is  made.'

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives 
in  Lefjislature  assembled^  as  follows :

Chapter  19S. 

An  Act  to  incorporate  the  York  Shore  Water  Company. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives 
in  Legislature  assembledy  as  follows  : 

Sect.  1.  Josiah  Chase,  Lindlev  M.  Webb,  Will  R. 
Howard,  Wilson  L.  Hawkes,  Hartley  W.  Mason,  Jeremiah 
P.  Simpson,  John  E.  Norwood,  John  H.  Varrell  and  John 
L.  Chase,  with  their  associates  and  successors,  are  hereby 
made  a  corporation  by  the  name  of  the  York  Shore  Water 
Company,  for  the  purpose  of  supplying  the  towns  of  York 
and  Wells,  or  any  part  thereof,  and  the  residents  therein, 
with  pure  water  for  domestic  and  municipal  purposes,  includ- 
ing the  extinguishment  of  fires. 

Sect.  2.  Said  corporation  may  hold  real  and  personal 
estate,  necessary  and  convenient  for  the  purposes  aforesaid, 
not  exceeding  in  amount  three  hundred  thousand  dollars. 

Sect.  3.  Said  corporation  is  hereby  authorized  for  the 
purposes  aforesaid,  to  take,  hold,  protect  and  use  the  water 
of  Chase's  pond  in  said  town  of  York,  and  all  other  ponds  and 
streams  tributary  thereto  or  running  therefrom ;  and  is  also 
authorized  to  erect  and  maintain  dams  and  reservoirs,  and 
lay  down  and  maintain  pipes  and  aqueducts  necessary  for  the 
the  proper  accumulating,  conducting,  distributing,  discharg- 
ing and  disposing  of  water ;  and  said  corporation  may  take

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives 
in  Legislature  assembled^  as  follows  : 

Sect.  1.  The  first  section  of  said  act  is  hereby  amended 
by  striking  out  the  word  or  words  <«twenty-five"  in  the  twelfth 
line  thereof  and  inserting  instead  the  word  'twenty,'  so  that 
the  said  section,  as  amended,  shall  read  as  follows  : 

*Sect.  1.  The  towns  of  Boothbay  Harbor  and  Southport 
or  either  of  them,  are  hereby  authorized  to  erect  and  main- 
tain a  toll  bridge  across  Townsend  Gut,  so  called,  to  connect 
the  town  of  Boothbay  Harbor  with  the  island  town  of  South- 
port,  both  in  the  county  of  Lincoln.

bridge  to  assist  vessels  to  enter  the  draw.  Said  draw  shall 
be  properly  constructed  and  secured  so  that  vessels  and  boats 
may  not  be  unnecessarily  detained,  and  said  draw  shall  be 
opened  at  all  times,  when  requested,  for  said  vessels  and 
boats  to  pass  and  repass,  free  of  toll.'

An  Act  to  incorporate  the  Trustees  of  Star  Ijodge,  namber  sixty- three,  Knights  of 

Pythias. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives 
in  Legislature  assejnbled,  as  follows  : 

Sect.  1.  William  G.  Hubbard,  Joseph  Black,  Lafayette 
Greenleaf  and  their  successors  are  hereby  created  a  body 
politic  and  corporate,  by  the  name  of  the  Trustees  of  Star 
Lodge,  number  sixty-three.  Knights  of  Pythias,  for  the  pur- 
pose of  holding  real  and  personal  estate,  and  managing  and 
disposing  of  the  same  for  the  use  and  benefit  of  said  lodge. 

Sect.  2.  Said  corporation  may  take  by  purchase,  devise, 
or  otherwise,  any  real  or  personal  property  and  hold  the 
same,  for  the  purposes  aforesaid,  to  an  amount  not  exceeding 
four  thousand  dollars,  exempt  from  taxation,  and  may  man- 
age and  dispose  of  the  same  at  the  discretion  of  said  lodge.

Chapter  149. 

An  Act  to  divide  the  town  of  Sallivan  and  incorporate  the  town  of  Sorrento. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives 
in  Legislature  assembled^  as  follows : 

Sect.  1.  All  that  part  of  the  town  of  Sullivan  in  the 
county  of  Hancock,  and  state  of  Maine,  known  as  Waukeag 
Neck,  which  lies  south  of  Long  Cove,  west  of  Bass  Cove,  and 
southwest  of  a  line  running  from  Long  Cove  to  Bass  Cove, 
described  as  follows,  namely ;  beginning  at  the  center  of  the 
stream  which  runs  in  a  northwesterly  direction  into  said  Long 
Cove  at  the  point  where  said  stream  joins  said  Long  Cove 
at  mean  high  water  mark  just  west  of  the  bridge  cross- 
ing said  stream,  thence  south,  thirty-seven  degrees  east  about 
seventeen  hundred  and  sixty  feet  to  said  Bass  Cove,  including 
Ingali's  Island,  Bean's  Island,  Dram  Island,  Calf  Island, 
Seward  Island  and  Preble  or  Simpson's  Island,  together  with 
the  inhabitants  thereof,  is  hereby  incoiporated  into  a  separate 
town  by  the  name  of  Sorrento ;  and  said  town  is  hereby 
invested  with  all  the  powers  and  privileges  and  subject  to  all 
the  duties  and' obligations  incident  to  other  towns  of  the  state. 

Sect.  2.  The  inhabitants  aforesaid  shall  be  holden  to  pay 
all  taxes  which  have  been  legally  assessed  upon  them  in  the 
town  of  Sullivan,  and  the  collectors  of  taxes  for  said  town  of 
Sullivan  are  authorized  and  required  to  collect  and  pay  all 
the  taxes  to  them  committed  according  to  their  respective 
warrants.  All  money  now  in  the  treasury  of  said  town  of 
Sullivan,  and  all  sums  which  shall  hereafter  be  received  from 
taxes  heretofore  assessed,  shall  be  applied  to  the  several  pur- 
poses for  which  they  were  received,  and  the  town  officers  of 
the  town  of  Sullivan  shall  have  the  same  powers  and  perform 
the  same  duties  as  they  now  have,  and  perform  within  the 
limits  of  the  town  of  Sorrento  until  the  organization  of  said 
town  of  Sorrento  by  the  choice  of  like  town  officers. 

Sect.  3.  The  town  debt,  if  any,  and  the  state  and  county 
taxes,  otherwise  to  be  assessed  against  the  town  of  Sullivan 
for  the  years  eighteen  hundred  and  ninety-five  and  eighteen 
hundred  and  ninety-six,  shall  be  divided  between  said  towns 
as  follows ;  said  town  of  Sullivan  shall  bear  and  pay  fifty- 
seven  per  cent  thereof,  and  said  town  of  Sorrento  shall  bear 
and  pay  fortj^-three  per  cent  thereof,  and  the  state  treasurer

Chapter  176. 

An  Act  to  incorporate  the  Peaked  Mountain  Dam  and  Improvement  Company. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Itepresentatives 
in  LejiJilature  assembled^  as  follows : 

Sect.  1.  George  E.  Grant,  Samuel  M.  Holway  and  Wil- 
liam R.  Pattangall,  their  associates  and  assigns,  are  hereby 
incorporated  under  the  name  of  the  Peaked  Mountain  Pond 
Dam  and  Improvement  Company  with  all  powers  and  privi- 
leges of  similar  corporations. 

Sect.  2.  Said  corporation  is  authorized  to  build  dams, 
side  dams,  remove  rocks,  and  make  all  other  necessaiy 
improvements  in  the  stream  of  water  which  connects  Peaked 
Mountain  pond  with  Machias  river,  said  stream  lying  partly 
in  Township  number  nineteen,  Middle  Division,  and  partly 
in  the  town  of  Northfield  in  Washington  county,  and  for  this 
purpose  the  said  corporation  may  take  land  and  material  nec- 
essary to  build  such  dams  and  make  such  improvements ;  and 
may  flow  contiguous  lands  so  far  as  necessary  to  raise  suita- 
ble heads  of  water.  And  if  the  parties  cannot  agree  on  the 
damages  either  for  lands  and  materials  so  taken  or  for  the 
damage  occasioned  by  flowing  land,  such  damages  shall  be 
ascertained  and  determined  by  the  county  commissioners  for 
the  county  of  Washington. 

Sect.  3.  The  said  corporation  may  demand  and  receive 
a  toll  for  the  passage  of  logs  over  said  dams  and  improve- 
ments of  fifteen  cents  per  thousand  feet,  board  measure, 
wood  scale,  for  all  logs  that  pass  through  any  dam  erected 
and  maintained  by  them  on  the  said  stream.  And  said  cor- 
poration shall  have  a  lien  upon  all  logs  and  lumber  which 
may  pass  over  any  of  said  dams  and  improvements  for  the 
payment  of  said  toll ;  but  the  logs  of  each  particular  mark 
shall  be  holden  only  for  the  toll  of  such  mark ;  and  unless 
such  toll  shall  be  paid  within  twenty  days  after  such  logs  or 
lumber  shall  arrive  at  their  destination,  said  corporation  may 
seize  said  logs  and  lumber  and  sell  them  at  public  auction  so 
many  and  so  much  thereof  as  shall  be  necessary  to  pay  such 
toll,  costs  and  charges ;  notice  of  time  and  place  of  such  sale 
shall  be  given  two  weeks  before  said  sale  in  some  newspaper 
printed  in  Machias.

Be  it  enacted  hy  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives 
in  Legislature  assembled,  as  follows : 

Sect.  1.  A.  M.  Devereux,  Manly  G.  Tmsk,  C.  Fred 
Jones,  their  associates,  successors  and  assigns  are  hereby  con- 
stituted a  body  corporate  and  politic  by  the  name  of  the  Cas- 
tine Water  Company  for  the  purpose  of  supplying^  water  in 
the  town  of  Castine  to  whoever  may  desire  to  purchase  the 
same  for  domestic,  sanitary^  industrial,  public  and  municipal 
uses,  including  extinguishing  of  fires. 

Sect.  2.  The  purposes  of  said  corporation  being  public

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives 
in  Legislature  assembled^  as  follows : 

Sect.  1.  A.  R.  Day,  T.  F.  Burrill,  and  such  persons  as

Chapter  338. 

An  Act  to  amend  chapter  five  hundred  and  six  of  the  Private  and  Special  Iawb  of 
eighteen  hundred  and  eighty-nine,  relating  to  the  Municipal  Court  of  the  City  of 
Deering. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Repre8entaiive& 
in  Legislature  assembled^  as  follows  : 

Sect.  1.  Section  twenty-two  of  said  chapter  five  hundred 
and  six  is  hereby  amended  by  striking  out  the  first  three  sen- 
tences, down  to  and  including  the  word  ** judge"  in  the  tenth 
line;  and  by  striking  out  the  words  **both"  and  *«and 
recorder"  in  the  eleventh  line,  so  that  said  section  as  amended^ 
shall  read  as  follows  : 

*Sect.  22.  In  the  absence  of  the  judge,  any  justice  of  the 
peace  of  the  city  of  Deering  may  preside  for  the  purpose  of 
entering  and  continuing  actions  and  filing  papers  in  said 
court,  and  may  adjourn  the  same  from  day  to  day,  or  till  the 
next  regular  term.* 

Sect.  2.  Section  twenty-three  of  said  chapter  is  hereby 
amended,  so  as  to  read  as  follows : 

*Sect.  23.  Said  court  shall  have  exclusive  original  juris- 
diction of  all  civil  actions  in  which  the  debt  or  damages 
demanded  do  not  exceed  twenty  dollars,  and  both  parties,  or  a

warrants  shall  be  returnable  before  said  court,  and  no  such 
trial  justice  shall  take  cognizance  of  any  crime  or  offense 
committed  in  said  city,  or  any  civil  action  in  which  said 
court  has  exclusive  jurisdiction.' 

Sect.  3.  Section  twenty-four  of  said  act  is  hereby 
amended,  so  as  to  read  as  follows : 

*Sect.  24.  Said  court  shall  have  original  jurisdiction, 
concurrent  with  the  superior  court  of  Cumberland  county,  of 
all  civil  actions  in  which  the  debt  or  damages,  exclusive  of 
costs  do  not  exceed  fifty  dollars,  in  which  a  defendant,  or  a 
person  summoned  in  good  faith  and  on  probable  grounds  as 
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trustee,  resides  in  the  county  of  Cumberland,  or  having  his  Chap.  238 
residence  beyond  the  limits  of  this  state,  is  served  with 
process  within  said  county.  And  said  court  shall  have 
original  jurisdiction,  concurrent  with  the  superior  court  in 
said  county,  of  offenses  committed  in  the  city  of  Deering ; 
namely,  of  all  larcenies  described  in  sections  one,  six, 
seven,  eight  and  nine  of  chapter  one  hundred  and  twenty 
of  the  revised  statutes,  when  the  value  of  the  property 
is  not  alleged  to  exceed  thirty  dollars ;  of  all  cases  of 
cheating  b>  false  pretenses,  described  in  section  one  of 
chapter  one  hundred  and  twenty-si^f  of  the  revised  statutes, 
when  the  value  of  the  property  or  other  thing  alleged  to  have 
been  fraudulently  obtained  or  sold  does  not  exceed  thirty 
dollars ;  of  the  assaults  and  batteries  described  in  section 
twenty-eight  of  chapter  one  hundred  and  eighteen  of  the 
revised  statutes,  and  of  the  offense  described  in  section  six  of 
chapter  one  hundred  and  twenty-four  of  the  revised  statutes, 
and  may  punish  for  either  of  said  offenses  by  fine  not  exceed- 
ing fifty  dollars,  and  by  imprisonment  not  exceeding  three 
months ;  provided,  that  said  court  shall  not  try  civil  actions 
in  which  the  title  to  real  estate,  according  to  the  pleadings 
filed  in  the  case  by  either  party,  is  in  question,  except  as  pro- 
vided in  chapter  ninety-four,  sections  six  and  seven,  of  the 
revised  statutes.'

sums  as  may  be  needed  for  paying  said  expenses  and  said 
compensations.

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives 
in  Legislature  assembled^  as  follows  :

The  mayor  shall,  in  the  month  of  February,  annually,, 
prepare  and  lay  before  the  city  council  an  estimate  of  the  amount 
of  money  necessary  to  be  raised  for  the  ensuing  financial  year> 
under  the  various  heads  of  appropriation,  and  the  ways  and 
means  of  raising  the  same ;  and  shall  also,  in  the  month  of 
February,  annually  prepare  and  lay  before  the  city  council  a 
statement  of  all  the  receipts  and  expenditures  of  the  preced- 
ing financial  year,  giving  in  detail  the  amount  of  expenditures 
for  each  department ;  and  said  statement  shall  be  accompanied 
with  a  schedule  of  the  property,  real  and  personal,  belonging 
to  the  city,  and  the  value  thereof,  and  amount  of  city  debt. 

Sect.  4.  For  the  purpose  of  holding  elections,  the  t-erri- 
toiy  of  said  city  shall,  as  soon  as  may  be  after  the  first  elec- 
tion under  this  act,  be  divided  by  ordinance  by  the  city 
council  into  seven  wards,  to  contain  as  nearly  as  may  be, 
consistently  within  well  defined  limits,  an  equal  number  of 
legal  voters ;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  city  council  once 
in  ten  years  at  most,  and  not  oftener  than  once  in  five  years, 
to  review,  and  if  in  their  opinion  it  be  needful,  to  alter  such 
wards  in  such  manner  as  to  preserve,  as  nearly  as  may  be, 
an  equal  number  of  legal  voters  in  each  ward. 

Sect.  5.  The  mayor  shall  be  elected  from  the  citizens  at 
large,  by  the  legal  voters  of  the  city  voting  in  their  respec- 
tive wards.  One  alderman,  a  member  of  the  school  commit- 
tee, a  warden,  a  ward  clerk  and  one  constable  shall  be  elected 
by  each  ward,  being  residents  in  the  ward  where  elected.  All 
of  said  oflScers  shall  be  elected  by  ballot  as  hereinafter  pro- 
vided. 

Sect.  6.  The  municipal  elections,  after  the  first,  shall 
take  place  annually,  on  the  first  Monday  in  March.  All  meet- 
ings of  the  citizens  for  municipal  purposes  shall  be  notified  and 
called  in  their  respective  wards,  by  the  mayor  and  aldermen, 
in  the  manner  provided  by  the  laws  of  this  state  for  notify- 
ing and  calling  town  meetings  by  the  selectmen  of  the  sev- 
eral towns.     The  wardens  shall  preside  at  all  ward  meetings^

Sect.  7.  The  city  council  shall  secure  a  prompt  and  just  powers  of  city 
accountability  by  requiring  bonds  with  suflScient  penalty  and 
surety  or  sureties,  from  all  persons  trusted  with  the  receipt, 
custody  or  disbursement  of  money ;  the  city  council  shall 
also  have  the  care  and  superintendence  of  the  city  buildings, 
and  the  custody  and  management  of  all  city  property  and 
trust  funds  for  the  benefit  of  schools,  public  library,  parks, 
cemeteries  and  for  any  other  beneficial  purpose,  whether 
acquired  by  purchase  or  legacy ;  with  power  to  let  or  sell 
what  may  be  legally  let  or  sold,  and  to  purchase  and  take,  in 
the  name  of  the  city,  real  and  personal  property  for  munici- 
pal purposes  to  an  amount  not  exceeding  one  hundred  thou-

The  city  shall  have  the  power  to  establish 
by  ordinance  such  oflScers  as  may  be  necessary  for  munici- 
pal government  not  provided  for  by  this  act,  and  to 
elect  such  subordinate  oflScei's  as  may  be  elected  by  towns 
under  general  laws  of  the  state  for  whose  election  or  appoint- 
ment other  provision  is  not  made  ;  to  define  their  duties  and 
fix  their  compensation ;  to  act  upon  all  matters  in  which 
authority  is  now  given  to  said  town  of  South  Portland,  and 
to  determine  what  streets,  if  any,  shall  be  lighted  and  upon 
what  terms.  The  city  council  shall  appropriate  annually  the 
amount  necessary  to  meet  the  expenditures  of  the  city  for  the 
current  municipal  year.  The  city  council  shall  have  exclusive  ^exclusive 
authority  to  lay  out,  widen  or  otherwise  alter  or  discontinue  fay^u^t*^  ^ 
any  and  all  streets  or  public  ways  in  said  city,  and  as  far  as  ■*"®*"' 
extreme  low  water  mark,  and  to  estimate  all  damages  sus- 
tained by  owners  of  land  taken  for  such  puipose.

The  committee 
shall  first  hear  all  parties  interested,  and  then  determine  and 
adjudge  whether  the  public  convenience  requires  such  street  or 
way  to  be  laid  out,  altered  or  discontinued,  and  shall  make  a 
written  return  of  their  proceedings,  signed  by  a  majority  of 
them,  containing  the  bounds  and  descriptions  of  the  street  or 
way,  if  laid  out  or  altered,  and  the  names  of  the  owners 
of  the  land  taken,  when  known,  and  the  damages  allowed 
therefor;  the  return  shall  be  filed  in  the  city  clerk's 
oflSce  at  least  seven  days  previous  to  its  acceptance  by  the  city 
council.  The  street  or  wav  shall  not  be  altered  or  established 
until  the  report  is  accepted  by  the  city  council.  And  the 
report  so  filed  shall  not  be  altered  or  amended  before  it  comes 
up  before  the  city  council  for  action.  A  street  or  way  shall 
not  be  discontinued  by  the  city  council,  except  upon  the  report 
of  said  committee.  The  committee  shall  estimate  and  report 
the  damages  sustained  by  the  owners  of  the  lands  adjoining 
that  portion  of  the  street  or  way  which  is  so  discontinued ; 
their  report  shall  be  filed  with  the  city  clerk  seven  days  at 
least  before  its  acceptance.  Any  party  aggrieved  by  their 
decision  may  appeal  therefrom  as  provided  by  law  in  the  case 
of  town  ways.  If  a  street  or  way  is  discontinued  before  the 
damages  are  paid  or  recovered  for  the  land  taken,  the  land

or  otherwise,  until  they  decide  to  open  said  street.  The  city 
council  may  regulate  the  height  and  width  of  the  sidewalks  in  any 
public  square,  places,  streets,  lanes  or  alleys  in  said  city ;  and 
may  authorize  hydrants,  drinking  fountains,  posts  and  trees 
to  be  placed  along  the  edge  of  the  sidewalks,  and  may  locate 
and  construct  culverts  and  reservoii*s  within  the  limits  of  any 
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street  or  way  in  said  city  whenever  they  deem  it  needful.  Chap.  242

ments,  of  the  city;  and  shall  deliver  all  journals,  records, 
papers  and  documents,  and  other  thmgs  entrusted  to  him 
as  city  clerk,  to  his  successor  in  office.  He  shall  be  clerk 
of  the  city  council,  and  do  such  acts  in  said  capacity 
as  the  city  council  may  lawfully  and  reasonably  require 
of  him.  He  shall  perform  all  the  duties,  and  exercise 
all  the  powers  by  law  incumbent  upon  or  vested  in 
the  town  clerk  of  the  town  of  South  Portland.  He  shall 
attend  all  meetings  of  the  city  council,  and  keep  a  journal 
of  its  acts,  votes  and  proceedings.  He  shall  engross  all 
of  the  ordinances  passed  by  the  city  council  in  a  book 
provided  for  the  purpose,  and  shall  add  proper  indexes, 
which  book  shall  be  deemed  a  public  record  of  such  ordi- 
nances ;  he  shall  issue  to  every  person  who  is  appointed  to 
any  office  by  the  mayor,  or  elected  to  any  office  by  the  city 
council,  a  certificate  of  such  appointment  or  election.

or  widening  as  provided  by  statute,  and  shall  cause  plans 
thereof  to  be  made  and  filed  with  the  city  clerk,  when  required, 
after  the  passage  of  an  order  by  the  council.  He  shall  make 
all  contracts  for  labor  and  material ,  subject  to  the  approval  of 
the  council,  and  give  notice  to  the  mayor,  or  to  any  police  offi- 
cer or  constable,  of  any  obstruction  or  encroachment  thereon ; 
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to  superintend  the  building  and  repair  of  any  sewer,  drain  or 
reservoir,  and  to  make  contracts  for  labor  and  material  for 
the  same,  subject  to  appi'oval  of  the  council. 

III.  He  shall  perform  such  duties  in  said  office  as  the  city 
council  may  require,  and  shall  at  all  times  obey  the  directions 
of  the  council  or  its  committees,  in  the  performance  of  his- 
official  duties. 

The  street  commissioner  shall  certify  all  accounts 
contracted  in  the  discharge  of  his  official  duties,  to  the  city 
council  for  their  examination  and  allowance,  at  each  regular 
meeting  of  the  council. 

V.  No  person  or  corporation  authorized  by  the  city  council 
to  dig  up  any  public  street  or  sidewalk  in  said  city  shall 
begin  such  digging  before  Airnishing  to  the  street  commis- 
sioner, security  satisfactory  to  him  to  restore  such  street  or 
sidewalk  to  its  foiiner  condition. 

Sect.  12.  The  city  council  may  by  the  affirmative  vote 
of  two-thirds  of  all  its  members,  establish,  by  ordinance,  a 
police  department,  to  consist  of  a  chief  of  police  and  such 
other  officers  and  men  as  it  may  prescribe,  and  may  make 
regulations  for  the  government  of  the  department.  Until  a 
department  of  police  shall  be  established  in  accordance  with 
the  provisions  of  this  act,  the  mayor  shall  have  the  appoint- 
ment, control  and  direction  of  the  police  force  of  the  city. 

Sect.  13.  The  city  council  may  establish  a  fire  depart- 
ment for  said  city,  to  consist  of  such  officers  and  men  as  it 
may  prescribe,  and  it  may  make  regulations  for  the  govern- 
ment of  the  department. 

Sect.  14.  The  city  council  shall  establish,  by  ordinance,, 
the  resfular  salaries  or  remuneration  of  the  offices  established 
by  this  act,  in  case  the  same  is  not  fixed  herein,  and  of  such 
other  offices  as  may  be  hereafter  established,  and  after  the 
first  municipal  year  no  ordinance  of  the  council  changing  any 
such  salary  or  remuneration,  shall  take  effect  until  the 
municipal  year  succeeding  that  in  which  the  ordinance  is 
passed.

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives 
in  Legislature  assembled^  as  follows  :

department  in  which  all  business  pertaining  to  such  trust 
propeity  shall  be  kept  separate  and  distinct  from  its  general 
business. 

An  administrator,  executor,  assignee,  guardian  Administrat- 
or trustee,  any  court  of  law  or  equity,  including  courts  of  SepoWiSiK

cities,  counties  and  savings  banks  of  the  state  of  Maine  may 
deposit  any  moneys,  bonds,  stocks,  evidences  of  debt  or  of 
ownership  in  property,  or  any  personal  property,  with  said 
coiporation.  and  any  of  said  courts  may  direct  any  person 
deriving  authority  from  them  to  so  deposit  the  same. 

Sect.  12.  Each  shareholder  of  this  corporation  shall  be 
individually  responsible  for  all  contracts,  debts  and  engage- 
ments of  said  corporation  to  a  sum  equal  to  the  amount  of 
the  par  value  of  the  shai'es  owned  by  him,  in  addition  to  the 
amount  invested  in  said  shares. 

Sect.  13.  Such  corporation  shall  set  apart  as  a  guaranty 
fund  not  less  than  ten  {>er  cent  of  its  net  earnings  in  each  and 
every  year  until  such  fund  with  the  accumulated 'interest 
thereon,  shall  amount  to  one-fourth  of  the  capital  stock  of 
said  corporation. 

Sect.  14.  The  shares  of  said  corporation  shall  be  subject 
to  taxation  in  the  same  manner  and  rate  as  are  the  shares  of 
national  banks. 

Sect.  15.  Said  corporation  shall  be  subject  to  examina- 
tion by  the  bank  examiner,  who  shall  visit  it  at  least  once  in 
every  year,  and  as  much  oftener  as  he  may  deem  expedient. 
At  such  visits  he  shall  have  free  access  to  its  vaults,  books 
and  papers,  and  shall  thoroughly  inspect  and  examine  all  the 
affairs  of  said  corporation,  and  make  such  inquiries  as  may 
be  necessary  to  ascertain  its  condition  and  ability  to  fulfill  all 
its  engagements.  If  upon  examination  of  said  corporation 
the  examiner  is  of  the  opinion  that  its  investments  are  not  in 
accordance  with  law,  or  said  corporation  is  insolvent,  or  its 
condition  is  such  as  to  render  its  further  proceedings  hazardous 
to  the  public  or  to  those  having  funds  in  its  custody,  or  is  of 
the  opinion  that  it  has  exceeded  its  powers  or  foiled  to  comply 
with  any  of  the  rules  or  restrictions  provided  by  law,  he  shall 
have  such  authority  and  take  such  action  as  is  provided  for  in 
the  case  of  savings  banks  by  chapter  forty-seven  of  the 
revised  statutes.  He  shall  preserve  in  a  permanent  form  a 
fiill  recoixi  of  his  proceedings,  including  a  statement  of  the 
condition  of  said  corporation.  A  copy  of  such  statement  shall 
be  published  by  said  corporation  immediately  after  the  annual 
examination  of  the  same  in  some  newspaper  published  where 
said  corporation  is  established.     If  no  paper  is  published  in 
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the  town  where  said  corporation  is  established,  then  it  shall  Chap.  278 
be  published  in  a  newspaper  printed  in  the  nearest  city  or 
town.     The  necessary  expenses  of  the  bank  examiner  while 
engaged  in  making  such  examination  shall  be  paid  by  said 
corporation. 

Sect.  16.  Any  five  of  the  coiporators  named  in  this  act  pirst meeting, 
may  call  the  first  meeting  of  this  corporation  by  mailing  a  ^^^^'^^i®^- 
written  notice,  signed  by  all,  postage  paid,  to  each  of  the 
other  corporators,  seven  days  at  least  before  the  day  of  the 
meeting,  naming  the  time,  place  and  purpose  of  such  meet- 
ing, and  at  such  meeting  the  necessary  oflScers  may  be  chosen, 
by-laws  adopted  and  any  other  corporate  business  transacted.

Said  deeds  shall  convey  all  the  prop- 
erty, franchises,  rights  and  privileges,  except  cash  assets, 
then  owned  by  the  said  Hallowell  Water  Company  to  said 
city,  subject  to  any  mortgages  given  to  secure  the  payment 
of  debts  existing  thereon  at  the  time  the  notice  is  given  by 
the  city,  as  hereinbefore  provided  and  subject  to  a  lien  for 
the  adjustment  of  matters  remaining  to  be  adjusted  as  here- 
inafter set  out.  And  when  said  deed  or  deeds  shall  be 
approved  as  aforesaid,  they  shall  be  delivered  to  said  city, 
and  said  city  shall  thereupon  pay  said  company  the  amount 
determined  by  said  judgment  and  interest  thereon,  less  the 
face  value  and  accrued  interest  of  any  debts  secured  by  any 
existing  mortgage  of  any  of  its  property  and  franchises,  as 
hereinbefore  provided.  If  at  the  time  of  said  conveyance, 
there  shall  be  any  existing  mortgage,  as  aforesaid  the  city  shall 
assume  the  payment  of  all  the  principal  sums  and  interest, 
remaining  unpaid,  or  thereafterwards  coming  due,  and  the 
city,  so  far  as  lawful  under  the  provisions  of  the  constitution 
of  the  state,  shall  be  holden  to  pay  all  the  sums  so  assumed. 
Nothing  in  this  act,  nor  any  proceedings  thereunder,  so  long 
as  the  same  are  pending,  until  conveyance  is  made,  as  herein- 
before directed,  shall  prevent  or  embarrass  the  Hallowell 
Water  Company  from  supplying  water  as  authorized  by  its 
charter,  or  extending  its  works,  or  making  any  improvements 
which  will  inure  to  its  own  interests,  or  the  interests  of  the 
inhabitants  of  Hallowell,  nor  from  receiving  water  rents  and 
other  dues  and  tolls,  thereafter  accruing.  After  said  property,

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Chapter  981. 

An  Act  anthorizing  the  Sanford  Fair  and  Trotting  Association  to  issue  preferred 

stock. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives 
in  Legislature  assembled j  m  follows  : 

Sect.  1.  The  Sanford  Fair  and  Trotting  Association  is 
authorized  to  issue  preferred  stock  to  an  amount  not  exceed- 
ing three  hundred  and  eighty-two  shares  of  its  capital  stock, 
the  par  value  of  each  share  to  be  ten  dollars,  said  preferred 
stock  to  be  issued  in  such  amounts  and  at  such  times  as  may 
be  detei-mined  at  any  meeting  of  the  corporation  duly  called 
for  that  purpose.  The  stock  of  said  corporation  now  issued 
consisting  of  five  hundred  and  eighteen  shares  shall  continue 
to  be  common  stock  of  the  corporation. 

Sect.  2.  A  dividend  of  five  per  cent  per  annum,  payable 
annually  shall  be  paid  on  said  preferred  stock  before  any 
dividend  shall  be  paid  on  the  common  stock,  provided,  the 
net  earaings  of  the  corporation  after  paying  the  interest  on 
any  debts  which  the  corporation  may  owe,  shall  be  suflScient 
for  that  purpose,  and  in  case  said  net  earnings  for  one  year 
shall  be  insufficient  to  pay  the  dividend  for  that  year,  the  sur- 
plus earnings  for  any  year  following  after  paying  said  dividend 
of  five  per  cent  shall  be  applied  to  make  up  arrears  of  back  divi- 
dends so  that  a  dividend  of  five  per  cent  shall  be  paid  for  each 
year  on  the  preferred  stock.  If  the  net  earnings  after  pay- 
ing the  dividend  on  said  preferred  stock  as  aforesaid  shall  be 
sufficient,  a  dividend  may  then  be  declared  upon  the  whole  of 
the  capital  stock,  the  same  dividend  to  be  paid  on  both  the 
common  and  preferred  stock. 

Sect.  3.  Holders  of  preferred  stock  shall  be  entitled  to 
two  votes  per  share  thereon  at  all  meetings  of  the  corporation. 

Sect.  4.  Said  corporation  may  out  of  its  surplus  earnings 
or  the  proceeds  of  any  additional  issue  of  its  common  stock, 
redeem  said  preferred  stock  and  cause  the  same  to  be  made 
common  stock,  at  any  time  after  ten  years  from  the  date  of 
its  issue,  by  paying  the  par  value  thereof  and  annual  interest 
thereon,  at  the  rate  of  five  per  cent  from  the  date  of  issue  to 
the  date  of  redemption,  after  crediting  the  dividends  paid 
towards  the  payment  of  said  interest ;  but  if  said  dividends 
should  exceed  said  interest  they  shall  not  be  applied  to  reduce 
said  par  value. 
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Sect.  5.     Holders  of  the  common  stock  of  said  coipora-  Chap.  282 
tion  shall  be  entitled  to  subscribe  for  said  preferred  stock,  ^^^^^^„ 
pro  rata,  in  proportion  to  the  number  of  shares  of  common  f5J^?S?ew©d* 
stock  held  by  them  respectively,  provided,  they  subscribe  for 
and  are  ready  to  pay  for  the  same  within  thirty  days  after  the 
vote  of  the  corporation  to  issue  said  stock. 

Sect.  6.     This  act  shall  take  effect  when  approved.

An  Act  to  incorporate  the  Gorham  ViUage  Corporation. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives 
in  Legislature  assembled^  as  follows : 

Sect.  1.  The  territory  in  the  town  of  Gorham,  embraced  sonndaries. 
within  the  following  boundaries ;  commencing  at  the  central 
point  on  the  bridge  over  Tommy's  Brook  in  said  Gorham, 
and  on  the  road  leading  from  Gorham  village  over  Fort  Hill ; 
thence  westerly,  by  the  course  of  said  brook  and  on  the  south- 
erly branch  thereof,  and  by  the  northerly  shore  of  Charles  G. 
Alden's  ice  pond,  to  a  monument  near  the  westerly  end  of 
said  pond  marked  G.  V.  C. ;  thence  south,  eight  degrees 
west,  across  the  Gorham  and  West  Gorham  road,  to  the 
northerly  side  of  Flaggy  Meadow  road  to  a  monument  marked 
G.  V.  C. ;  thence  south,  eighty-two  degrees  west,  by  said 
northerly  side  of  said  Flaggy  Meadow  road  ten  rods,  more  or 
less,  to  a  monument  marked  G.  V.  C. ;  thence  south,  eight 
degrees  west,  to  land  of  Lydia  A.  Lombard  to  a  monument 
marked  G.  V.  C. ;  thence  south  eighty-two  degrees  east, 
to  the  southeasterlv  side  of  the  lower  Buxton  road ; 
thence  northeasterly,  by  the  southeasterly  side  of  said 
lower  Buxton  road  to  a  monument  marked  G.  V.  C. ; 
thence  south,  forty-two  degrees  east,  to  the  center  of  Libby's 
lane,  at  the  westerly  end  thereof;  thence  south  three 
degrees  east,  to  Weeks'  road ;  thence  by  Weeks'  road  north, 
eighty  degrees  east,  across  South  street  to  land  of  1?  rederick 
Bobie,  at  a  monument  marked  G.  Y.  C. ;  thence  following 
the  fence  between  said  Robie  and  the  abutters  on  South 
street,  by  a  northerly  course,  to  a  monument  marked  G.  V. 
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C. ;  thence  north,  sixty-five  degrees  east,  to  a  monument 
marked  6.  V.  C. ;  thence  turning  to  the  left  and  running 
past  the  southeasterly  comer  of  Randall  J.  Elder's  buildings, 
and  across  the  old  road  leading  from  Gorham  village  to 
Portland,  to  the  noilherly  side  of  said  road,  to  a  monument 
marked  G.  V.  C. ;  thence  north,  forty-five  degrees  west, 
across  the  Gray  road,  to  a  monument  marked  G.  V.  C,  on 
the  westerly  side  thereof;  thence  north,  seventy-four  degrees 
west,  to  Tommy's  Brook ;  thence  westerly,  by  said  brook  to 
the  place  of  beginning ;  together  with  the  inhabitants  there- 
on, is  hereby  created  a  body  politic  and  corporate,  by  the 
name  of  the  Gorham  Village  Coiporation. 

Sect.  2.  Said  corporation  is  hereby  invested  with  power 
at  any  meeting  called  for  the  purpose,  to  raise  money  for 
organizing  and  maintaining  a  fire  department,  for  the  pur- 
chase and  maintenance  of  apparatus  for  the  extinguishment  of 
fires,  for  a  supply  of  water  for  fire  and  other  municipal  pur- 
poses, for  lighting  streets,  for  sidewalks,  for  sewers,  and  for 
a  night  watch,  and  for  a  police  force.  Said  corporation  is 
empowered  to  enter  into  contracts,  through  its  board  of 
assessors,  with  any  incorporated  company,  for  a  supply  of 
water,  lighting  streets,  and  sewerage  system,  as  aforesaid. 

Sect.  3.  Any  money  raised  by  said  corporation  for  the 
purposes  aforesaid,  shall  be  assessed  upon  the  property  and 
polls  within  the  said  territory,  by  the  assessors  of  said  cor- 
poration, in  the  same  manner  as  county  and  town  taxes,  and 
said  assessors  may  copy  the  last  valuation  of  said  property  by 
the  assessors  of  the  town  of  Gorham,  and  assess  the  tax 
thereon,  if  the  corporation  shall  so  direct;  and  may  abate 
any  tax  by  them  assessed.  The  tax  on  polls  shall  not  exceed 
the  sum  of  one  dollar  to  any  person  in  any  one  year,  and  the 
tax  on  property  in  any  one  year  shall  not  exceed  one-half  of 
one  per  cent  on  a  dollar  of  the  valuation  of  said  property 
within  the  limits  of  said  territory. 

Sect.  4.  Upon  a  certificate  being  filed  with  the  said  asses- 
sors of  said  corporation  by  the  clerk  thereof,  of  the  amount 
of  money  raised  for  the  purposes  aforesaid  at  any  meeting, 
it  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  assessora,  as  soon  as  may  be,  to 
assess  said  amount  upon  the  polls  and  estates  of  the  persons 
residing  on  the  territory  aforesaid,  and  upon  the  estates  of 
non-resident  proprietors  thereof,  and  they  shall  certify  and 
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•deliver  lists  of  the  assessments  so  made  to  the  collector,  O^^^-  282 
whose  duty  it  shall  be  to.  collect  the  same  in  like  manner  as 
-county  and  town  taxes  are  by  law  collected  by  towns,  and  to 
pay  over  the  same  to  the  treasurer  of  said  corporation,  who 
fihall  receive  the  same  and  pay  it  out  to  order  or  by  direction 
of  said  corporation,  and  keep  a  regular  account  of  all  moneys 
Teceived  and  paid  out  and  exhibit  the  same  to  the  assessors 
whenever  requested  ;  and  said  corporation  shall  have  the  same 
power  to  direct  the  mode  of  collecting  said  taxes,  and  enforc- 
ing the  payment  thereof  as  towns  have  in  the  collection  of 
town  taxes. 

Sect.  5.  The  oflScers  of  said  corporation  shall  consist  of  officers, 
a  clerk,  treasurer,  three  assessors,  collector,  fire  wardens,  and 
such  other  officers  as  may  be  provided  for  in  the  by-laws 
thereof ;  and  said  fire  wardens  shall  have  exclusively  all  the 
power  and  authority,  within  the  limits  of  said  corporation, 
that  fire  wardens  now  have,  chosen  by  towns  in  town  meet- 


ing. 


Sect.  6.     Said  corporation  may  adopt  for  the  goveniment  sy-iawsmay 
thereof  a  code  of  by-laws  not  repugnant  to  the  constitution 
and  laws  of  this  state,  and  may  alter,  amend  and  repeal  such 
by-laws  by  a  two-thirds  vote  at  a  legal  meeting  of  the  cor- 
poration called  for  that  purpose. 

Sect.  7.     All  the  officers  shall  be  chosen  by  ballot,  and  bi^chSSS"b? 
sworn ;  the  first  election  to  be  at  the  meeting  called  to  accept  swora.  *^^ 
this  act ;  and  the  annual  election  of  officers  thereafter  shall 
be  on  the  fourth  Monday  of  April  in  each  year.

Moalton,  Clark  B.  Dunton  and  Benjamin  G.  Ward  of  Port- 
land, George  H.  Bailey  of  Deering  and  George  W.  Johnson 
of  Bath,  their  associates,  successors  and  assigns,  are  hereby 
made  a  corporation  to  be  known  as  the  Maine  Live  Stock

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Sect.  2.  The  treasurer  of  this  state  shall,  in  the  month  of  April,  Chap.  801 
in  the  year  of  our  Lord  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  ninety- 
five,  send  his  warrant  with  a  copy  of  this  tax  act,  dii-ected  to  the 
mayor  and  aldermen,  selectmen  or  assessors  of  each  city,  town  or 
plantation,  taxed  as  aforesaid,  requiring  them  respectively  to 
assess,  in  dollara  and  cents,  the  sum  so  charged,  according  to  the 
provisions  of  the  law  for  the  assessment  of  taxes,  and  to  add  the 
amount  of  such  tax  to  the  amount  of  county  and  town  taxes,  to  be 
by  them  assessed  in  each  city,  town  and  plantation,  or  other  place, 
respectively. 

Sect.  3.  The  treasurer  of  state  in  his  said  warrant,  shall  require 
the  said  mayor  and  aldermen,  selectmen  or  assessors,  respectively, 
to  pay  or  to  issue  their  several  warrant  or  wan*ants,  requiring  the 
collectors  of  their  several  cities,  towns  and  plantations,  to  collect 
and  pay  in  to  the  treasurer  of  their  respective  cities,  towns  and 
plantations,  the  sum  against  said  cities,  towns  and  plantations, 
respectively,  in  this  act  contained,  which  said  respective  treasurer 
shall  pay  to  the  state  treasurer  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  Janu- 
ary, one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  ninety-six,  and  said  mayor, 
selectmen  and  assessors,  respectively,  shall  return  a  certificate  of 
the  names  of  such  collectors,  with  the  sums  which  each  collector 
may  be  required  to  collect,  to  said  state  treasurer  sometime  before 
the  first  day  of  December,  in  the  year  of  our  Loixl  one  thousand 
eight  hundi*ed  and  ninety-five. 

When  the  time  for  the  payment  of  a  state  tax  to  the 
treasurer  of  state  has  expired,  and  it  is  unpaid,  the  treasurer  of 
state  shall  give  notice  thereof  to  the  municipal  officers  of  any  delin- 
quent town,  and  unless  such  tax  shall  be  paid  within  sixty  days, 
the  treasurer  of  state  may  issue  his  warrant  to  the  sheriff  of  the 
county,  requiring  him  to  levy,  by  distress  and  sale,  upon  the  real 
and  personal  property  of  any  of  the  inhabitants  of  the  town ;  and 
the  sheriff  or  his  deputy  shall  execute  such  warrants,  obseiTing  the 
regulations  provided  for  satisfying  warrants  against  deficient  col- 
lectors, as  prescribed  by  chapter  six  of  the  revised  statutes. 

Sect.  5.  When  any  state  tax  assessed  upon  any  city  or  town 
remains  unpaid,  such  city  or  town  is  precluded  from  drawing  from 
the  state  treasury  the  school  funds  set  apart  for  such  city  or  town, 
so  long  as  such  tax  remains  unpaid.

Chapter  SOS. 

AK  ACT  for  the  assessment  of  a  State  Tax  for  the  year  one  thousand  el^ht  hun- 
dred and  ninety-six,  athountlng  to  the  earn  of  seven  hundred  and  thirty- 
one  thousand  nine  hundred  forty-one  dollars  and  seventy  cents. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  in 
Legislature  assernbled,  as  follows : 

Section  1.  That  each  city,  town,  plantation,  or  any  other  place 
hereinafter  named,  within  this  state,  shall  be  assessed  and  pay  the 
several  sums  with  which  they  respectively  stand  charged  in  the  fol- 
lowing lists ;  the  same  being  in  addition  to  the  poll  tax  of  one  cent 
on  each  poll,  a  tax  of  two  and  one-fourth  mills  on  the  dollar  of  the 
present  valuation  for  the  current  disbursements  of  the  treasury, 
for  the  year  eighteen  hundred  and  ninety-six,  and  for  the  school 
mill  fund  established  by  an  act  approved  February  twenty-seven, 
eighteen  hundred  and  seventy-two.

Chap.  302       Sect.  2.     The  treasurer  of  this  state  shall,  in  the  month  of  April, 

in  the  year  of  our  Lord  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  ninety- 
six,  send  his  warrant  with  a  copy  of  this  tax  act,  directed  to  the 
mayor  and  aldermen,  selectmen  or  assessors  of  each  city,  town  or 
plantation,  taxed  as  aforesaid,  requiring  them  respectively  to 
assess,  in  dollars  and  cents,  the  sum  so  charged,  according  to  the 
provisions  of  the  law  for  the  assessment  of  taxes  and  to  add  the 
amount  of  such  tax  to  the  amount  of  county  and  town  taxes,  to  be 
by  them  assessed  in  each  city,  town  and  plantation  or  other  place, 
respectively. 

Sect.  3.  The  treasurer  of  state  in  his  said  warrant,  shall  require 
the  said  mayor  and  aldermen,  selectmen  or  assessors,  respectively, 
to  pay  or  to  issue  their  several  warrant  or  warrants  requiring  the 
collectors  of  their  several  cities,  towns  and  plantations,  to  collect 
and  pay  in  to  the  treasurer  of  their  respective  cities,  towns  and 
plantations,  the  sum  against  said  cities,  towns  and  plantations, 
respectively,  in  this  act  contained,  which  said  respective  treasurer 
shall  pay  to  the  state  treasurer  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  Janu- 
ary, one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  ninety-seven,  and  said  mayor, 
selectmen  and  assessors,  respectively,  shall  return  a  certificate  of 
the  names  of  such  collectors,  with  the  sums  which  each  collector 
may  be  required  to  collect,  to  said  state  treasurer,  sometime  before 
the  first  day  of  December,  in  the  year  of  our  Lord  one  thousand 
eight  hundred  and  ninety-six.

Sect.  5.  When  any  state  tax  assessed  upon  any  city  or  town 
remains  unpaid,  such  city  or  town  is  precluded  from  drawing  from 
the  state  treasury  the  school  funds  set  apart  for  such  city  or  town, 
so  long  as  such  tax  remains  unpaid.

Sect.  1.     Section  two  of  *«An  Act  to  establish  a  police  sec.  2,  act  to

court  in  the  city  of  Rockland*'  is  hereby  amended,  so  it  shall  Smrt^^ln*^ 
read  as  follows  :  Hffi' 

'Sect.  2.  Said  judge  shall,  except  where  interested,  -jurisdiction, 
exercise  jurisdiction  over  all  such  matters  and  things,  civil 
and  criminal,  within  the  county  of  Knox,  as  justices  of  the 
peace  or  trial  justices  may  exercise,  and  under  similar  restric- 
tions and  limitations,  and  concurrent  jurisdiction  with  justices 
of  the  peace  and  quorum  and  trial  justices  in  cases  of  forcible 
entry  and  detainer  in  said  county  ;  and  exclusive  jurisdiction  in 
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the  plaintiff  and  the  person  or  persons  summoned  as  trustees, 
shall  be  inhabitants  of  or  residents  in  said  city ;  and  said  court 
shall  also  have  exclusive  jurisdiction  over  all  such  criminal 
offenses  committed  within  the  limits  of  said  city,  as  are  cogni- 
zable by  justices  of  the  peace  or  trial  justices,  and  under  similar 
restrictions  and  limitations.  And  said  court  shall  have  con- 
current jurisdiction  with  the  supreme  judicial  court  in  all 
personal  actions  where  the  debt  or  damage  demanded,  exclu- 
sive of  costs,  is  over  twentv  dollars  and  not  over  one  hundred 
dollars,  and  in  all  actions  of  replevin,  when  it  appears  that 
the  sum  demanded  for  the  penalty,  forfeiture  or  damages 
does  not  exceed  one  hundred  dollars,  or  that  the  property  in 
the  beasts  or  other  chattels  is  in  question  and  the  value 
thereof  does  not  exceed  one  hundred  dollars  and  either 
defendant,  or  a  person  summoned  as  trustee  is  resident  in 
Knox  county  :  but  this  jurisdiction  shall  not  include  proceed- 
ings under  the  divorce  laws  or  complaints  under  the  mill  act, 
so  called,  nor  jurisdiction  over  actions  in  which  the  title  to 
real  estate  according  to  the  pleadings  filed  in  the  case  by 
either  party  is  in  question  except  as  provided  in  chapter 
ninety-four,  sections  six  and  seven  of  the  revised  statutes. 
If  any  defendant  in  any  action  in  said  court  where  the  amount 
claimed  in  the  writ  exceeds  twenty  dollars,  or  hi«  agent  or 
attorney  shall,  on  the  return  day  of  the  writ,  file  in  said  court 
a  motion  asking  that  said  cause  be  removed  to  the  supreme 
judicial  court,  and  deposit  with  the  judge  the  sum  of  two  dol- 
lars for  copies  and  entry  fee  in  said  supreme  court,  to  be  taxed 
in  his  costs  if  he  prevails,  the  said  action  shall  he  removed 
into  the  supreme  judicial  court  for  said  county  and  the  judge 
shall  forthwith  cause  certified  copies  of  the  writ,  officer's  return 
and  defendant's  motion  to  be  filed  in  the  clerk's  office  of  the 
supreme  judicial  court,  and  shall  pay  the  entry  fee  thereof;  and 
said  action  shall  be  entered  on  the  docket  of  the  term  next 
preceding  said  filing,  unless  said  court  shall  then  be  in  ses- 
sion, when  it  shall  be  entered  forthwith,  and  shall  be  in 
order  for  trial  at  the  next  succeeding  term.  If  no  such 
motion  is  filed,  the  said  police  court  shall  proceed  and 
detennine  said  action,  subject  to  the  right  of  appeal  in  either 
party  as  now  provided  by  law.  The  pleadings  in  such  cases 
shall  be  the  same  as  in  the  supreme  judicial  court.

the  provisions  of  law  relating  to  practice  and  proceedings  in 
the  aforesaid  matters  in  the  supreme  judicial  court  in  civil 
cases  are  hereby  extended  to  said  court  so  far  as  applicable  ; 
and  all  acts  relating  to  courts  and  judicial  proceedings  are 
hereby  modified  so  as  to  give  full  effect  to  this  act.  The  city 
marshal,  the  deputy  marshal  and  the  police  officers  of  said 
city  shall  be  in  attendance  on  said  court  when  requested  to  do- 
so  by  the  judge,  for  the  purpose  of  preserving  order,  and 
shall  execute  all  legal  orders  to  him  directed  by  the  court.'

Memorial  to  Congress  relating  to  Free  Ship  Bill,  so  called. 

The  State  of  Maine  has  long  been  the  largest  builder  preamble, 
of  sailing  ships  of  any  state  in  the  Union.  For  over  a 
century  and  a  half,  ship-building  and  ship-owning,  and  the 
trades  dependent  on  them,  have  given  employment  on  sea 
and  land  to  the  population  of  our  coasts.  In  jSfty  of  our 
towns  these  are  the  principal  trades  known  to  our  people. 
The  prosperity  of  a  population  of  two  hundred  thousand  peo- 
ple within  our  borders  is  inseparably  connected  with  Ameri- 
can shipping,  the  building,  the  owning,  and  the  sailing  of 
ships. 

To  the  agitation  of  measures  pending  in  Congress,  which 
our  people  believe  encompass  the  destruction  of  this  industry, 
older  than  our  state  or  nation,  protected  almost  from  the 
nation's  birth  by  the  14 ws  which  it  is  now  proposed  to  repeal, 
our  state  cannot  remain  a  silent  witness. 

If  our  Registry  Liaws  have  failed  to  increase  our  tonnage 
engaged  in  the  foreign  trade,  which  is  now  protected  from 
foreign  competition,  yet  in  domestic  tonnage,  where  they  give 
full  protection,  we  have  built  up  a  fleet  larger  than  any  other 
nation.

GOVERNOR  CLEAVES'   ADDRESS. 


Gentlemen  of  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives : 

By  the  suffrages  of  the  people,  the  legislative  authority  ol 
the  State  has  been  committed  to  your  care.  That  the  powei 
will  be  wisely  exercised,  in  the  interest  of  good  and  progres- 
sive government,  is  the  confident  expectation  of  those  whc 
have  conferred  on  you  these  important  responsibilities 

ST^TE  FINANCES. 

The  financial  condition  of  the  State,  as  shown  by  the  excel- 
lent report  of  the  State  Treasurer,  is  most  gratifying.  The 
receipts  from  all  sources  for  the  year  ending  December  31, 
1893,  including  the  balance  in  the  treasury  January  1,  1893, 
were  $2,169,598.35.  The  disbursements  during  that  time 
were  $1,833,881.71.  The  receipts  for  the  year  ending 
December  31,  1894,  including  the  balance  in  the  treasury 
January  1,  1894,  were  $1,986,689.01.  The  disbursements 
during  the  year  were  $1,528,493.16.  There  was  a  bal- 
ance in  the  treasury  on  the  first  day  of  January,  1895,  of 
$458,195.85. 

Without  special  reference  at  this  time  to  our  financial  his- 
tory and  the  valor  and  patriotism  of  our  people  during  the  war 
for  the  preservation  of  the  Union  and  the  years  that  closely 
followed,  it  will  be  observed  that  the  net  indebtedness  on  the 
thirty-first  day  of  December,  1874,  after  deducting  the 
amount  in  the  sinking  fund,  was  $5,570,876,  nearly  all  of 
which  was  incurred  for  war  purposes,  and  on  which  amount 
the  annual  interest  charge  was  $334,252.  During  the  follow- 
ing twenty  years  there  was  paid  on  this  debt  $3,167,876, 
reducing  the  bonded  indebtedness  of  the  State,  on  the  thirty- 
first  day  of  December,  1894,  to  $2,403,000,  and  reducing  the 
annual  interest  charge  from  $334,252  in  1874,  to  less  thau 
$76,000  at  the  present  time.  This  excellent  financial  history 
marks  the  intelligence  and  wisdom  of  our  people  and  their 
representatives. 


GOVERNOR  CLEAVES*  ADDRESS. 

The  outstanding  bonds  of  the  State,  bearing  interest  at 
three  pei'  centum y  command  a  premium.  Our  cities  and  towns, 
in  making  their  temporary  and  permanent  loans,  are  negoti- 
ating their  securities  on  a  iowv per  centuin  basis,  and  in  many 
instances  for  less.  The  bonds  of  the  State  and  of  her  munici- 
palities are  among  the  choioest  investments,  and  are  in  quick 
demand,  not  only  by  our  own  people,  but  throughout  the 
tinancial  centers  of  New  England  and  the  Middle  States.  The 
high  financial  credit  of  our  State  and  of  her  various  munici- 
palities rests  upon  a  permanent  basis,  and  will  be  secure  in 
the  future  under  the  operation  of  existing  constitutional  provi- 
sions, limiting  the  obligations  to  be  incurred  by  the  State,  and 
placing  a  restraint  upon  the  power  of  our  municipalities  to  cre- 
ate an  indebtedness  beyond  the  limit  expressed  in  the  Consti- 
tution. It  is  undisputed  that  these  judicious  constitutional 
safeguards  are  the  underlying  forces  that  give  us  our  great 
financial  strength  and  stability,  and  permanency  in  the  high 
values  that  attach  to  our  securities. 

TEMPORARY  LOAN. 

There  was  outstanding  against  the  State  on  the  first  dav  of 
January,  1893,  a  temporary  loan  of  $300,000  that  had  existed 
for  several  years.  This  loan  had  reached  the  constitutional 
limit  of  the  power  of  the  Legislature  to  create  indebtedness, 
except  for  suppressing  Insurrection,  repelling  invasion  or  for 
pui-poses  of  war.  Not  only  our  financial  credit,  but  a  safe 
and  conservative  monetary  policy  for  the  future,  required  that 
this  loan  should  be  paid,  and  paid  from  our  receipts  without 
increasing  State  taxation.  This  imperative  necessity  was 
.  upon  us,  and  some  deserving  measures,  requiring  appropria- 
tions of  money  at  the  last  session  of  the  Legislature,  were 
compelled  to  yield  to  this  demand. 

I  am  pleased  to  state  to  you  and  the  people,  that  during  the 
past  two  years  the  entire  temporary  loan  of  $300,000  has 
been  paid  from  the  receipts  of  the  treasury.  In  addition  to 
this,  $103,300  has  been  paid  from  the  treasury  during  that 
time  on  our  bonded  indebtedness,  thus  reducing  the  State 
debt  during  the  years  1893  and  1894,  $403,300,  and  our 
interest  charges  not  less  than  $17,000.  On  the  first  day  of 
January,  1895,  as  before  stated,  the  unexpended  balance  in 
the  treasury  was  $458,195.85;  more  than  sufiicient  to  meet 
all  our  outstanding  current  liabilities. 
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STATE  TAX. 

The  State  tax  for  the  year  1893,  was  two  and  three-fouiths 
mills  on  a  dollar.  The  levy  for  1894  was  on  a  basis  of  two 
and  one-half  mills,  making  a  reduction  in  the  State  tax  for 
the  past  year,  of  $77,634.  From  a  careful  examination  I  am 
satisfied  there  will  be  a  decrease  in  our  receipts  the  pres- 
ent year,  from  the  various  sources  of  revenue  outside  of  the 
direct  tax  levy ;  and  you  may  find,  as  the  session  progresses, 
that  the  necessary  expenditures  of  the  State  government  will 
require  a  levy  for  1895,  nearly  equal  to  the  reduced  assess- 
ment of  last  year.  I  can,  however,  safely  recommend  that 
for  the  year  1896,  the  State  tax  be  reduced  by  you  to 
two  mills  on  a  dollar.  On  the  revised  valuation  this  rate 
would  reduce  the  tax  to  be  levied  for  State  purposes,  on  the 
cities  and  towns  for  1896,  $162,239.16;  and  with  other 
receipts  would  still  yield  sufilcient  revenue  to  meet  all  neces- 
sary requirements. 

Upon  this  basis  there  will  be  a  tax  of  only  twenty  cents  on 
every  one  hundred  dollars  of  the  assessed  valuation  of  The 
property  of  the  State,  and  one-half  of  this,  under  a  statute 
that  has  existed  for  more  than  twenty  years,  will  be  devoted 
solely  to  school  puiposes.  Deducting  this  school  tax,  which 
is  distributed  to  aid  in  maintaining  our  schools,  the  rate  of 
taxation  for  the  support  of  the  State  government  will  l)e  only 
ten  cents  on  one  hundred  dollars ;  the  lowest  rate  of  taxation 
for  that  purpose,  that  has  existed  since  Maine  was  admitted 
into  the  American  Union  as  an  independent  State.  This  can 
easily  be  acconiplished  and  every  need  of  the  State  properly 
provided  for.  If  a  gradual  reduction  of  the  State  tax  is  con- 
tinued by  judicious  legislation,  it  will  in  the  future  be  a  com- 
paratively light  charge  upon  the  people. 

MUNICIPAL  TAXATION. 

The  Legislature  has  imposed  upon  cities  and  towns  the 
necessity  of  fulfilling  certain  public  duties,  and  has  conferred 
upon  them  the  authority  to  raise  and  appropriate  money 
therefor.  Under  our  system  of  government  they  must  con- 
struct and  maintain  roads  for  the  convenience  of  public  ti-Hvel, 
they  must  provide  for  those  who  fall  into  distress,  and  relieve 
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them  from  want  and  suffering,  they  must  aid  in  establishing 
and  maintaining  public  schools,  and  are  charged  with  many 
other  important  public  trusts.  The  welfare  of  society  depends 
upon  a  proper  execution  of  the  duties  imposed.  The  perform- 
ance of  these  obligations  requires  taxation,  and  the  principal 
portion  of  all  taxes  levied  upon  the  inhabitants  of  the  various 
cities  and  towns  in  the  State,  is  for  the  purpose  of  maintaining 
their  city  and  town  governments,  and  of  fulfilling  the  duties 
they  owe  to  the  public.  The  assessment  of  taxes  to  raise 
money  to  be  expended  for  these  necessary  purposes,  will  con- 
tinue in  some  form,  as  long  as  the  government  exists. 

The  theory  of  our  law  is  that  all  our  citizens  shall  bear, 
according  to  their  ability  and  means,  a  just  proportion  of  the 
burdens  necessaiy  for  defence,  for  the  support  of  our  institu- 
tions, and  for  any  other  public  purpose.  It  is  recognized, 
that  taxation  does  not  always  fall  with  perfect  equality  upon 
every  citizen.  It  will  be  found  difficult  to  devise  a  system 
that  in  its  practical  operation,  will  accomplish  this  desirable 
result.  As  stated  by  a  distinguished  Chief  Justice  of  the 
United  States  Supreme  Court :  ** Absolute  equality  in  taxation 
can  never  be  attained.  That  system  is  best  which  comes 
the  nearest  to  it.  The  same  rules  cannot  be  applied  to  the 
listing  and  valuation  of  all  kinds  of  property ;  railroads, 
banks,  partnerships,  manufacturing  associations,  telegraph 
companies,  and  each  one  of  the  numerous  agencies  of  business 
which  the  inventions  of  the  age  are  constantly  bringing  into 
existence,  require  different  machinery  for  the  purposes  of 
their  taxation.** 

Before  any  radical  changes  shall  be  made  in  our  methods 
of  valuation  and  taxation,  it  will  be  the  duty  of  the  Legisla- 
ture to  give  the  subject  the  most  careful  and  exhaustive 
investigation,  considering  in  advance  the  effect  of  any  pro- 
posed laws.  It  has  been  the  policy  in  the  past,  to  pursue  a 
course  of  legislation  on  this  question  that  would  promote  and 
advance  the  agricultural,  the  industrial,  the  commercial  and 
mechanical  interests  of  the  State.  A  policy  that  would  invite 
capital  to  aid  in  the  development  of  our  great  resources,  and 
not  repel  it  or  drive  it  from  us.  Let  thorough  investigation, 
deliberation  and  conservatism,  with  a  due  regard  for  the  best 
interests  of  the  State,  govern  your  efforts  upcn  this  topic. 

The  report  of  the  State  Board  of  Assessors  calls  to  your 
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attention  the  propriety  of  amending  our  laws  relating  to  tJie 
taxation  of  several  classes  of  property ;  of  amending  the  law 
relating  to  taxation  of  collateral  inheritances,  and  urges  giieater 
uniformity  in  assessors'  books.  The  recommendations  made 
by  the  State  Board  involve  no  radical  legislation,  and  are  in 
harmony  with  the  wise  policy  heretofore  pursued  by  the  State. 

AGRICULTURE. 

When  we  consider  that  there  are  sixty-five  thousand  farms 
in  Maine,  containing  6,552,578  acres,  and  of  an  estimated 
cash  value  of  $102,557,615,  producing  farm  products  in  1893 
of  the  va!ue  of  more  than  twenty-two  million  dollars,  we  can 
fully  appreciate  that  this  great  interest  should  never  have  a 
secondary  place  in  our  efforts  to  advance  the  prosperity  of 
the  Commonwealth. 

The  State  Board  of  Agriculture,  organized  and  endowed 
for  the  purpose  of  holding  farmere'  institutes,  has  been 
unusually  successful  in  its  work,  and  its  meetings  have  been 
more  fiilly  attended  during  the  past  two  yeait*,  and  greater 
interest  has  been  manifested  than  ever  before.  "We  have  two 
State  Agricultural  Societies,  one  State  Pomological  Society, 
and  over  fifty  county  and  town  agricultural  societies,  paying 
out  annually  more  than  $73,000  in  premiums.  Throughout 
the  State,  organizations  of  the  Grange  aie  quickening  the 
public  mind,  and  inaugurating  advanced  and  improved 
methods  in  agriculture,  which  will  surely  lead  to  a  higher 
prosperity,  and  more  productive  results  to  the  husbandman. 

The  Secretary  of  the  State  Board  informs  me,  that  at  no 
time  since  he  became  familiar  with  our  agriculture,  has  it 
shown  such  unmistakable  signs  of  progress  as  arc  now  appar- 
ent. While  during  the  past  year  many  branches  of  busir.esa 
have  been  depressed,  in  agriculture  it  has  been  a  year  of  more 
than  usual  productiveness. 

A  good  market,  easy  of  access  by  rail  or  convenient  roads, 
is  one  of  the  important  elements  in  the  advancement  of  the 
farming  interests  of  the  State ;  and  continued  harmonious 
combination  of  effort  on  the  part  of  our  industrial,  agri- 
cultural and  other  interests,  will  be  beneficial  to  all. 

The  investment  of  capital  in  the  development  of  our  vast 
water  ways,  the  erection  of  new  mills  and  manufactories,  the 
creation  of  new  industries,  opening  up  a  wider  field  for  the 
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employment  of  labor,  will  create  new  homes,  build  up  com- 
munities, and  establish  a  peimanent  home-market  for  the 
products  of  the  farm.  Diversified  industry  will  encourage 
our  aorricultural  progress  and  make  us  stronger,  greater,  and 
more  powerful  as  a  State.  All  of  these  important  interests, 
upon  which  the  well  being  and  prosperity  of  so  many  peopje 
depend,  should  have  nfull  measure  of  attention  at  your  hands. 

The  protection  of  the  live  stock  of  Maine  against  contagious 
diseases  is  of  great  importance,  and  any  neglect  of  this  duty 
may  entail  upon  the  owners  very  large  losses.  Ibe  appropri- 
ation for  this  purpose  for  the  past  few  years  has  been  insuffi- 
cient to  meet  the  expenditures  that  were  necessary  to  properly 
guard  this  intei'est  and  fully  protect  the  public  health.  The 
sum  appropriated  having  been  exhausted  in  July  last,  the 
Governor  and  Council  authorized  the  Commissioners  to 
expend  an  additional  sum  of  $1,000  in  carrying  forward 
their  necessary  work,  which  amount  has  been  paid  from  the 
treasury. 

We  are  now  appropriating  large  sums  of  money  to  protect 
our  fish  and  game,  and  certainly  we  should  not  neglect  to 
make  an  adequate  appropriation  for  the  protection  of  our 
herds  and  flocks. 

EDUCATION. 

Education  is  the  great  bulwark  of  defense,  stronger  than 
standing  armies  and  the  most  powerful  navies.  It  directs 
public  sentiment  in  the  paths  of  peace,  right  and  justice,  is 
the  foundation  of  pure  and  good  government,  and  the  enemy 
of  wrong  and  oppression.  The  organic  law  of  the  State 
recognizes  that  a  general  difiusion  of  the  advantages  of  edu- 
cation, is  essential  to  the  preservation  of  the  rights  and  liber- 
ties of  the  people. 

A  Stiite  tax  of  one  mill  on  a  dollar  is  annually  assessed  for  the 
support  of  our  common  schools.  In  addition  to  this,  one-half  of 
the  savings  bank  tax  is  devoted  to  the  same  purpose,  as  well  as 
the  interest  on  the  permanent  school  fund,  making  the  aggregate 
amount  appropriated  by  the  State  for  common  school  purposes, 
for  the  school  year  ending  April  1, 1895,  $541,599.14.  There 
is  deducted  from  this  fund  an  appropriation  of  $27,200  for 
teachers*  meetings,  normal  and  training  schools.  The  bal- 
ance of  $514,399.14  is  distributed  among  the  several  cities, 
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towns  and  plantations  by  the  State  Treasurer,  according  to 
the  number  of  scholars  as  the  same  shall  appear  from  the  offi- 
cial returns  made  to  the  Superintendent  of  conmion  schools, 
for  the  preceding  year.  In  1894,  two  hundred  and  eighty- 
five  towns  and  plantations  received  from  the  State  a  larger 
amount,  in  the  form  of  school  money,  than  their  entire  State 
tax ;  the  cities  and  larger  towns  contributing  to  this  fond. 

The  State  has  also  expended  during  the  past  year,  $97,640 
for  free  high  schools,  academies,  industrial  schools  and  other 
educational  purposes.  The  entire  expenditures  for  the  school 
year,  from  State  and  municipal  funds,  for  our  common 
schools,  were  $1,501,180;  and  from  the  same  sources  the  sum 
of  $257,207  has  been  expended  for  free  high  schools  and 
other  educational  work,  making  a  grand  total  for  the  year  of 
$1,758,387.  It  is  a  proud  record  of  devotion  to  our  com- 
mon schools,  and  they  should  be  sustained  and  guarded  by 
our  people  for  the  future  honor  and  greatness  of  our  State. 

The  valuable  and  interesting  report  of  the  State  Superin- 
tendent of  Schools  will  be  presented  to  the  Legislature. 

The  superior  educational  advantages  of  our  colleges  and 
other  advanced  institutions  of  learning,  have  received 
deserved  recognition  from  all  sections  of  our  country.  Our 
normal  schools,  academies  and  free  high  schools,  are  aiding 
in  our  educational  progress  as  a  people,  and  theirs  is  a  grand 
example  of  successful  work. 

In  this  connection  it  is  my  duty  to  call  your  attention  to 
the  demands  for  an  additional  school  building  at  the  State 
Normal  School  in  Farmington,  and  I  recommend  an  appro- 
priation therefor.  The  attendance  is  constantly  increasing, 
and  the  existing  structure  does  not  afford  sufficient  accommo- 
dations ;  unless  remedied  the  efficiency  of  this  State  institu- 
tion, in  its  educational  work,  will  be  impaired. 

The  dormitory  of  the  State  Normal  School  at  Gorham,  was 
destroyed  by  fire  during  the  past  year ;  and  it  will  be  your 
pleasure  to  give  due  consideration  to  the  recommendation  of 
the  Trustees,  relating  thereto. 

EDUCATION  OF  THE  DEAF,  DUMB  AND  BLIND. 

For  several  years  the  State  annually  appropriated  twenty 
thousand  dollars  for  the  education  of  the  deaf,  the  dumb  and 
the  blind.    In  1893,  this  appropriation  was  reduced  to  fifteen 
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thousand  dollars.  In  view  of  the  inci'eased  number  desiring 
the  advantages  of  this  special  training,  that  sum  will  be  inade- 
quate to  properly  provide  in  the  future  for  the  free  education 
of  these  unfortunate  children. 

A  school  for  the  instruction  of  the  deaf  and  dumb  was 
established  at  Portland  in  1876,  commencing  with  three 
pupils.  At  the  present  time  fifty-five  children  are  being 
educated  at  this  excellent  and  progressive  institution,  under 
the  supeiTidion  of  the  accomplished  principal.  Miss  Taylor. 
Several  scholars  are  attending  the  American  Asylum  at  Hart- 
ford, Connecticut,  the  oldest  school  for  the  deaf  and  dumb  in 
the  country.  Great  advancement  has  been  made  in  the  Port- 
land school  within  the  past  few  years,  and  the  pupils  are 
making  admirable  progress.  Heretofore  no  opportunities 
were  given  them  for  mechanical  and  industrial  training,  but 
at  the  opening  of  the  fall  term  such  benefits  were  conferred. 
These  beneficiaries  of  the  State,  gathered  together  as  one 
family  among  our  own  people,  excite  the  deepest  interest; 
and  I  am  confident  you  will  not  hesitate  in  providing  means 
that  will  enable  them  to  receive  the  training  and  instruction 
that  will  open  up  to  them  a  new  and  brighter  life. 

A  suitable  home  should  be  established,  where  these  little 
helpless  children,  during  their  school  years,  may  be  con- 
stantly under  the  care  and  guidance  of  the  teachers  of  the 
school.  The  cost  of  a  building  adapted  to  this  purpose,  would 
be  comparatively  light. 

The  State  is  educating  twenty-one  blind  children  at  the 
Perkins  Institute,  South  Boston,  Massachusetts.  Suitable 
provision  must  be  made  for  their  future  welfare.  I  think  an 
annual  appropriation  of  $22,500  is  necessary  for  the  educa- 
tion and  care  of  the  deaf,  dumb  and  blind.  Any  unexpended 
balance  of  the  appropriation  for  this  humane  object,  will  be 
covered  into  the  treasury. 

The  amount  of  funds  received  for  school  puiposes  is 
rapidly  growing,  having  increased  during  the  past  five  years 
from  $416,619.13  to  $541,599.14;  and  it  will  continue  to 
enlarge  in  the  future.  The  expenditure  for  the  deaf,  dumb 
and  blind  is  purely  for  educational  purposes,  for  the  benefit 
of  school  children  of  our  State.  It  seems  just  that  the  appro- 
priation for  their  education  should  be  a  charge  upon  the  school 
fund  and  paid  from  that  source,  and  not  be  appropriated  from 
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sums  received  by  taxation  for  general  purposes.  I  believe 
every  municipality  in  the  State  would  cheerfully  recogni2:e 
the  propriety  and  justice  of  such  legislation,  permitting  these 
children  to  share  in  the  geneml  fund  set  apart  for  educational 
purposes. 

LABOR. 

The  cause  of  labor  should  always  receive  the  highest  con- 
sideration at  the  hands  of  the  legislative  branch  ot  the  gov- 
ernment. Ameliorating  laws  have  l)een  enacteil  in  the  past, 
and  no  effort  should  Ik.'  spared  in  the  future  to  conserve  and 
promote  this  great  cause.  Friendly  relations  should  be  main- 
tained between  the  employer  and  employed,  a  spirit  of  confi- 
dence and  good  will  should  be  fostered, for  industrial  peace  is  the 
strongest  promoter  of  the  welfare  of  labor  and  the  State. 

We  are  being  constantly  warned  that  a  great  danger  threat- 
ens our  free  institutions  and  the  well  being  of  the  industrial 
workers  of  our  country,  by  the  tide  of  immigation  that  is 
flooding  our  shoi-es. 

We  welcome  the  industrious  immigmnt,  who  comes  as  a 
friend  and  not  as  an  enemy  of  the  Republic ;  who  comes  for 
the  purpose  of  making  a  home  and  l)ecoming  a  good,  law- 
abiding  citizen,  ready  to  uphold  the  Constitution  and  laws  in 
times  of  peace  and  defend  their  majesty  in  time  of  war.  We 
had  a  conspicuous  illustration,  from  18GI  to  18G5,  of  the 
loyalty  and  devotion  to  our  flag  of  the  adopted  citizens  of  our 
country,  and  they  were  found  in  almost  every  regiment  and 
brigade  of  the  Union  Army.  A  different  class  are  now  seek- 
ing our  land  from  foreign  countries.  The  civilized  society  of 
America  should  not  tolerate  the  presence  of  anarchists  and 
nihilists  who  come  as  the  destroyers  of  our  institutions,  and 
who  would  substitute  rioting,  violence,  lawlessness,  bloodshed 
and  anarchy  for  p^ood  government. 
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STATE  INSTITUTIONS. 

I  have  visited  the  yarious  institutions  of  the  State,  and 
find  them  in  good  condition.  The  reports  of  the  Trustees  and 
Superintendents,  of  the  Boards  and  Commissions  established 
by  the  State,  will  be  transmitted  to  you,  and  your  attention 
is  invited  to  the  recommendations  and  suggestions  contained 
in  the  same. 

STATE  COLLEGE  OP  AGRICULTURE  AND  MECHANIC  ARTS. 

The  State  College  of  Agriculture  and  Mechanic  Arts  is  a 
part  of  our  free  educational  system,  and  its  claims  upon  the 
State  should  be  recognized.  The  law  of  Congress,  under 
which  the  College  was  endowed,  provides  that  its  leading 
object  shall  be  to  teach  such  branches  of  learning  as  are 
related  to  agriculture  and  mechanic  arts,  and  without  exclud- 
ing other  scientific  and  classical  studies.  This  institution 
offers  an  opportunity  for  a  practical  and  advanced  education, 
at  a  reasonable  cost.  The  attendance  during  the  past  two 
years  has  steadily  increased,  and  the  number  of  new  students 
in  1894,  was  more  than  double  that  of  the  preceding  year. 

A  new  course  in  electrical  engineering  has  been  established, 
enabling  our  young  men  to  gain  a  systematic  training  in  the 
use  of  electricity,  which  is  destined  in  the  future  to  bear  an 
important  part  in  the  development  and  utilization  of  the 
immense  water  power  of  the  State  for  manufacturing  and 
other  purposes. 

Instruction  in  pharmacy  has  also  been  introduced,  and  two 
courses  established.  In  addition  to  the  full  course  in  agri- 
culture, shorter  courses  have  been  arranged  to  meet  the  con- 
venience of  those  desiring  instruction  in  this  important 
branch,  but  who  are  unable  to  devote  the  time  for  a  fall 
course. 

The  General  Government  also  requires  that  instruction  in 
military  science  shall  be  given,  and  in  October  last  an 
encampment  was  held  by  the  students  at  Portland.  They 
exnibited  marked  proticiency  in  drill,  thorough  discipline,  and 
their  gentlemanly  bearing  won  the  commendation  of  thou- 
sands of  citizens  who  had  an  opportunity  to  observe  them 
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while  in  cump.  Tliis  department  is  under  the  direct  super- 
vision of  Lieut.  Mark  L.  Hersey,  U.  S.  Army,  who  in  addi- 
tion to  his  duties  at  the  College,  has  rendered  valuable  service 
to  the  Maine  National  Guard. 

REFORM  SCHOOL. 

Two  thousand  one  hundred  and  two  boys  have  been  admit- 
ted to  the  Reform  School  since  its  establishment.  The  number 
in  the  school  Deceml)er  first,  1894,  was  one  hundred  and 
foity.  The  State  should  not  treat  this  as  a  penal  institution 
alone,  but  as  a  branch  of  the  educational  work  of  our  State. 
Many  of  the  inmates  are  of  tender  years,  whose  young  lives 
have  never  been  blessed  with  the  kind  and  refining  influences 
of  a  happy  home  and  a  devoted  mother  and  father.  Many  of 
them  when  arrested  and  arraigned  before  the  magistrate,  had 
no  conception  that  they  had  committed  any  wrong  or  any 
crime  against  society.  Here  they  are  receiving  a  moral, 
intellectual  and  industrial  training,  which  will  fit  them  for 
useful  employments  and  good  citizenship. 

The  superior  advantages  of  the  cottage  system  have  l>een 
fiilly  demonstrated;  and  the  institution  should  receive  a 
cordial  supp<»rt. 

THE  INSANE. 

That  there  may  be  no  misapprehension  as  to  my  views 
relative  to  making  appropriate  provision  for  the  insane,  you 
will  allow  reference  to  a  former  communication,  addressed  to 
the  Legislature  in  1893,  upon  this  important  subject,  wherein 
it  was  stated  :  "The  insane  arc  entitled  to  the  special  care  of 
the  State.  Their  lot  is  the  saddest  that  can  befall  humanity. 
To  the  great  credit  of  our  State,  you  have  never  reluctantly 
or  stintingly  bestowed  j'^our  public  favor  upon  this  unfortunate 
class,  and  we  should  continue  to  make  appropriate  provision 
for  their  care.  Many,  with  proper  treatment,  can  be  restored 
to  their  families,  to  society  and  activity  in  the  business  world. 
The  incurable  should  have  the  kindest  restraint  consistent 
with  public  safety." 

At  the  last  session  of  the  Legislature,  two  conunittees  of  that 
body,  the  Committee  on  Finance  and  the  Committee  on  Insane 
Hospital,  acting  jointly  as  a  special  committee ^  hnd  this  sub- 
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ject  under  consideration  and  were  practically  unanimous  in 
their  decision  that  additional  accommodations  should  be  pro-> 
vided  for  the  insane.  Two  reports  were  made  to  the  Legisla- 
ture by  this  committee  ;  in  the  final  report  a  majority  recom- 
mended an  appropriation  of  $150,000  to  erect  a  new  hospital 
at  Bangor,  and  a  minority  recommended  an  appropriation  of 
$110,000  to  be  expended  in  adding  two  new  buildings  to  the 
hospital  at  Augusta. 

Under  a  resolve  of  the  last  Legislature  directing  the  Gov- 
ernor and  Council  and  the  Trustees  of  the  Insane  Hospital  ''To 
ascertain  the  exact  number  of  idiotic  and  demented  persons 
now  in  the  hospital,  and  to  report  their  condition,  and  to 
further  examine  into  the  expediency  of  constructing  additional 
wings  or  buildings,  and  the  cost  of  the  same,  for  the  accom* 
modation  of  the  above  classes,  on  the  grounds  of  the  Maine 
Insane  Hospital,  in  Augusta,  and  report  to  the  next  Legisla- 
ture,'* Ex-Governor  Frederick  Robie,  of  Cumberland  county. 
Honorable  F,  M,  Simpson,  of  Penobscot  county,  and  General 
R.  B,  Shepherd,  of  Somerset  county,  were  appointed  a  com- 
mittee to  investigate,  consider  and  report  upon  this  subject. 

The  resolve,  under  which  the  committee  acted,  related  sole- 
ly to  the  present  hospital,  and  the  result  of  their  inquiries 
will  be  submitted  to  you.  The  investigations  have  been 
exhaustive.  While  the  report  suggests  '^That  two  additional 
wings  of  the  same  style  and  character  of  those  already  con- 
structed could  be  erected  and  connected  thereto  by  corridors,** 
or,  "That  new  buildings  could  be  constructed  on  the  grounds 
of  the  hospital,  at  Augusta,  of  sufficient  capacity  for  the  care 
of  vhe  present  existing  surplus  at  said  hospital,"  no  opinion 
is  expressed  as  to  the  advisability  of  adopting  dither  of  such 
methods,  nor  is  any  recommendation  made ;  but  the  report  of 

« 

the  committee  leaves  *'the  matter  for  the  wise  consideration  of 
the  Legislature,  with  the  full  belief  that  the  best  interests  of 
the  State  will  be  conserved,  and  the  large  and  ever  increasing 
population  of  its  insane  will  be  humanely  and  benevolently 
provided  for.'* 

It  is  fully  recognized  that  the  present  accommodations  are 
inadequate,  and  the  duty  will  devolve  upon  you  to  provide 
some  measure  of  relief  for  the  future.  Controversies  and  dis- 
agreements as  to  the  location  where  the  insane  of  the  State 
shall  be  provided  for,  should  not  result  in  withholding  snita- 
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ble  and  necessary  provision  for  their  care.  Differences  of 
opinion  may  naturally  be  entertained,  discussions  may  arise, 
but  I  urge  upon  you  the  importance  of  reaching  a  harmonious 
and  satisfactory  decision. 

The  claims  of  the  insane  upon  the  State  are  such  that  you 
cannot  regard  the  question  entirely  in  an  economic  sense,  bat 
must  consider  what  means  will  afford  the  best  opportunities 
for  the  care  and  treatment  of  those  upon  whom  this  sad  mis- 
fortune has  fallen. 

From  the  most  unpartial  information  I  have  been  able  to 
obtain,  I  believe  the  best  interests  of  the  insane  would  justify 
the  erection  of  a  new  hospital.  If  upon  full  and  thorough, 
investigation  you  are  in  accord  with  this  expression  of  belief, 
I  recommend  that  a  reasonable  appropriation  be  made  b^  the 
Legislature  with  this  object  in  view,  and  that  you  appropriately 
provide  for  the  beginning  of  the  work  of  construction.  The 
State  owns  a  suitable  site  in  Bangor,  purchased  some  years 
since. 

In  dealing  with  a  matter  of  legislation  so  important  to  those 
who  cannot  come  here  to  present  their  cause,  not  only  their 
welfare,  but  the  interests  of  the  State  will  be  best  subserved 
and  promoted,  by  considering  this  subject  entirely  freed  from 
and  independent  of,  all  other  questions,  as  association  with 
other  measures  may  imperil  the  most  deserving. 

CRIMINAL  INSANE. 

Experience  has  folly  justified  the  establishment,  by  the  last 
Legislature,  of  a  separate  department  at  Thomaston,  for  the 
care  of  the  criminal  insane.  No  appropriation  was  made  for 
the  support  of  these  patients  for  the  years  1893  and  1894. 
The  Warden  of  the  prison  has  provided  for  their  care,  and  it 
will  be  necessary  for  the  Legislature  to  make  provision  for  this 
expenditure,  and  for  their  foture  support. 

STATE  PRISON. 

The  condition  of  the  State  Prison  will  be  folly  shown  by 
the  reports  of  the  officers  having  supervision  of  that  institution. 
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INDUSTRIAL  SCHOOL  FOR  GIRLS. 

The  bounty  bestowed  by  the  State  upon  the  Industrial 
School  for  Girls,  is  for  a  worthy  object.  Its  history  affords 
numerous  examples  of  the  reclamation  of  young  girls  from 
unfortunate  surroundings,  who  are  now  living  useful  and 
upright  lives. 

BATH  MILITARY  AND  NAVAL  ORPHAN  ASYLUM. 

The  Bath  Military  and  Naval  Orphan  Asylum  on  the  first 
day  of  December,  1894,  had  forty-eight  children  under  its 
care.     The  institution  merits  the  favor  of  the  State. 

LIBRARY. 

On  a  former  occasion  attention  was  called  to  the  great 
advantages  that  would  be  secured  to  the  cause  of  education » 
by  the  establishment  of  a  free  public  library  in  every  town  in 
the  State.  There  was  some  legislation  at  the  last  session,  in 
this  direction  ;  and  several  of  the  cities  and  towns  have  granted 
aid  to  library  associations,  with  the  free  use  of  the  library  to 
the  inhabitants.  During  the  past  two  years  many  new  public 
libraries  have  been  established,  and  there  are  now  more  than 
two  hundred  in  the  State. 

The  additions  to  the  State  Library,  during  the  two  years 
ending  December  first,  1894,  were  five  thousand  four  hundred 
books  and  pamphlets.  Many  educational  and  public  institu- 
tions are  soliciting  an  exchange  of  publications,  and  the 
National  government  is  supplying  us  with  valuable  works  on 
special  topics.  The  law  department  of  the  library  has  received 
large  additions.  The  reports  of  the  decisions  of  the  highest 
courts  of  all  the  states,  with  three  exceptions,  and  the  English 
Equity  Reports,  are  now  complete.  Full  reports  of  the 
decisions  of  the  Circuit  and  District  courts  of  the  United 
States  have  been  secured,  and  also  the  codes  and  statutes  of 
many  of  the  states. 

LAW  DEPARTMENT. 

The  result  of  the  prosecutions  instituted  in  behalf  of  the 
State  in  the  different  counties  for  violation  of  our  laws,  and 
the  condition  of  the  civil  business  of  the  State  under  the 
charge  of  this  important  department,  will  be  found  in  the 
report  of  the  Attorney  General. 
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SAVINGS  BANKS. 

The  report  of  the  State  Bank  Examiner  shows  a  gratifying 
condition  on  the  part  of  our  savings  banks,  trust  companies, 
loan  and  building  associations.  The  entire  resources  of  the 
fifty-one  savings  institutions  on  the  twenty-fourth  day  of 
November,  1894,  were  $57,761,918.46.  The  increase  of 
deposits  during  the  past  year  was  $1,269,914.38.  The  gain 
in  number  of  depositors  was  seventeen  hundred  and  eighty- 
two. 

LABOR  BUREAU. 

An  investigation  of  the  summer  resort  business  of  the  State 
was  made  by  the  Commissioner  of  the  Bureau  of  Industrial 
and  Labor  Statistics  in  1893,  by  direction  of  the  Legislature ; 
and  the  results  are  most  interesting  and  satisfieu^ry.  Tlie 
report  for  1894,  has  reference  to  our  various  industrial 
interests,  and  contains  statistics  and  information  of  great 
value. 

RAILROADS. 

The  report  of  the  Board  of  Railroad  Commissioners  will 
inform  you  of  the  superb  condition  of  our  railroad  system. 

FISH  AND  GAME. 

The  State  has  expended  during  the  past  ten  years  more 
than  one  hundred  and  twenty-seven  thousand  dollars  in  the 
restoration,  encouragement  and  protection  of  its  fish  and 
game.  The  time  is  approaching  when  more  protective  legis- 
lation must  be  enacted,  and  greater  vigilance  exercised,  if  this 
great  public  interest  is  to  be  properly  cared  for  in  tbe  future. 
Numerous  and  well  grounded  complaints  have  come  to  me 
during  the  past  year,  of  the  wanton  slaughter  nf  our  large 
game,  and  the  illegal  taking  and  destruction  of  food  fish  in 
our  waters.  The  remedy  will  not  be  found  in  more  stringent 
legislation,  unless  proper  provision  is  made  for  iio  enforce- 
ment. 

The  sea  and  shore  fisheries  of  the  State  are  an  important 
industry,  giving  employment  to  more  than  fifteen  thousand 
people.  With  necessary  legal  restrictions,  constantly  en- 
forced, they  may  be  preserved  for  the  future.  It  is  claimed 
by  many  that  the  amount  appropriated  by  the  Legislature  for 
the  protection  of  this  branch  of  our  fishing  interests,  is  dis- 
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proportionate  to  the  amount  appropriated  for  the  protection 
of  our  inland  fisheries.  Evidently  the  sum  is  inadequate  to 
enforce,  along  our  extended  line  of  sea  coast,  the  provisions 
of  law  guarding  this  industry.  The  entire  subject  of  proper- 
ly protecting  our  fisheries  and  game  is  worthy  the  earnest 
efforts  of  the  Legislature. 

IMPROVED  HIGHWAYS. 

Some  well  considered  policy  should  be  adopted  for  the 
improvement  of  our  highways.  Our  excellent  railroads  fur- 
nish rapid  and  easy  methods  of  transportation  for  passengers 
and  freight,  and  improved  carriage  roads  would  afford  addi- 
tional facilities  and  further  aid  in  the  development  of  the 
State.  There  seems  to  be  an  earnest  sentiment  for  some 
recognition  by  the  Legislature  of  the  growing  demand  for 
improved  highways.  It  is  a  subject  in  which  many  people 
are  taking  a  great  interest.  It  is  claimed  that  under  a  well 
regulated  and  uniform  method  of  expending  the  money  now 
appropriated,  with  the  advance  already  made  in  road  con- 
struction, our  highways  could  largely  be  improved  without 
any  material  increase  of  taxation.  If  the  State  is  to  inaugu- 
rate a  permanent  system  of  road  improvement,  the  subject 
should  have  thorough  and  careful  investigation  by  men  of 
experience,  in  order  that  the  wisest  course  may  be  determined 
upon ;  otherwise  we  may  involve  ourselves  in  a  system  of 
internal  improvements  more  burdensome  than  the  people 
would  care  to  bear.  The  subject  should  receive  your  careful 
consideration. 

FIRe  INSURANCE. 

Our  people  are  largely  dependent  upon  foreign  fire  insur- 
ance companies  to  do  their  fire  underwriting,  and  the  average 
annual  tax  paid  by  these  companies  to  the  State  amounts  to 
sixteen  thousand  dollars.  It  appears  by  the  last  report 
issued  by  the  Insurance  Department  of  Maine,  that  the  entire 
amount  of  risks  written  in  the  State  for  the  year  1893  was 
$109,881,591,  and  more  than  ninety-eight  per  centum  was 
written  by  foreign  companies. 

The  Legislature  has  continued  to  pass  laws  upon  this  subject 
until  our  statutes  have  become  a  mass  of  seeming  contradic- 
tions, difficult  of  interpretation  or  comprehension ;  rates  to 
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the  people  for  fire  insurance  have  continually  increased,  fire 
losses  are  multiplying,  and  during  the  past  two  years,  fourteen 
fire  insurance  companies,  representing  a  capital  of  more  than 
five  million  dii'.!ai*s,  have  discontinued  their  business  in  Maine 
and  withdrawn  'rom  the  State.  It  is  estimated  that  the  annual 
fire  waste  to  our  State  is  two  million  dollars.  This  destruc- 
tion of  values  is  o  serious  consequence  to  the  material  inter- 
ests of  the  State.  Numerous  measures  have  been  adopted  by 
several  states,  with  good  results,  tending  to  reduce  this  vast  and 
unnatural  destruction  of  property,  and  securing  to  the  assured 
cheaper  rates  and  absolute  indemnity  for  loss.  The  time  has 
arrived  when  sufficient  protection  against  fire  cannot  be 
obtained  by  our  people,  in  sound  insurance  companies  author- 
ized to  do  business  in  our  State. 

The  subject  requires  the  careful  attention  and  thought  of 
the  Legislature ;  and  I  call  your  consideration  to  the  sugges- 
tions of  the  Insurance  Commissioner,  who  has  given  the  mat- 
ter much  investigation,  and  trust  you  will  approach  the  ques- 
tions involved  with  the  greatest  fairness,  recognizing  the 
importance  to  our  people  of  sufficient  and  sound  insurance  at 
fair  rates. 

SHIPPING. 

American  ships  for  the  American  merchant  marine,  will  aid 
our  ship  building  industry,  give  encouragement  to  American 
ingenuity  and  skill,  employment  to  our  labor,  and  preserve 
our  independence  as  a  nation.  We  should  neither  be  depend- 
ent upon  foreign  nations  for  our  navy  nor  for  the  ships  com- 
prising our  merchant  marine.  Maine  has  occupied  a  con- 
spicuous position  in  the  building  of  the  American  navy,  and 
the  first  steel  sailing  ship  built  in  America  was  launched  the 
past  year,  from  a  Maine  ship  yard,  bearing  the  proud  motto 
of  our  State.  It  is  confidently  asserted  by  many  of  our  lead- 
ing ship  builders  and  ship  owners,  that  if  our  Government 
shall  retain  for  this  industry  the  protection  accorded  by  our 
wise  navigation  laws,  Maine  in  the  near  future  will  be  pro- 
ducing as  much  iron  and  steel  tonnage  as  she  has  heretofore 
of  wood. 

We  may  well  view  with  alarm  the  proposed  free  admission 
to  American  registry  of  ships  built  in  foreign  countries,  for  it 
must  be  detrimental  to  our  State,  and  to  the  shipping  and 
business  interests  of  its  citizens. 
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An  expression  from  the  Legislature  to  the  Congress  of  the 
United  States  upon  a  subject  so  vital  to  the  State,  will  be 
appropriate. 

In  this  connection  allow  me  to  call  your  attention  to  the 
method  of  taxation  applicable  to  shipping.  A  comparison  of 
the  taxes  levied  by  our  State,  with  those  levied  by  the  leading 
maritime  nations  of  the  world  and  some  of  the  states  of  the 
American  Union  upon  this  industry,  will  impress  upon  you 
the  propriety  of  placing  this  great  interest  on  an  equality 
with  similar  property  in  other  localities,  and  thus  enable  our 
ship  owners  to  meet  the  competition  which  lower  rates  of 
taxation  in  those  communities  afford. 

THE  NATIONAL  GUARD. 

I  commend  the  National  Guard  for  its  excellence  and  effi-« 
<5iency.  Recognizing  the  impoilance  of  placing  the  military 
organizations  of  the  State  on  a  more  permanent  basis,  the 
Legislature  of  1893,  authorized  the  Governor  to  appoint  a 
commission  to  revise  and  consolidate  the  laws  relating  to  our 
military  forces.  The  commission  appointed  consisted  of  Gen- 
eral Selden  Connor,  General  John  Marshall  Brown,  General 
Samuel  D.  Leavitt,  General  Winfield  S.  Choate  and  Colonel 
Victor  Brett ;  the  result  of  their  faithful  and  valuable  services 
is  embodied  in  the  provisions  of  Chapter  266  of  the  Public 
Laws  of  1893. 

There  has  been  practically  a  reorganization,  during  the 
past  two  years,  and  the  National  Guard  now  consists  of  two 
regiments  of  infantry,  of  eleven  companies  each.  The  law 
contemplates  that  each  regiment  shall  be  composed  of  not 
less  than  twelve  companies ;  but  this  desirable  object  could 
not  be  accomplished  without  exceeding  the  appropriation, 
which  was  not  deemed  advisable.  A  successful  encampment 
was  held  at  Augusta,  in  August  last,  highly  creditable  to  the 
officers,  the  men  and  to  the  State. 

Captain  Charles  B.  Hall  of  the  United  States  Army,  was 
detailed  by  the  Secretary  of  War,  for  duty  in  the  State,  and 
rendered  three  months  efficient  service.  In  his  report  to  the 
War  Department,  he  gives  deserved  recognition  of  the  great 
improvement  in  the  National  Guard  during  the  past  two 
years. 
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The  military  organization  is  composed  of  active  and  intelli- 
gent young  men,  devoted  to  the  service,  and  is  entitled  to 
the  support  of  the  State. 

I  recommend  that  the  regular  appropriation  for  the  support 
of  this  branch  of  the  service  be  made  equal  to  one-tenth  of  a 
mill  on  the  valuation,  instead  of  one-twelfth,  as  now  provided. 
An  increase  in  the  appropriation  for  military  purposes  will 
be  necessary  if  we  are  to  maintain  an  efficient  National  Guard. 

While  we  can  rely  upon  the  intelligence  and  sound  judg- 
ment of  the  people  of  Maine  to  preserve  good  order  and  the 
public  peace,  yet,  should  any  unfortunate  conditions  arise» 
demanding  the  services  of  armed  troops,  we  should  be  pre- 
pared to  act  promptly  and  effectively.  The  National  Gtiard 
of  Maine  can  be  relied  upon  in  any  emergency. 

The  able  report  of  the  Adjutant  General,  will  give  you 
complete  information  of  the  condition  of  this  important 
organization. 

THE  VETERAN  SOLDIERS. 

During  the  years  that  have  intervened  since  the  close  of  the 
great  conflict  for  the  preservation  of  the  Union,  the  soldiers 
of  Maine  who  participated  in  that  struggle,  their  widows  and 
oq^haus,  in  their  hour  of  need,  have  had  the  protecting  care 
of  the  State.  The  people  are  still  loyal  to  the  assurances 
then  given,  and  will  continue  to  recognize  the  services  ren- 
dered and  the  sacrifices  made  by  those  gallant  men.  The 
usual  appropriation  for  this  purpose  for  the  past  few  years 
has  been  from  sixty  thousand  to  sixty-five  thousand  dollars 
annually.  It  is  paid  out  through  the  municipal  officers  of 
the  various  cities  and  towns  of  the  State,  under  the  direction 
and  supervision  of  the  Governor  and  Council  and  the  Pension 
Agent. 

From  my  observation  during  the  past  two  years  in  the  dis- 
bursement of  this  sum,  I  doubt  if  any  appropriation  of  an 
equal  amount  made  by  the  Legislature,  serves  a  more  useful 
and  deserving  purpose.  It  relieves  the  homes  of  many  of 
the  unfortunate  from  want,  and  numerous  households  from 
suffering.  Advancing  age  and  bodily  infirmities  have  caused 
an  increased  demand  upon  this  fund  for  the  past  two  years> 
and  some  urgent  and  meritorious  calls  could  not  be  favorably 
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answered.  I  therefore  recommend  an  increase  in  the  appro- 
priation of  five  thousand  dollars,  for  each  of  the  years  1895 
and  1896. 

The  State  has  declared  that  it  will  bear  the  necessary  burial 
expenses  of  every  destitute  citizen  of  hers,  who  served  in  the 
aimy,  navy  or  marine  corps  of  the  United  States,  during  the 
rebellion  and  was  honorably  discharged.  The  present  statute 
requires  the  Legislature  to  appropriate  the  necessary  money 
therefor.  The  sum  now  devoted  to  this  purpose  is  insufficient, 
and  I  recommend  an  annual  increase  of  one  thousand  dollars, 
in  the  appropriation. 

SUFFRAGE. 

The  right  of  suffrage,  the  right  to  have  a  voice  in  the  affairs 
of  the  Government,  is  one  of  the  highest  privileges  bestowed 
upon  the  citizen.  The  established  method  that  existed  in  our 
State  for  generations,  of  permitting  the  expression  of  political 
preferences  at  the  ballot  box  by  an  open  ballot,^  was  super- 
seded by  the  Legislature  of  1891,  after  a  full  discussion. 

The  tendency  of  popular  government  is  in  the  direction  of 
a  higher  and  more  advanced  intelligence  and  greater  indi- 
vidual responsibility  in  the  exercise  of  this  important  right. 
We  need  not  go  beyond  the  limits  of  our  own  State  to  find  a 
recognition  of  this  principle.  The  people  of  Maine,  by  a  con- 
stitutional amendment  adopted  in  1891 ,  decreed,  with  certain 
limitations  and  exceptions,  that  ^*No  person  shall  have  the 
right  to  vote  or  be  eligible  to  office  under  the  Constitution  of 
this  State,  who  shall  not  be  able  to  read  the  Constitution  in  the 
English  language  and  write  his  name.** 

It  is  conceded  that  many  defective  ballots  were  cast  at  the 
last  election.  This  may  be  attributed  in  many  instances  to 
the  change  adopted  in  1893,  in  the  method  of  marking  the 
ballot.  A  fixed  and  permanent  system  of  voting  seems  to  be 
desimble ;  constant  changes  in  the  mode  of  exercising  that 
right,  only  tend  to  confusion  and  increase  mistakes.  li 
intelligent  voters  have  been  disfranchised  for  want  of  atten- 
tion, it  certainly  would  be  an  anomaly  in  legislation,  to  under- 
take to  provide  a  remedy  for  such  inattention,  by  legislative 
enactment.  The  people  of  the  State  should  be  given  a  fair 
opportunity  to  test  the  measure.     There  can  never  be  a  fair 
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and  satisfisictory  testt  if  the  Legislature,  saooeeding  every  eleo* 
tion,  preacribes  a  different  manner  of  marking  the  ballot,  for 
that  will  only  lead  to  additional  confhsion. 

While  it  may  be  desirable  to  enlaige  somewhat  the  aathority 
of  election  officers  in  assisting  the  voter  desiring  information, 
and  provide  for  a  uniform  interpretation  of  the  law  respect* 
ing  the  counting  of  the  votes,  I  believe  all  radical  changes 
should  be  avoided  at  the  present  session.  The  statute  exists, 
and  should  have  a  fair  trial  under  favorable  circumstances. 
If  it  does  not  then  prove  satisfiustory,  the  voters  of  the  State 
wm  speedily  find  a  remedy. 

STATE  LIQUOR  AGENCY. 

The  State  has  for  many  years  authorized  the  maintenance 
of  a  liquor  agency  ^<to  furnish  municipal  officers  of  towns  in 
this  State,  and  duly  authorized  agents  of  other  states,  with 
pure,  unadulterated,  intoxicating  liquors,  to  be  kept  and  sold 
for  medicinal,  mechanical  and  manufacturing  purposes.** 
With  the  continued  advance  of  the  cause  of  temperance  in  our 
State,  and  under  the  influence  of  a  strong  public  sentiment, 
aroused  and  strengthened  by  our  various  temperance  and 
Christian  organizations,  the  city  and  town  agencies  have  been 
gradually  reduced,  and  in  1894,  in  the  four  hundred  and 
thirty-eight  cities  and  towns  in  the  State,  only  twenty-three 
agencies  were  in  existence.  It  appears,  however,  fix)m 
official  returns,  that  during  the  past  three  years  intoxicating 
liquors  were  sold  through  the  State  Commissioner  to  the  estab- 
lished  city  and  town  agencies,  amounting  to  $338,801.71 . 

The  statute  regulating  this  immense  traffic  seems  to  be 
inadequate  in  many  respects.  The  law  formerly  required 
that  the  conmiissioner  should  have  a  place  of  business  in 
Maine ;  but  under  existing  statutes,  it  b  only  required  that 
he  "'shall  reside  and  have  his  place  of  residence  in  this  State." 
Under  the  practical  interpretation  of  the  present  statute, 
liquors  may  be  shipped  direct  from  other  states  to  the  city 
and  town  agencies,  without  ever  going  into  the  possession  of 
the  commissioner ;  and  necessary  tests  by  a  competent  assayer, 
to  determine  the  purity  of  such  liquors  after  they  reach  the 
State,  are  not  obligatory. 
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The  law  compels  the  person  assuming  the  duties  of  this 
position,  to  purchase  of  the  retiring  commissioner  the  entire 
stock  of  liquors  on  hand,  yet  the  State  does  not  retain  the 
power  to  control  the  purchases  or  sales  of  such  commissioner, 
or  to  limit  the  amount  of  stock  to  be  carried. 

It  will  be  observed  by  a  further  examination  of  the  stat- 
utes, that  the  State  has  carefully  relieved  itself  from  nearly  all 
responsibility,  except  the  authority  to  finally  pass  upon  the 
numerous  applications  for  liquor  commissioner ;  a  position  to 
which  an  annual  salary  of  only  fifteen  hundred  dollars  is 
attached,  and  requiring,  as  now  regulated,  an  invested  capital 
of  from  twelve  thousand  to  fifteen  thousand  dollars.  It  will 
also  be  seen  that  the  State  disclaims  all  liability  upon  any 
contract  made  or  obligation  created  in  connection  with  the 
business  carried  on,  but  still  takes  its  profits  on  the  sales 
made  by  its  agent. 

If  the  State  is  to  continue  the  maintenance  of  a  State 
agency,  and  authorize  city  and  town  agencies,  more  stringent 
legislation  regulating  the  same  should  be  enacted ;  we  should 
recognize  that  these  agencies  are  established  solely  to  provide 
pure  liquors,  strictly  for  the  purposes  contemplated  under  the 
law  sanctioning  their  creation.  As  now  permitted,  the  State 
is  a  silent  partner,  sharing  in  the  profits.  If  it  is  to  authorize 
the  source  of  supply  in  the  future  and  receive  its  percentage 
on  sales,  it  should  assume  direct  supervision  and  control  of 
all  purchases,  and  of  all  sales  to  the  city  and  town  agencies. 
I  recommend  that  either  the  State  liquor  agency  be  abolished, 
or  that  appropriate  legislation  be  enacted  in  the  direction 
indicated. 

The  municipal  officers  of  cities  and  towns  have  the  right, 
under  existing  law,  to  establish  city  and  town  agencies,  and 
are  now  required  to  purchase  their  stock  of  liquors  through 
the  State  agency.  Under  a  former  statute,  the  municipalities 
were  authorized  to  supply  such  agencies  independent  of  a 
State  liquor  agency.  With  the  large  number  of  these  agen- 
cies then  maintained  throughout  the  State,  the  legal  restric- 
tions surrounding  this  method  were  not  considered  sufficient- 
ly rigid  to  prevent  an  abuse  of  the  authority  conferred  upon 
cities  and  towns,  and  the  Legislature  abolished  the  system, 
and  established  the  State  agency.  A  report,  subsequently 
made  by  a  legislative  committee  upon  this  subject,  indicates 
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that  the  latter  method  did  not  then  entirely  ''meet  the  appro* 
bation  of  the  friends  of  law  and  good  order.'* 

Should  you  deem  it  advisable  to  discontinue  the  present 
method,  and  still  contmue  to  authorize  city  and  town  agen- 
cies, other  questions  will  naturally  arise.  If  it  is  impractica- 
ble for  the  State  to  assume  the  direct  responsibility  of  suppl^^- 
ing  such  agencies,  then  you  may  be  called  upon  to  consider, 
whether  it  will  be  judicious  to  confer  independent  authority 
upon  the  municipalities.  Permit  me  to  suggest,  if  legisla- 
tion be  contemplated  m  the  latter  direction,  it  should  he 
guarded  by  the  most  inflexible  legal  restnctions ;  regulations 
should  be  established  for  proper  tests  as  to  the  purity  of  the 
purchases,  after  their  arrival  in  this  State ;  the  profits  of  the 
cities  and  towns  should  be  limited  to  a  sum  not  in  excess  of 
the  actual  cost  of  maintaining  the  agency;  such  agencies 
should  be  continually  subject  to  inspection  by  a  competent 
assayer ;  and  absolute  power  should  be  conferred  upon  the 
courts  to  summarily  close  any  agency,  should  it  be  found, 
upon  investigation,  that  it  was  not  being  conducted  strictly 
in  accordance  with  the  intention  of  the  statute. 

Whatever  action  you  may  deem  it  wise  to  take,  it  should 
be  with  a  purpose  to  promote  the  cause  of  temperance  in  the 
State«  and  remedy  existing  conditions. 

No  reflection  whatever  is  intended  upon  anyone  connected, 
either  now  or  in  the  past,  with  the  management  of  the  State 
agency,  or  the  various  city  and  town  agencies.  My  criticism 
refers  solely  to  the  law  governing  the  same,  and  to  that  the 
remedy  should  be  unhesitatingly  and  vigorously  applied. 

SPECIAL  AND  PRIVATE   LEGISLATION. 

The  people  have  ordained  by  explicit  constitutional  pro- 
visions, that  <'the  legislature  shall,  from  time  to  time»  provide 
as  far  as  practicable,  by  general  laws,  for  all  matters  usually 
appertaining  to  special  or  private  legislation,'*  and  that  *«cor- 
porations  shall  be  formed  under  general  laws,  and  shall  not 
be  created  by  special  acts  of  the  legislature,  except  for 
municipal  purposes,  and  in  cases  where  the  objects  of  the 
corporation  cannot  otherwise  be  attained;  and,  however 
formed,  they  shall  forever  be  subject  to  the  general  laws  of 
the  State."

GOVERN'OR  CLEAVES'   ADDRESS. 

This  requirement  has  been  practically  disregarded  by  many 
legislative  bodies,  since  its  adoption.  Our  statutes  are 
burdened  with  enactments,  clearly  at  variance  with 
the  intention  and  spirit  of  these  plain  provisions.  While 
special  and  private  legislation  is  not  prohibited  in  absolute 
tenns,  the  law-making  power  is  commanded  to  make  provi- 
sion, as  far  as  practicable,  by  general  laws,  for  matters  of  this 
character.  , 

The  constitutional  provisions  bearing  upon  this  question 
are  somewhat  elastic,  leaving  nmch  to  the  discretion  and 
judgment  of  the  Legislature.  Its  provisions  are  especially 
adapted  to  a  State  so  vast  in  territory  as  our  own,  with  so 
many  interests  requiring  legislation,  at  times,  to  aid  in 
development.  Among  the  numerous  matters  that  will  come 
betore  you  for  consideration,  you  will  find  many  that  can  be 
beneficially  provided  for  by  general  and  uniform  laws.  Other 
subjects  will  come  before  you  where  safer  and  better  results 
can  be  reached,  and  more  advantageous  to  communities  and 
the  people,  by  discreet  special  legislation  applicable  to  the 
same,  and  where  it  would  be  unwise  and  injudicious  for  the 
Legislature  to  surrender,  by  general  laws,  its  power  of  control. 

At  its  last  session  the  Legislature,  appreciating  the  impor- 
tance of  limiting,  to  some  extent,  the  growing  tendency  of 
special  legislation,  authorized  the  appointment  of  a  board 
of  three  commissioners  to  take  into  consideration  the  sub- 
ject of  private  and  special  legislation,  to  investigate  and 
ascertain  what  subjects  might  properly  be  provided  for  by 
general  laws,  for  which  special  legislation  had  heretofore  been 
asked.  Under  the  Eesolve,  Honorable  Leroy  T.  Carleton,  of 
Winthrop,  Honorable  Fred  H.  Appleton,  of  Bangor,  and 
Honorable  William  H.  Fogler,  of  Rockland,  were  appointed. 
They  have  given  the  subject  a  patient  and  extended  investi- 
gation, and  the  result  will  be  placed  before  you.  Their  sug- 
gestions and  recoinmendations  deserve  the  favorable  con- 
sideration of  the  Legislature,  and  you  can,  by  general  laws, 
relieve  the  legislative  branch  of  the  government  of  much 
private  and  special  legislation,  which  will  result  in  shorten- 
ing the  session,  lightening  your  labors  and  reducing  the 
public  expenditures. 
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STATE  FLOWER. 

The  National  Garland,  to  be  composed  of  flowers  selected 
by  the  diflerent  states  of  the  American  Union,  will  appropri- 
ately represent,  not  only  their  independent  sovereignties,  but 
a  great  and  free  Republic.  The  selection  of  Maine's  flower 
for  this  garland,  under  the  direction  of  the  Maine  Floral 
Emblem  Society,  of  which  Miss  Janet  L.  Dingley,  of  Auburn, 
is  President,  has  been  submittecl  to  a  popular  vote,  and  a  very 
deep  interest  is  manifested  in  the  choice.  Later  in  the  ses- 
sion the  society  will  ask  of  you  appropriate  legislation,  which 
you  will  cheerfully  grant. 

COLUMBIAN  EXPOSITION. 

The  report  of  the  Board  of  World's  Fair  Managers,  of  the 
State's  prominence  in  the  World's  Columbian  Exposition ,  will 

be  placed  before  you.  Maine's  exhibit  was  highly  satis&o- 
tory,  and  the  services  of  the  entire  Board,  and  of  the  Execu- 
tive Commissioner,  General  Mattocks,  are  fully  appreciated  by 
the  State.  An  unexpended  balance  of  the  appropriation, 
amounting  to  six  thousand  dollars,  has  been  returned  by  the 
Treasurer  of  the  board  to  the  State. 

MAINE. 

Notwithstanding  the  depressing  influences  that  have  sur- 
rounded many  of  our  industrial  enterprises  and  the  interests 
of  labor  during  the  past  two  years,  our  State  has  steadily 
increased  in  population,  in  valuation  of  property  and  material 
wealth.  Our  enterprising  people  have  constructed  more  than 
two  hundred  and  eighteen  miles  of  new  railroad,  penetrating 
and  opening  up  in  various  sections  of  the  State,  a  territory 
rich  in  natural  resources,  with  fields  as  productive  as  any  that 
can  be  found  under  Southern  skies  or  on  Western  prairies. 

We  look  with  pride  on  the  permanency  of  our  great  busi- 
ness interests,  and  Maine  is  destined  in  the  future,  to  assume 
a  more  prominent  place  in  the  industrial  and  agricultural 
progress  of  the  country. 

We  view  with  satisfaction  the  soundness  and  stability  of 
our  financial  institutions ;  our  national  and  savings  banks, 
trust,  loan  and  building  associations,  towering  in  strength 
and  safety  amid  the  storms  of  broken  confidence,  financial 
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distrust  and  disaster,  that  have  overtaken  and  submerged  so 
many  institutions  of  a  similar  character,  in  other  sections  of 
our  country. 

Maine's  progress  in  the  past,  is  her  best  encomium ;  her 
advantages  for  future  development  are  everywhere  recog- 
nized, and  her  people  are  appreciating  that  concentration  of 
effort  and  capital  will  bring  forth  the  grandest  results. 
Employment  of  labor  and  production  at  home,  should  be  the 
sentiment  of  our  people;  loyalty  and  devotion  to  Maine's 
interests,  will  enable  us  to  reach  the  coveted  goal  of  indus- 
trial achievements ;  the  present  is  only  the  beginning  of  the 
great  future  that  awaits  her,  and  the  harvest  will  certainly 
come.  In  our  legislation  we  should  look  to  the  advancement 
and  material  welfare  of  the  whole  State.  Every  measure 
before  you  for  consideration,  whether  applicable  to  one  sec- 
tion of  our  State  or  another,  will  deserve  impartial  considera- 
tion and  should  rest  upon  its  own  intrinsic  merits.  Industrial 
development  and  growth,  improvement  and  advance  in  any 
section  of  the  State,  will  add  to  the  great  aggregate  that 
makes  up  a  prosperous  Commonwealth. 

APPROPRIATIONS. 

We  enter  upon  our  duties  at  a  period  when  the  people 
expect  and  have  a  right  to  require  of  us,  the  most  cautious 
management  and  the  most  conservative  legislation  in  the 
affairs  of  the  State.  This  is  not  a  time  for  excessive  appro- 
priations or  for  the  enactment  of  experimental  laws.  The 
excellent  financial  condition  of  our  State,  and  the  unusually 
large  amount  in  the  treasury  at  the  beginning  of  the  new 
year,  should  not  incite  us  to  seek  out  new  and  unexplored 
avenues  for  the  expenditure  of  the  people's  money. 

All  reasonable  appropriations,  looking  to  the  present  and 
future  care  of  the  insane,  for  the  proper  support  of  our  bene- 
ficent, charitable  and  correctional  institutions,  for  the  great 
cause  of  education,  for  the  aid  and  care  of  the  unfortunate, 
for  the  relief  of  the  old  soldier  and  his  dependents,  and  for 
other  necessary  public  purposes,  will  meet  with  a  hearty  and 
approving  response  from  our  people,  for  they  have  always 
willingly  and  cheerfully  responded  to  every  necessary  call. 

The  absolute  power  to  appropriate  money  is  with  the  Legis- 
lature. The  authority  is  given  yon,  and  under  the  Constitu*^ 
54  .t 
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tion  the  responsibility  rests  where  it  should,  with  die  Honors- 
able  Senators  and  Representatives.  It  is  a  responsible 
position,  because  you  are  to  deal  in  making  appropria- 
tions, with  the  revenues  that  come  by  taxation  directly 
fix)m  your  constituents,  to  the  public  treasury.  It  will 
be  your  duty,  before  the  session  closes,  to  fix  the  rate  of 
taxation  upon  the  farms  and  other  real  and  personal  property 
of  the  State,  to  meet  in  part  the  expenditures  authorised  by 
you.  The  entire  matter  is  within  your  control,  and  the  tax 
for  State  purposes  must  depend  upon  the  appropriations  here 
made.  That  you  will  exercise  this  important  power  with  the 
utmost  care,  with  prudence  and  discrimination,  I  haye  no 
doubt.  If  this  shall  be  done,  the  State  tax  will  be  such  as  to 
command  the  approval  of  those  who  have  honored  you  with 
these  public  trusts. 

In  assuming  the  responsible  duties  of  tiie  office  to  whic^  I 
have  been  re-elected,  allow  me  to  express  to  tiie  people  and 
the  press  of  Maine,  irrespective  of  party,  my  appreciation  of 
Hie  cordial  and  generous  support  I  have  received  from  tiiem, 
in  the  administration  of  the  affairs  of  the  State  government. 
It  will  be  my  purpose  in  the  future,  to  administer  this  great 
public  trust  for  the  promotion  of  the  interests  of  the  entire 
State,  With  harmonious  relations,  we  enter  upon  the  impor- 
tant work  assigned  us.  We  should  guard  against  too  mudi 
legislation ;  it  is  more  dangerous  than  too  little ;  and  in  all 
laws  enacted,  we  should  careftdly  protect  the  rights  o(  every 
dtizen  of  the  State. 

The  party  in  control  of  the  State  government  is  responsible 
for  all  legislation,  and  for  every  expenditure  of  the  public 
money.  It  will  be  held  strictly  accountable,  and  should  it 
be  unfidthful  to  the  great  trust  with  which  it  is  charged, 
should  it  use  its  vast  powers  otiierwise  than  for  the  public 
good,  the  people  will  not  be  slow  in  making  known  their 
disapproval. 

In  entering  upon  the  dischaige  of  our  official  duties,  let  us 
invoke  the  blessings  of  the  Divine  Power  upon  our  State,  her 
people  and  institutions ;  and  may  we  serve  her  with  a  patriotic 
devotion  to  her  great  interests.

I  have  the  honor  to  transmit  herewith,  for  the  considera- 
tion of  the  Legislature,  Report  of  the  Commissioners  ap- 
pointed under  a  resolve  of  the  Legislature  of  1893,  to  take 
into  consideration  the  subject  of  private  and  special  legisla- 
tion, with  accompanying  drafts  of  bills.

To  the  Honorable  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives : 

I  have  the  honor  to  transmit  herewith  the  Report  of  the 
Cattle  Commissioners  of  the  State  of  Maine.  The  law  of 
1893,  authorizing  the  printing  of  certain  State  Reports,  makes 
no  provision  for  the  printing  of  the  Report  of  this  Board,  and 
I  therefore  submit  the  same  for  your  action.

To  the  Hono7*able  Senate: 

I  have  examined  the  bill,  entitled  *'An  Act  to  fix  the  com- 
pensation and  expenses  of  the  superintendent  of  the  Insane 
Hospital  in  the  performance  of  the  duties  required  of  him  by 
Chapter  295  of  the  Laws  of  eighteen  hundred  and  ninety- 
three. 
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It  will  be  seen  from  an  examination  of  the  Public  Law ,8 
that  legislation,  regulating  the  compensation  of  the  resident 
officials  of  the  Insane  Hospital,  has  been  had  at  every  session 
of  the  Legislature  since  the  last  revision  of  the  Revised 
Statutes,  and  in  every  instance  in  the  direction  of  increased 
salaries. 

In  addition  to  the  emoluments  attached  to  the  office  of 
Superintendent,  the  Legislature  in  1885,  increased  his  salaiy 
from  $1,300  to  $1,600.  In  1891,  the  salary  was  further 
increased  from  $1,600  to  $2,000.  An  additional  assistant 
superintendent  was  provided  in  1889,  making  three  assistant 
superintendents,  instead  of  two,  and  the  compensation  of 
these  assistants,  in  addition  to  the  emoluments,  was  increased 
at  that  time  from  $1,700  to  $2,400.  Another  assistant  super- 
intendent was  provided  in  1891,  increasing  the  number  of 
assistants  to  the  supeiintendent  to  four,  and  the  appropria- 
tion for  the  salaries  of  these  assistants  was  increased  at  that 
time  from  $2,400  to  $3,200.  In  1893,  the  pay  of  the  assis- 
tant superintendents  was  authorized  to  be  further  increased 
from  $3,200  to  $3,500. 

It  will  be  observed,  that  during  the  past  six  years  the 
number  of  assistant  superintendents  has  been  doubled  and 
the  a[)propriation  for  the  salaries  of  these  officials  has  been 
increased  from  $1,700  in  1888,  to  $3,500  in  1893 ;  and  the 
salaiy  of  the  superintendent  has  been  increased  from  $1,300 
in  1885,  to  $2,000  in  1891. 

The  Legislature  of  1893,  in  establishing  the  insane  depait- 
ment  at  Thomaston  for  the  care  of  the  criminal  insane,  directed 
that  '^the  superintendent  of  the  Insane  Hospital  shall  visit  the 
insane  department  of  the  state  prison  not  less  than  once  each 
month  to  advise  with  the  prison  physician  and  warden  as  to 
the  proper  care,  treatment  and  disposition  of  the  convicts  in 
said  depaitment."  This  service  was  made  a  part  of  the 
superintendent's  duties  to  the  State  under  the  salary  he  was 
then  receiving.  The  last  Legislature  evidently  considered, 
that  while  he  was  visiting  the  insane  at  Thomaston  under  the 
provisions  of  the  chapter  above  referred  to.  he  would  neces- 
sarily be  absent  from  duty  at  the  Hospital  at  Augusta,  and 
therefore  did  not  deem  it  advisable  to  authorize  any  additional 
compensation,  but  did  provide  under  that  act  for  ''all  the 
expenses   of    said   superintendent   in   connection   with   said 
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depailment"  and  directed  such  expenses  to  **be  paid  by  the 
State  by  order  of  the  Governor  and  Council."  Ail  expenses 
so  incurred  during  the  years  1893  and  1894,  in  the  perform- 
ance of  this  duty  were  paid  by  warrant  drawn  by  the  Governor 
and  Council  on  the  State  Treasurer. 

The  present  bill  provides  for  an  indirect  increase  of  the 
existing  salary  of  the  superintendent,  by  giving  him  a  per 
diem  for  services  already  due  the  State  under  the  salary  now 
established  by  law,  and  in  addition  thereto,  mileage  of  ten 
cents  a  mile  each  way,  instead  of  actual  expenses  as  provided 
by  the  last  Legislature. 

The  amount  involved  by  this  legislation  may  not  be  large, 
but  it  is  establishing  a  new  departure  in  the  method  of  increas- 
ing the  comi)ensation  of  the  officers  and  agents  of  the  State 
now  serving  under  fixed  salaries.  The  superintendent  is 
required^  under  existing  statutes,  to  visit  the  insane  depart- 
ment at  Thomaston  not  less  than  once  each  month,  and  the 
number  of  additional  visits  to  be  made  is  left  to  his  discretion. 
Under  this  bill,  each  visit  carries  with  it  mileage  at  the  rate 
of  ten  cents  a  mile  each  way,  and  a  per  diem,  leaving  it 
uncertain  as  to  the  amount  of  expenditure  to  be  incurred. 

If  mileage  and  per  diem  are  to  be  established  in  this 
instance,  in  addition  to  the  present  salary  of  the  superinten- 
dent, on  the  theory  that  additional  duties  are  required  of  him 
in  visiting  the  criminal  insane  at  Thomaston,  it  may  appro- 
priately be  applied  to  the  insurance  commissioner,  who,  under 
the  general  laws  of  the  State,  is  required  to  perform  addi- 
tional duties  in  making  an  examination  of  newly  organized 
insurance  companies,  whose  charters  have  been  granted  since 
the  establishment  of  his  salary ;  also  to  the  bank  examiner, 
who  is  required  to  examine  newly  organized  banks,  trust 
companies,  loan  and  building  associations,  and  to  various 
other  State  officers  having  established  salaries. 

All  officials  should  be  paid  a  just  and  fair  compensation  for 
the  duties  performed.  The  valuable  services  rendered  to  the 
State  and  the  insane  by  the  efficient  superintendent  of  the 
Insane  Hospital  are  fully  recognized  and  appreciated,  and  it 
is  not  an  agreeable  duty  to  withhold  my  approval  of  this  bill ; 
but  with  the  depression  now  existing  in  almost  every  branch 
of  the  business  interests  of  our  people,  with  many  of  our 
citizens  now  out  of  employment  or  working  at  reduced  wages, 
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it  does  not  seem  an  appropriate  time  to  inaugurate  an  increase 
in  the  salaries  of  State  officials,  and  especially  in  the  manner 
contemplated  in  this  bill. 

I  therefore  most  respectfully  return  the  same  to  the  House 
in  which  it  originated,  as  provided  in  the  Constitution,  with- 
out my  approval,  and  for  further  consideration.

To  the  Honorable  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives : 

You  will  permit  me  to  submit  to  you  a  communication 
received  from  the  State  Treasurer,  with  accompanying  state- 
ment, prepared  by  him,  of  appropriations  made  by  the  Legis- 
lature and  approved,  a  detailed  statement  of  the  appropriations 
pending  before  the  Legislature,  an  estimate  of  the  appropria- 
tions now  before  committees  of  the  Legislature,  and  a  state- 
ment from  the  Treasurer  of  the  estimated  receipts  for  the 
year  1895. 

I  also  have  the  honor  to  submit  to  you  some  suggestions 
relating  to  the  financial  affairs  and  condition  of  the  State. 
It  appears  that  the  appropriations  already  made  for  the  year 
1895,  amount  to  the  sum  of  $1,298,' 67.59,  and  show  an 
increase  over  the  appropriations  for  the  year  1893,  for  the 
same  objects^  of  $53,633.87.  Extraordinary  appropriations 
for  1895,  relating  to  subjects  for  which  no  appropriation  was 
made  in  the  corresponding  legislative  year  of  1893,  have 
already  been  passed  and  approved,  amounting  to  the  sum  of 
$86,175.04.  For  the  year  1896,  extraordinary  appropria- 
tions, not  made  in  the  corresponding  year  1894,  have  also 
been  passed  and  approved,  amounting  to  the  sum  of  $85,500; 
showing  a  net  amount  of  such  appropriations  for  the  years 
1895  and  1896,  of  $171,675.04,  in  addition  to  the  $53,633.87 
above  referi*ed  to.  Further  regular  appropriations  will  be 
required  for  State  purposes  for  1895,  as  shown  by  the  esti- 
mate of  the  Treasurer,  amounting  to  $223,715.04.  When 
these  shall  be  added  to  those  already  approved  for  the  present 
year,  the  aggregate  will  be  nearly  equal  to  the  entire  appro- 
priations for  State  puiposes  for  the  legislative  year  of  1893, 
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exclusive  of  the  appropriation  made  that  year  to  be  applied  on 
the  temporary  loan. 

In  addition,  you  have  pending  before  you,  favorably 
reported  by  committees,  bills  and  resolves,  some  of  which 
have  been  passed  to  be  engrossed,  calling  for  large  appropri- 
ations and  amounting  in  the  aggregate  to  $158,657.56,  many 
of  which  are  for  ordinary  and  regular  State  purposes. 

Applications  for  appropriations  are  also  pending  before 
committees,  including  the  appropriation  for  the  Reform 
School,  and  for  the  protection  of  fish  and  game,  amounting 
to  $183,239.73.  The  aggregate  of  these  various  amounts, 
with  the  appropriations  already  approved  and  others  for 
State  puiposes  not  yet  presented,  will  nearly,  if  not  equal, 
the  entire  estimated  income  of  the  State  for  the  present  year 
and  the  surplus  in  the  treasury. 

Our  estimated  net  income  for  1896,  will  be  comparatively 
the  same  as  that  of  1895,  $1,471,218.00.  If  the  large  sur- 
plus now  in  the  treasury  should  be  exhausted  by  the  appro- 
priations for  1895,  there  will  necessarily  be  a  large  deficit 
trhen  the  next  Legislature  shall  convene  in  1897.  It  has 
been  the  policy  of  the  State  to  have  in  its  treasury  a  reasona- 
ble amount  of  money  at  the  commencement  of  the  year. 
During  the  past  five  years  the  following  balances  have  been 
in  the  treasuiy  on  the  first  day  of  January  of  each  year : 

1891 $175,466  17 

1892 199,603  60 

1893 304,569  68 

1894 335,716  64 

1895 458,195  85 

The  receipts  of  the  State  treasury  were  largely  increased 
during  the  year  1893,  by  the  receipt  of  more  than  $180,000, 
on  account  of  overdue  State  taxes.  Increased  revenue  from 
this  particular  source  will  not  be  available  in  1895-6.  During 
the  present  j^ear,  by  reason  of  a  reduction  of  the  State  tax, 
our  receipts  from  that  source  will  also  be  reduced  $78,471.51. 
We  shall  be  compelled  during  the  years  1895  and  1896,  to 
rely  upon  our  present  surplus  and  our  ordinary  receipts  to 
meet  the  expenditures  authorized  at  this  session  of  the  Legis- 
lature. 

I  recognize  that  it  is  for  you  to  consider  where  necessary 
appropriations  end,  and  where  excessive  appropriations  be- 
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gin.  The  line  may  he  narrow,  but  it  nevertheless  exists. 
I  assure  you  it  is  not  my  purpose  to  trench  a  single  hair's 
breadth  upon  the  authority  conferi*ed  by  the  Constitution 
and  laws  on  the  Legislature.  I  appreciate  that  it  is  for  you 
to  investigate  the  actual  needs  of  the  State,  and  ot  her  bene- 
ficent, educational,  chai-itable  and  other  institutions.  Ap- 
propriations cannot  always  be  made  to  meet  every  call.  With 
the  varied  demands  made  upon  you  for  aid,  you  cannot 
always  appropriate  the  sum  that  is  claimed  can  be  profitably 
expended^  but  are  at  times,  as  the  representatives  of  the  peo- 
ple and  acting  in  the  interests  of  the  State,  required  to  con- 
sider what  sum  will  reasonably  meet  immediate  requirements ; 
and  in  some  instances  you  may  feel  it  your  duty  to  consider, 
whether  the  demand  is  so  urgent  that  it  cannot  l>e  postponed 
for  future  legislative  action. 

I  had  the  honor  to  recommend  to  you  at  the  lieginning  of 
this  session,  a  reduction  of  the  State  tax  for  1896.  The 
retiring  State  Treasurer,  who  has  l)€en  identified  with  the 
management  of  the  financial  affairs  of  our  State  for  a  period 
of  more  than  six  years,  in  his  final  report  to  the  Governar 
and  Council,  says :  "The  tax  rate  of  two  and  one-half  mills 
will,  I  am  sure,  be  amply  sufiScient  for  the  year  1895,  and, 
if  no  unusual  appropriations  are  made  ])y  this  Legislature, 
the  tax  for  1896  can  be  assessed  on  a  still  lower  basis ;"  and 
the  present  eflScient  State  Treasurer  entirely  concurs  in  this 
opinion.  That  there  may  be  no  misunderstanding  as  to  my 
views  upon  this  point,  you  will  permit  me  to  renew  my  rec- 
ommendation for  a  reduction  of  the  State  tax  for  the  vear 
1896.  With  $458,195.85  in  the  treasury-  on  the  fii-st  day  of 
January  last,  a  larger  amount  than  we  have  had,  with  one 
exception,  for  very  many  years,  I  believe  you  will  able  to 
deal  fairly  and  justly  with  every  institution  and  every  inter- 
est'of  the  State,  and  still  reach  this  desired  result.  If  ex- 
cessive  calls  shall  be  resisted,  and  reasoyiable  needs  made 
the  meamire  of  every  appropriation^  it  can  yet  be  accom- 
plished. 

It  is  conceded  that  many  demands  are  now  being  made 
upon  the  public  treasury.  Never  in  the  history  of  the  state 
have  the  calls  been  more  numerous  and  extraordinary  than 
at  the  present  session.  If  all  of  these  measures,  or  even  a 
major  part  of  them,  emailing  for  money,  are  to  l>e  granted  to 
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the  full  extent  claimed,  the  large  surplus  now  in  the  treasury 
^11  speedily  disappear,  taxation  must  be  increased  to  meet 
future  expenditures,  and,  in  the  meantime,  we  must  avail 
ourselves  of  another  temporary  loan,  or  embarrassment  in 
the  management  of  the  financial  affairs  of  the  State,  by  your 
Treasurer,  will  inevitably  follow.  If  this  grave  contingency 
is  to  be  avoided,  retrenchment  in  appropriations  and  author- 
ized expenditures  should  commence  at  once,  and  admits  of  no 
xielay. 

Fully  appreciating  the  responsibility  resting  upon  us, 
and  without  alluding  to  any  particular  measure  or  any  special 
Appropriation  now  before  you,  but  speaking  in  the  interests 
of  the  whole  State,  I  re-afl5rm  the  suggestion  contained  in  a 
former  communication  addressed  to  your  Honorable  bodies, 
that  '*this  is  not  a  time  for  excessive  appropriations,  or  for 
the  enactment  of  experimental  laws.         ♦         »  »  ♦ 

It  will  be  your  duty,  before  the  session  closes,  to  fix  the  rate 
of  taxation  upon  the  farms  and  other  real  and  personal  prop- 
erty of  the  State,  to  meet  in  part  the  expenditures  authori- 
zed by  you.  The  entire  matter  is  within  your  control,  and 
the  tax  for  State  purposes  must  depend  upon  the  appropria- 
tions  here  made."  As  has  been  frequently  demonstrated  in 
the  history  of  the  legislation  of  our  country,  the  Executive 
is  powerless  without  the  co-operation  of  the  legislative  branch 
of  the  Government.     I  trust  this  will  be  accorded.

In  compliance  with  your  communication,  I  have  the  honor 
to  transmit  herewith  a  statement  showing  appropriations 
approved  to  and  including  February  25,  1895,  for  the  year 
1895,  also  an  estimate  of  a  portion  of  the  further  necessary 
regular  appropriations  for  1895,  also  the  appropriations  acted 
on  and  reported  by  the  committees,  and  now  pending  before 
the  Legislature.  Through  the  courtesy  of  the  secretaries  of 
the  committees  of  the  Legislature,  I  am  able  to  give  herewith 
an  estimate  of  the  amount  of  the  appropriations  for  the  year 
1895,  asked  for  and  now  pending  before  committees,  but  not 
yet  reported  to  the  Legislature.     There  is  a  net  increase  of 
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$53,633.87  in  the  appropriations  already  made  for  the  year 
1895,  as  compared  with  those  of  1893  for  the  same  purposes 
and  the  extraordinary  appropriations  for  1895,  already  made 
and  not  appropriated  in  1893,  amount  to  $86,175.04.  The 
appropriations  already  passed  for  the  year  1896  exceed  the 
appropriations  made  in  1894  for  similar  State  purposes  by 
$20,250.  The  extraordinary  appropriations  for  1896  not 
made  in  1894  amount  to  $85,500. 

I  also  include,  as  requested,  an  estimate  of  the  receipts  for 
the  year  1895  made  on  the  basis  of  the  present  State  tax  of 
two  and  one-half  mills,  showing  a  total  of  $1,506,218.  There 
is  included  in  these  estimated  receipts  $35,000,  the  amount 
received  for  dog  licenses,  which  can  not  be  considered  an 
available  asset,  as  it  is  all  refunded  to  the  towns.  The 
receipts  for  1896  as  estimated  will  be  substantially  the  same. 

I  much  regret  not  being  able  to  furnish  this  statement 
sooner  but  sickness  in  the  office  has  caused  an  unavoidable 
delay.

act  must  be  held  to  be  unconstitutional.
